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AUDITORS'  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut■,  May  Session,  1863  : 

The  undersigned,  Auditors  of  the  Quarter-Master-General's 
accounts  for  the  year  ending  April  1st,  1863,  have  attended  to 
the  duties  of  their  appointment,  and  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  said  accounts,  and  compared 
them  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  find  them  properly 
classified  and  entirely  accurate  ;  and  in  all  particulars  kept  in 
the  best  possible  manner. 

On  the  22d  of  April  last,  we  examined  the  Arsenal  build- 
ings and  inspected  the  military  stores,  ordnance,  and  other 
property  therein  deposited.  We  found  the  same  in  good  con- 
dition, and  every  way  as  well  arranged  as  the  limited  accom- 
modations of  the  buildings  will  allow. 

We  found  a  Registry  kept  in  the  Arsenal,  of  the  receipts 
and  delivery  of  property,  showing  at  a  glance  the  amount  of 
each  description  of  property  on  hand  at  any  given  time. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  that  the  Quarter-Master-General 
has  been  fortunate  in  securing,  as  "Assistant  Quarter-Master- 
General"  and  "Master  Armorer,"  the  services  of  Captain 
Duncan,  whose  long  experience  in  the  land  and  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  whose  mechanical  skill  and  close  at- 
tention to  the  business  of  the  department,  renders  his  services 
of  great  value  to  the  State. 


We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Quarter-Master-General 
has  made  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  repairs  of  damaged 
arms  returned  from  our  soldiers.  Formerly  this  work  was 
done  by  the  Master  Armorer,  under  contract,  which  enabled 
him  to  realize  a  handsome  income,   in  addition  to  his  salary. 

Now  this  work  is  done  by  the  State.  The  mechanics  are 
hired  by  the  day,  and  the  work  performed  under  the  direction 
of  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General  Duncan. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  called  attention  to  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  Legislature  of  1861  to  build  a  "  Powder 
Magazine"  remote  from  the  Arsenal.  This  work  has  not  been 
done.  General  Aiken  has  given  this  subject  much  attention 
during  the  past  year,  and  will  submit  a  plan  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  such  a  magazine.  We  have  examined  the  plan 
and  are  pleased  to  say  that  it  meets  our  approval. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  alterations  and  improve- 
ments referred  to  in  the  Quarter-Master-General's  report  are 
necessary,  and  recommend  that  they  be  executed.

REPORT. 


Qdarter-M  aster-General's  Office, 
Hartford,  April  1st,  1863. 

To  the  Honorable   General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

In  accordance  -with  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  here- 
with, a  Report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Quarter-Master- 
General's  Department,  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1863. 

Statement  "  A,"  hereto  appended,  presents  a  condensed 
account  of  the  receipts  of  money  drawn  by  order  of  the  State 
Comptroller  on  the  State  Treasurer,  and  of  the  objects  for 
which  the  same  was  disbursed.  Of  the  disbursements  charged 
in  this  account,  all  excepting  such  as  relate  to  the  State  service 
have  been  charged  over  to  the  United  States.  The  general 
account  in  which  they  have  been  included  has  already  been 
presented  at  the  Treasury  Department  and  settlement  promised 
at  an  early  day.  The  items  not  so  charged  are  there  designated 
"  Freight  on  issues  to  State  Militia,"  and  such  portions  of 
ether  accounts  as  cover  articles  contracted,  retained,  or  re- 
paired for  State  purposes  and  uses. 

It  will  thus  be  perceived,  that  the  greater  portion  of  the 
services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred  in  this  Department, 
have  been  for  the  United  States  Government.  State  Officers 
have  acted  as  its  agents  or  assistants  in  equipping  its  volun- 
teers, arming  them,  providing  for  their  accommodations,  while 
in  the  State,  and  transporting  them  beyond  its  limits.  Never- 
theless, in  order  that  the  several  accounts  charged  in  statement 
"  A  "  may  be  clearly  understood,  I  will  explain  their  nature, 
so  far  as  it  is  not  fully  exhibited  in  terms. 

The  "Medical  Expense"  account  embraces  disbursements 
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for  medical  attendance  in  camp  before  the  appointment  of 
regimental  surgeons,  for  all  bills  of  medicines  and  medical 
stores  purchased  within  the  State,  for  the  board  and  treatment  of 
sick  soldiers  in  State  hospitals,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  various 
surgeons  of  posts  of  rendezvous  for  nine  months  men.  These 
officers  were  employed  on  written  contracts  entered  into  with 
the  Post  Commanders,  then  approved  at  this  office,  and  placed 
on  file. 

The  "  Transportation  "  account  covers  all  expenses  paid  at 
this  office  for  the  transportation  of  enlisted  men.  Through  the 
judicious  management  of  Assistant  Quarter- Master-General 
Almy,  in  New  York,  I  have  been  enabled  greatly  to  reduce 
its  amount  below  that  of  last  year. 

The  accounts  with  "  Ordnance  and  Ordnance  Stores," 
"Clothing"  and  "Camp  and  Garrison  Equipage,"  embrace  a 
great  variety  of  items  detailed  in  statement  "  B." 

The  expenses  for  "  Forage  "  were  incurred  mainly  for  the 
horses  of  the  2d  Light  Battery. 

The  expenses  for  the  "  Arsenal  and  Repairing  Arms,"  have 
been  mostly  contracted  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States. 
Such  have  been  charged  over  in  account. 

The  "  Burial  Expenses  "  were  incurred  for  the  interment  of 
deceased  Connecticut  volunteers  from  camp  or  hospital  within 
State  limits. 

The  "Inspection"  account  covers  the  compensation  of  State 
Inspectors  engaged  upon  stores  of  every  kind  furnished  by 
contract. 

The  "  Horses  for  2d  Connecticut  Battery "  were  mostly 
purchased  in  Northern  New  York.  They  have  been  pronounced 
by  competent  officers  unusually  well  adapted  for  battery  ser- 
vice. So  well  did  they  bear  transportation  and  subsequent 
exposure  in  open  sheds,  for  weeks,  at  Bridgeport,  that  not  one 
out  of  one  hundred  and  thirty — the  total  number — was  left 
behind  dead  or  disabled  on  the  departure  of  the  Battery. 

All  money  paid  to  sheriffs,  constables,  marshals  and  police 
officers  for  the  arrest,  and  to  the  County  jailors  for  the  con- 
finement of  deserters,  have  been  charged  over  to  the  account 
headed  "  Arresting  and   Retaining  Deserters."     No  class  of 


my  varied  duties  has  been  more  vexatious  and  annoying  than 
this.  I  only  regret  that  circumstances,  over  which  the  State  au- 
thorities had  no  control,  rendered  this  service  less  effectual  than 
it  should  have  been.  The  crime  of  desertion  necessarily  involves 
a  pecuniary  loss  to  the  offender,  as  statements  of  the  amounts 
paid  at  this  office  are,  in  all  cases,  rendered  to  the  Paymaster- 
General,  to  be  charged  by  him  against  the  State  pay  of  the 
deserter,  in  accordance  with  the  import  of  the  United  States 
Army  Regulations. 

The  "  Camp  and  Post  Expenses  "  embrace  rent  of  camp 
grounds  and  barracks,  fuel,  water,  &c. 

The  Recruiting  Post  for  the  8th,  10th  and  11th  Regiments, 
was,  under  special  orders,  placed  in  charge  of  State  Officers. 
Disbursements  therefor  are  charged  in  "  Recruiting  "  account. 

The  expenses  for  "  Recruiting  and  Drafting  Nine  Months 
Men,"  were  paid  from  this  office  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  as  reimbursements  for  the  various  forms  of  outlay 
necessary  in  this  service. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  twelve  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($1,299.80),  paid  upon  bills  certified 
by  Cols.  Hathaway  and  Bunce,  my  predecessors  in  office,  was 
for  supplies  contracted,  but  not  paid  for  by  them. 

The  amount  of  statement  "  C "  is  credited  to  the  United 
States,  as  the  bills  of  purchase  for  the  property  referred  to  have 
been  charged. 

As  statements  "  D,"  "  E  "  and  "  F  "  refer  to  State  property 
exclusively,  they  explain  themselves.  The  condition  of  the 
articles  shown  in  statement  "F"  is  thus  indicated:  those 
marked  "  unserviceable  "  are  in  the  precise  condition  desig- 
nated ;  those  marked  "  old"  are  such  as  have  been  used,  but 
are  not  yet  worn  out.  All  others  are  in  good  condition  for 
service. 

Whether  the  concluding  statement  "G-"  represents  with 
absolute  correctness  all  it  purports  to,  I  am,  unfortunately,  not 
able  to  state  with  perfect  confidence. 

Neither  do  I  see  how  it  can  be  reduced  to  a  certainty. 
When  I  entered  upon  my  duties  I  found  no  accounts  kept  with 
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the  State  Militia,  and  very  incomplete  records  on  file  of  the 
public  property  supposed  to  be  in  their  hands. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  referred  to  this  fact,  intimating 
my  intention  to  give  this  subject  a  thorough  investigation  when 
relieved  from  the  pressure  of  more  important  duties.  This 
matter  has  received  attention. 

By  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Brigade  Inspectors,  I  sent  Mr.  William  H.  Peck  of 
Hartford  as  Special  Inspector  to  every  point  in  the  State  where 
I  had  reason  to  suppose  arms  or  equipments  to  be  located.  He 
had  written  instructions  to  make  a  careful  inspection  and  re- 
port fully  their  number,  condition,  place  of  storage,  and  any 
remarks  bearing  upon  the  object  of  his  mission.  This  duty 
was  performed  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  Taking  these 
reports,  and  such  bonds  as  were  on  file  in  this  office,  for  a  basis, 
I  opened  a  property  account  in  ledger  form  with  every  organ- 
ization, whether  military,  municipal,  or  school,  which  appear- 
ed to  hold  military  stores  in  trust.  From  this  ledger,  state- 
ment "  G  "  is  drawn  up. 

The  Inspection  Reports  referred  to,  were  useful  in  other  re- 
spects, having  been  made  a  basis  for  granting  or  withholding 
the  payment  of  annual  armory  rent  falling  due  Oct.  1st. 

The  best  report  was  that  concerning  Company  A,  3d  Regi- 
ment, Old  Lyme.  The  scrupulous  care  taken  of  their  arms 
and  accoutrements  is  worthy  of  special  notice. 

Where  companies  were  deficient  in  the  amount  of  stores 
charged,  notice  was  sent  that  they  were  not  by  law  entitled  to 
the  certificate  for  armory  rent  till  their  accounts  were  made 
good,  or  satisfactorily  explained.  This  brought  to  light  many 
missing  articles. 

The  reason  of  so  much  carelessness  as  was  implied  by  the 
reports,  has  been  a  want  of  individual  responsibility  among  of- 
ficers and  men.  With  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  more 
care  and  system,  I  have  prepared  special  forms  of  bills,  in- 
voices, and  receipts,  adapted  to  State  service.  When  stores 
are  shipped  these  are  mailed,  accompanied  by  a  circular  letter, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  :

"  Sir  : 

"  On  receipt,  for  the  use  of  your  company,  of  any  property 
belonging  to  this  Department,  you  will  please  pay  the  freight 
and  cartage,  taking  receipts  for  the  same  in  duplicate.  Should 
the  package  appear  to  have  been  damaged  in  transit,  or  the 
contents  appear  injured  by  the  evident  carelessness  of  the  car- 
riers, you  will  save  this  department  much  annoyance  by 
making  reclamation  and  obtaining  damages  of  said  carriers  at 
once.  You  will  then  make  your  bill  against  this  Department 
in  duplicate  upon  the  enclosed  forms,  to  each  of  which  you 
will  attach  one  of  the  freight  and  cartage  receipts  as  vouchers. 
Upon  receipt  of  said  bills  at  this  office,  the  amount  paid  will 
be  remitted  you  by  return  mail.  For  all  damages  reported 
after  the  freight  receipts  come  in,  you,  not  the  carriers,  will 
be  considered  responsible. 

"You  are  further  desired  to  examine  the  number  of  articles 
sent,  and  if  according  to  invoice,  to  sign  the  enclosed  receipt, 
which,  with  the  bills  before  mentioned,  are  to  be  forwarded  by 
mail  to  this  office,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  The  in- 
closed Invoice  you  will  keep  on  file  among  the  company's 
papers,  for  reference  when  called  for.  In  the  event  of  a 
change  of  commanders,  you  will  endorse  it  over  to  your  suc- 
cessor. 

"  The  sergeant  or  other  officer  appointed  to  the  charge  of 
your  arms  and  accoutrements  should  be  regarded  as  personally 
responsible  for  even  the  minutest  appendage  in  your  armory, 
as  an  ordnance-sergeant  is  regarded  in  the  army.  By  care  in 
this  respect,  you  will  cooperate  with  this  Department  in  saving 
expense  to  the  State  and  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  mi- 
litia service. 

"  Great  care  is  to  be  observed  in  the  packing  and  unpacking 
of  gun-cases,  and  all  those  not  used  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
arms,  are  to  be  immediately  returned  to  the  State  Arsenal, 
with  the  packing-wood  inclosed.     By  a  strict  and  prompt  ob- 
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servance  of  the  foregoing,  you  will  save  unnecessary  corres- 
pondence.

A  visible  improvement  has  taken  place  the  past  year,  which 
it  is  to  be  hoped  will  go  still  further. 

To  avoid  unnecessary  prolixity,  I  deem  it  suitable  to  make 
specific  reference  in  this  report  to  those  topics  which  bear  upon 
the  exigencies  of  the  State  Militia  service,  taking  only  a  gene- 
ral survey  of  the  ten-fold  more  extensive  and  laborious  opera- 
tions of  this  office  as  the  agency  of  the  Central  Government 
in  quartering,  outfiting,  arming  and  transporting  the  regi- 
ments, detached  companies  and  squads  of  enlisted  men  from  this 
State. 

Fifteen  Regiments  (numbered  from  the  14th  to  the  28th  in- 
clusive) and  one  Light  Battery,  have  been  fitted  out  from  this 
office.  Beside  these,  squads  recruited  in  the  Olive  street  bar- 
racks, New  Haven,  for  the  8th,  10th,  and  11th  Regiments,  and 
individual  men  in  large  numbers  belonging  to  various  regi- 
ments in  the  field  and  returned  as  convalescents  or  apprehend- 
ed deserters,  have  been  sent  forward  from  month  to  month. 

The  amount  of  material  required  to  place  these  organizations 
on  a  war  footing,  would  be  incredible  to  any  not  familiar  with 
the  detail  of  the  outfit  for  even  one  regiment. 

The  two  calls  for  three  hundred  thousand  men  each,  one  of 
which  immediately  followed  the  other  upon  the  disastrous  ter- 
mination of  the  Peninsular  campaign,  found  not  only  the 
States,  but  the  General  Government,  without  any  adequate, 
supplies  whatever  for  such  a  multitude.  Within  forty-eight 
hours  of  the  time  when  the  order  was  sent  to  this  State  for  her 
designated  quota  of  troops,  specific  requisitions  for  the  main 
articles  of  equipment  needed  were  forwarded  to  Washington 
by  mail,  by  telegraph,  and  by  special  messenger.     A  careful 
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review  just  completed,  of  the  correspondence  of  this  office, 
with  the  various  chiefs  and  subordinates  of  Bureaus  in  Wash- 
ington, New  York,  and  Philadelphia,  bears  evidence  to  the 
earnest  efforts  of  those  officers  to  meet  the  demands  from  this 
office,  made  urgent  by  the  necessities  of  the  hour.  The  sudden 
answer  to  the  great  call  from  all  loyal  quarters  of  our  country, 
imposed  vast  additional  labors  upon  the  already  herculean 
tasks  laid  upon  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  provide  supplies. 

Although  we  depended  on  the  General  Government  for  the 
major  part  of  our  supplies,  yet  the  State  was  obliged  to  fur- 
nish a  portion  to  meet  deficiencies.  Men,  by  tens  of  thousands 
a  day,  were  leaving  their  trades  and  avocations  to  respond  to 
the  call.  This  fact  greatly  complicated  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing supplies.  Manufacturers,  who  had  contracted  to  deliver 
army  stores  to  the  extent  of  their  capacity  to  produce  them, 
found  their  workmen  had  volunteered  for  the  service  and  them- 
selves unable  to  fulfill  their  contracts. 

The  difficulties  referred  to  were  experienced  also  at  home. 
As  an  instance,  the  parties  contracting  to  manufacture  at  short 
notice  certain  indispensable  supplies  not  obtainable  from  gov- 
ernment, replied  to  my  demand  for  greater  rapidity  in  delivery, 
by  stating  that  in  the  most  important  department  of  their 
work  shop,  their  full  complement  of  fifty-three  artisans  was, 
within  a  few  days,  diminished  by  enlistments  to  fifteen.  I  have 
stated  the  foregoing  case  merely  by  way  of  illustration. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  our  volunteers,  under  the  last 
two  calls,  were  earlier  equipped  than  those  from  the  neighbor- 
ing States,  if  net  from  any  State. 

To  secure  the  greatest  possible  dispatch  in  the  transaction  of 
the  business,  E.  IT.  Owen,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  was  sent  as  a  spe- 
cial agent  on  two  successive  trips  to  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Washington,  where  he  gratuitously  rendered  most  valua- 
ble and  efficient  service.  The  favorable  results  of  these  early 
measures  were  soon  apparent. 

I  cannot  learn  that  any  serious  inconvenience  has  been  ex- 
perienced by  any  of  the  fifteen  regiments  equipped  during  the 
past  year,  for  a  want  of  needful  supplies  while  in  camp  within 
the  State. 
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The  nine  months  men  were  organized  in  "  posts  "  located  at 
New  Haven,  Hartford,  Middletown,  and  Norwich.  Within 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  they  were  opened  under  or- 
ders, three  thousand  men  in  promiscuous  assemblage  had  col- 
lected in  them.  For  a  day  or  two  their  draft  upon  this  office 
was  greater  than  the  stock  on  hand  would  bear ;  but  heavy 
daily  arrivals  of  supplies  soon  met  the  demand.  The  labor  and 
vexation  attending  the  outfit  of  these  regiments  was  at  least 
treble  that  of  other  organizations.  This  arose  from  the  fact 
that  the  forms  of  business  had  to  be  improvised,  from  day  to 
day,  to  adapt  them  to  the  varying  nature  of  the  organizations. 
Whereas,  with  every  regiment,  constant  watchfulness  was 
necessary  regarding  their  care  of  public  property,  so  the  more 
complicated  machinery  of  the  "posts"  required  increased 
vigilance. 

The  following  resolutions  have  been  received  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  during  the  past  year,  and  their  directions  com- 
plied with  : 

No.  1.  Directing  the  delivery  of  Muskets  to  A.  G.  Griswold, 
of  Hartford. 

Approved,  June  13th,  1862. 

No.  2.  Directing  the  delivery  of  Muskets  to  F.  J.  Jackson, 
of  Danbury. 

Approved,  June  13th,  1862. 

No.  3.  Authorizing  the  loan  of  Camp  Equipage  to  Wm.  H. 
Russell,  of  New  Haven. 
Aproved,  June  26th,  1862. 

No.  4.  Directing  the  delivery  of  Cartridge  Boxes,  Belts,  &c. 
to  A.  G.  Griswold,  of  Hartford. 
Approved,  June  28th,  1862. 

No.  5.  Directing  the  delivery  of  Cartridge  Boxes,  Belts,  &c. 
to  F.  J.  Jackson,  of  Danbury. 
Approved,  June  28th,  1862. 

Resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly,  directed  to  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  have  been  turned  over  to  me  with  orders

to  carry  out  their  instructions,  which  orders  have  been  exe- 
cuted.    The  resolutions  are  as  follows : 

~No.  1.  Authorizing  the  Governor  to  provide  Lambert's 
Tourniquets  for  the  use  of  the  surgeons  and  soldiers  of  Connec- 
ticut regiments. 

Approved,  June  30th,  1S62. 

No.  2.  Authorizing  the  Governor  to  exchange,  for  others,  the 
muskets  now  used  by  the  22d  and  27th  regiments. 
Approved,  Dec.  24th,  1862. 

As  the  Government  now  supplies  the  troops  in  the  field  with 
all  the  stores  which,  under  present  regulations,  can  be  trans- 
ported from  place  to  place,  it  seems  to  me  unadvisable  to  send 
extra  and  unusual  supplies  to  regiments,  as  such.  The  benefit 
accomplished  hardly  pays  their  cost. 

The  Whitney  Rifled  Muskets  intended  for  the  22d  and  27th 
regiments  were  consigned  to  Col.  J.  H.  Almy  in  New  Torkj  for 
transportation  and  delivery.  The  Austrian  Rifled  Muskets  sent 
from  Washington  for  Connecticut  volunteers  were  not  issued, 
and,  on  account  of  their  inferior  quality,  others  were  substi- 
tuted by  order  of  the  Governor,  except  in  the  cases  of  these 
two  regiments.  They  were  furnished  with  the  Austrian  Rifled 
Muskets  only  because  our  stock  of  superior  arms  had  been  ex- 
hausted and  no  more  could  be  procured  at  the  moment. 

The  2d  Light  Battery,  Capt.  J.  W.  Sterling  commanding, 
were  fully  equipped  for  immediate  field  service,  with  cannon, 
carriages,  horses,  baggage  train,  &c,  before  leaving  the  State. 
Their  armament  consisted  of  four  James'  rifled  6  pdr.  bronze 
guns,  calibre  3.80  in.  model,  1861,  and  two  12-pdr.  bronze  field 
howitzers. 

The  steel  rifled  Prussian  gun  presented  to  this  State  by  our 
Minister  at  Belgium,  was,  some  months  since,  loaned  by  the 
Governor  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  a  view  to  make  it 
serviceable  either  directly,  or  as  suggestive  of  desirable  im- 
provements in  the  fabrication  of  our  own  field  guns  or  car- 
riages. Being  of  a  calibre  unknown  in  our  service,  it  could 
not  be  made  useful  in  battery.  What  desirable  improvements, 
if  any,  have  been  suggested  to  the  Ordnance  Department  by 
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the  peculiar  construction  of  the  gun  and  its  carriage,  I  am  un- 
able to  state.     It  lias  been  returned  to  the  State  Arsenal. 

Within  the  past  year,  circumstances  have  rendered  necessary 
an  entire  change  in  the  internal  management  of  the  Arsenal. 
That  change  has  been  made  with  beneficial  results.  During 
most  of  the  time  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  it  has 
been  deemed  requisite  to  keep  the  arsenal  and  its  extensive 
business  under  the  double  charge  of  an  Assistant  Quarter- 
Master-General  and  of  the  regular  State  Armorer. 

On  August  15th,  Mr.  Chas.  L.  Duncan  of  the  United  States 
Navy,  was  appointed  State  Armorer.  The  Assistant  Quarter- 
Master-General,  in  charge  at  the  Arsenal,  having  resigned  to 
enter  on  other  duties,  Captain  Duncan  was,  on  the  15th  of 
September,  appointed  in  his  place,  and  the  office  of  ar- 
morer thus  left  vacant,  he  performing  the  duties  of  both 
offices,  at  a  considerable  saving  of  expenditure  to  the  State. 
I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  his  report,  numbered  2, 
in  the  Appendix,  and  would  ask  such  an  appropriation  to  cover 
necessary  repairs  upon  the  Arsenal,  as  the  best  economy  shall 
require. 

Before  proceeding  further,  it  may,  perhaps,  be  proper  to 
refer  briefly  to  the  circumstances  connected  with  Captain 
Duncan's  appointment.  My  acquaintance  with  him  in  1861-2, 
as  a  fellow  officer  in  the  United  States  Naval  service,  induced 
respect  for  his  character,  and  notice  of  his  aptness  and  general 
capacity  as  a  thorough,  practical  mechanic  in  those  branches 
bearing  upon  the  Ordnance  service,  to  which  he  had  been 
trained  by  a  previous  experience  of  five  years  in  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  Portsmouth  Navy  Yard.  At  the  time  the 
former  State  Armorer  left  his  position,  I  knew  not  where  else 
to  look  for  the  proper  substitute,  who  should  possess  the  tech- 
nical knowledge,  mechanical  talent,  and  business  method, 
required  in  the  Superintendent  of  an  Arsenal,  containing 
within  its  walls,  at  times,  public  property  to  the  value  of  a 
million  of  dollars.  At  my  earnest  request  he  accepted  his 
present  position,  relinquishing  at  the  same  time  a  new  and 
higher  appointment  just  received  in  the  United  States  service. 
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So  far  as  my  knowledge  of  the  history  of  this  Department 
extends,  the  State  Armorer  has  for  years  occupied  the  antag- 
onistic positions  of  contractor  and  employee.  In  my  last  an- 
nual report  to  your  honorable  body,  reference  was  made  to 
this  subject,  and  the  opinion  expressed  that  a  different  system 
would  be  more  economical.  Upon  Mr.  Duncan's  arrival,  work 
in  the  repair  shop  was  resumed  upon  a  new  plan,  with  an  in- 
creased force  of  hands. 

The  number  of  arms  repaired,  since  that  date,  has  been 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  number  during  previous  periods  of 
equal  length. 

The  following  statement  will  exhibit  the  comparative  econ- 
omy of  the  former  and  present  systems,  under  which  arms 
have  been  repaired  at  the  Arsenal  shop.  The  cost  would  have 
been,  under  the  old  system,  taking  as  a  basis  of  calculation 
the  average  of  contract  prices,  as  follows  :

The  Austrian  Rifles  were  repaired  in  anticipation  of  their 
issue  to  our  regiments,  as  it  was  the  intention  to  have  retained 
for  State  service  the  "Whitney  Rifles,  which  it  was  afterwards 
decided  to  issue  in  their  place. 

The  report  of  Colonel  J.  II.  Almy,  Assistant  Quarter-Master- 
General  in  New  York,  which  I  herewith  transmit  to  your  hon- 
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orable  body,  (No.  1,  Appendix),  details  so  circumstantially  the 
duties  and  labors  of  his  office,  as  to  render  superfluous  any 
addition  to  it. 

Beside  the  services  of  E.  II.  Owen,  Esq.,  before  referred  to, 
I  would  express  thanks  to  Colonel  H.  H.  Osgood  and  Henry 
B.  Norton,  Esq.,  of  Norwich,  for  uncompensated,  services  often 
performed. 

It  would  be  improper  to  close  this  report  without  presenting 
my  grateful  acknowledgments  for  faithful  services  rendered 
by  assistants  in  office.  The  heavy  demands  made  upon  their 
time  have  been  most  cheerfully  and  energetically  responded 
to.

REPORT    OF    COLONEL    J.    H.    ALMY. 

Assistant  Quarter-Master-  General. 


.  New  York,  April  1st,  1863. 
Brigadier -General  William  A.  Aiken,  Quarter-  Master-Gen- 
eral, State  of  Connecticut: 
Sir — It  will  be  difficult,  within  the  limits  of  this  communi- 
cation, to  give  a  sufficiently  detailed  and  adequate  report  of 
my  official  labors,  or  of  the  wide  range  which  these  labors 
have,  during  the  progress  of  the  war,  necessarily  taken. 

I  can  state,  however,  in  general  terms,  that  during  the  past 
year  I  have  received  and  superintended  the  transportation 
through  and  from  New  York,  of  fifteen  regiments  of  Infantry, 
and  one  Battery  of  Light  Artillery,  beside  detachments  of  re- 
cruits for  troops  already  in  the  field. 

Five  of  the  above  regiments  were  nearly  six  weeks  en- 
camped at  Centerville,  Long  Island,  and  my  time  was  con- 
stantly employed  in  their  behalf,  no  adequate  preparations  be- 
ing made  by  the  proper  United  States  Military  authorities. 

Previous  to  my  appointment  as  Assistant  Quarter -Master- 
General,  in  November,  1861,  the  State  had  paid  the  transpor- 
tation of  Connecticut  regiments  from  their  several  camps  to 
New  York,  where  they  were  turned  over  to  the  United  States 
Quarter-Master. 
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By  inquiry,  I  learned  that  the  General  Government  had  as- 
sumed the  payment  of  similar  indebtedness  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  troops  from  other  States.  I  therefore  claimed  that 
the  same  privilege  should  be  extended  to  Connecticut,  and  all 
transportation  of  subsequent  Regiments  have  been  paid  by  the 
United  States  authorities 

In  February  last,  I  was  directed  by  His  Excellency  Gov- 
ernor Buckingham,  to  confer  with  the  Paymaster-General, 
U.  S.  A.,  at  Washington,  with  a  view  to  securing,  if  possible, 
a  more  prompt  and  regular  payment  of  Connecticut  troops  ; 
and  nearly  all  of  the  regiments  have  been  paid.  I  have  as- 
surances that  Regiments  in  the  Gulf  will  soon  receive  their  pay 
to  the  1st  of  March,  and  that  hereafter  all  of  our  Connecticut 
Regiments  will  be  paid  more  promptly. 

In  the  course  of  my  inquiries,  I  ascertained  that  the  delay 
in  the  payment  of  our  troops  had  arisen  chiefly  from  the  fact, 
that  Paymasters  had  been  assigned  in  their  duties  to  Regi- 
ments instead  of  to  Brigades.  The  Regiments  thus  assigned 
were  oftentimes  separated  from  each  other  by  hundreds  of 
miles,  and  much  time  was  thus  consumed  in  passing  from  Reg- 
iment to  Regiment. 

During  the  past  two  months,  this  system  has  been  aban- 
doned, and  a  more  expeditious  plan  adopted.  During  the  past 
year  I  have  received  large  numbers  of  sick  and  wounded  Con- 
necticut soldiers  from  our  Regiments  at  Xewbern,  Port  Royal, 
~New  Orleans,  from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  from  An- 
tietam. 

Many  of  these  men  have  arrived  in  ISTew  York,  penniless 
and  destitute  ;  and  I  have,  at  such  times,  contributed  to  their 
necessities,  have  clothed  them,  given  them  money,  and  for- 
warded them  to  their  homes.  The  services  which  have  been 
rendered,  do  not  all  properly  belong  to  the  Quarter-Master's 
Department,  yet  they  have  become  a  necessary  part  of  my 
labors,  from  my  position  as  representative  of  the  State  in  New 
York.  I  have  written  nearly  four  thousand  letters  in  answer 
to  inquiries  from  soldiers  or  their  friends,  (beside  the  legitimate 
business  of  this  Department  with  the  State,  and  a  large  tele- 
graphic correspondence),  and  have  collected  many  thousands 
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of  dollars  for  Connecticut  wounded  and  discharged,  several 
thousand  of  which  amounted  to  only  twenty-six  dollars  per 
man. 

During  the  past  year,  the  numerous  frauds  practised  upon 
our  returning  soldiers  by  unprincipled  men  in  New  York, 
caused  me  to  devote  much  time  to  this  subject.  Some  of  these 
sharpers  are  now  serving  out  their  six  months'  sentence  in 
prison,  while  others  were  simply  fined,  and  their  city  licences 
revoked. 

I  have  received  facilities,  through  the  courtsey  of  the  late 
Colonel  D.  D.  Tompkins,  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General, 
U.  S.  A.,  for  transporting  boxes  of  Hospital  stores,  clothing, 
&c,  to  our  regiments  at  Newbern,  Port  Eoyal  and  New  Or- 
leans, and  scarcely  a  steamer  sailed  which  did  not  take  out  a 
large  number  of  boxes,  barrels  and  packages  of  various  di- 
mensions. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  soldiers,  or  their  friends,  have  called  daily  at  my 
office,  either  for  assistance,  advice  or  information ;  some  wish- 
ing to  visit  soldiers  in  the  Hospitals,  some  wishing  passes  to 
visit  Regiments  in  the  field,  others  desiring  to  obtain  their 
back  pay,  or  pay  on  discharge  papers,  others  inquiring  respect- 
ing transportation  to  their  regiments,  and  on  many  other  sub- 
jects, too  varied  to  be  noted  in  detail;  but  so  great  has  been 
the  demand  upon  my  time,  that  I  could  have  found  ample 
employment  in  simply  attending  to  the  wishes  of  applicants. 

Until  recently,  there  have  been  fourteen  Military  Hospitals 
located  in  New  York  and  vicinity,  in  all  of  which  there  have 
been,  from  time  to  time,  since  the  1st  of  July,  Connecticut 
sick  and  wounded. 

The  duty  of  visiting  these  hospitals,  for  the  past  five  months, 
I  have  intrusted  to  my  Hospital  Clerk,  who  has  devoted  him- 
self to  the  interests  of  Connecticut  men,  visiting  them  several 
times  each  month,  obtaining  the  name,  Company,  Eegiment, 
and  residence  of  each,  and  ascertaining  his  wants  and  con- 
dition. A  complete  list  of  the  same  has  been  kept  at  my 
office  for  reference. 
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Since  the  1st  of  January,  I  nave  collected  for  these  men 
over  thirteen  hundred  dollars  of  the  State  bounty. 

I  have  no  data  by  which  to  state  correctly  the  number  of 
deceased  officers  and  soldiers  which  have-been  consigned  to 
my  care,  to  be  forwarded  to  their  relatives  and  friends,  but  the 
list  has  been  large. 

I  have  thus  briefly  referred  to  the  more  important  labors 
devolving  upon  this  Department,  and  I  close  this  report,  by 
expressing  the  hope  that  I  have  been  as  successful  as  my  en- 
deavor has  been  earnest,  to  perform  faithfully  the  trust  con- 
fided.

Brigadier-General  Wm.  A.  Aiken,    Quarter-Master- General : 

Sir — I  would  respectfully  submit  to  you  a  report  of  arms 
repaired,  cleaned,  inspected,  and  put  in  working  order,  since  I 
entered  upon  my  duties  as  State  Amorer,  August  15th,  1862, 
to  this  date : 

4,400  Austrian  Rifles. 
1,800  Enfield  Rifles. 
270  Mississippi  Rifles. 
48  Flint-lock  Muskets. 
3S0  Percussion  Muskets,  altered. 
150  Colt's  Revolvers. 
I  have  also  assisted  in  the  inspection  of  eight  thousand  new 
rifled  muskets,  manufactured  within  the  State. 

When  I  came  here  I  found  no  tools  suitable  to  work  with. 
You  purchased  for  me  a  foot  lathe,  portable  forge,  grindstone, 
&c.  The  small  tools  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  use,  such  as 
guages  of  different  sizes,  drills,  lathe  centers,  punches,  emory 
wheels,  brands,  dies,  cold  chisels,  turning  tools,  &c,  &c,  I 
have  made  myself  as  they  were  needed  for  the  different  kinds 
of  work  ;  for  in  work  of  this  kind  it  is  impossible  to  tell  what 
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tools  will  be  required  until  they  are  wanted  for  use.  Every 
different  kind  of  arm  requires  some  different  tool,  which  can- 
not be  purchased,  but  must  be  made  as  they  are  wanted  from 
time  to  time.  About  the  first  job  I  took  hold  of  after  coining 
here,  was  the  forty-four  hundred  Austrian  rifles  received  from 
the  United  States,  which,  by  the  way,  were  the  poorest  apology 
for  an  arm  that  I  ever  saw.  We  overhauled  them  and  put 
them  in  as  good  order  as  such  arms  are  capable  of  being  in. 
The  bayonets  had  to  be  refitted,  cones  to  be  replaced,  &c. 
Then  came  the  eighteen  hundred  Enfields,  which  we  over- 
hauled, tried  the  locks,  fitted  some  new  main  springs,  refitted 
and  numbered  the  bayonets,  &c. 

The  altered  United  States  muskets,  which  we  have  repaired, 
(and  still  have  more  to  repair),  were  in  very  bad  order,  having 
been  used  for  guard  duty  at  the  different  camps  in  the  State, 
and,  from  the  appearance  of  them  when  they  came  in,  I  should 
think  the  soldiers  took  particular  delight  in  making  them  as 
bad  as  possible.  Some  we  found  with  hammers  gone,  others, 
rammers  missing,  bands,  bayonets,  and  in  some  cases,  locks 
gone ;  the  cones  were  half  of  them  broken  off  even  with  the 
barrel,  and  it  is  no  small  job  to  get  out  the  old  stumps  of  the 
cones,  when  they  are  broken  off  so  low  that  they  cannot  be  got 
hold  of,  and  are  rusted  in  at  that.  Some  we  found  filled  with 
gunpowder,  sand,  dirt,  pieces  of  apples,  potatoes,  arid  every 
imaginable  thing  a  soldier  could  get  hold  of  in  camp.  We  have 
supplied  the  missing  or  broken  parts,  so  far  as  we  have  gone 
with  them.  Some  of  them  have  been  cleaned  and  re-issued 
several  times  to  the  camps. 

The  other  stores,  such  as  clothing,  leather  equipments,  &c, 
need  constant  looking  after  and  take  up  a  good  deal  of  time. 

We  are  greatly  pressed  for  want  of  room — the  main  build- 
ing not  being  large  enough  to  contain  all  the  small  arms,  I 
have  been  obliged  to  put  some  of  them  in  buildings  designed 
for  other  stores.  Other  parts  of  these  buildings  being  occu- 
pied by  clothing  and  other  military  stores,  the  bronze  field 
guns  and  carriages  have  necessarily  been  kept  under  open 
sheds  in  the  yard.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
another  story  be  put  on  to  the  one  story  buildings  occupying 
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two  sides  of  the  inclosure,  to  accommodate  light  military 
stores  that  are  now  stored  in  them.  This  will  give  us  room  in 
the  lower  part  for  the  storage  of  the  Ordnance,  which  is  now 
under  the  open  sheds  in  the  yard  ;  and.  I  will  take  this  occasion 
to  say  that  the  expense  of  raising  the  buildings  will  be  saved 
in  a  short  time  on  the  guns  and  carriages,  for  although  I  take 
every  precaution  to  protect  them  from  the  effects  of  sun  and 
dampness,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  them  in  as  good  order  as  if 
they  were  housed  and  on  a  good  floor.  The  floors  of  the  gun 
houses  need  repairing  badly,  some  of  the  sleepers  being  rotted 
or  broken  off. 

Gas  also  we  need  very  badly.  There  should  be  a  burner 
over  each  gate  and  one  in  the  back  part  of  the  yard.  It  is  also 
needed  in  the  Arsenal  building,  for  it  is  often  the  case  that  we 
are  obliged  to  work  late  at  night.  This  want  is  also  felt  in  the 
repair  shop;  for  in  the  winter  it  is  sometimes  too  dark  to  see 
to  work  after  half-past  four,  when  the  men  either  have  to  stop 
work  or  work  with  oil  lamps,  which  do  not  give  light  enough, 
are  not  so  safe,  and  are  a  great  deal  more  expensive  at  present 
prices  of  oil  and  wicking. 

The  lights  that  I  mentioned  in  the  yard,  are  necessary  to 
enable  the  night  guard  to  see  over  the  yard  ;  for  if  any  one 
should  be  disposed  to  do  mischief  to  the  place  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult for  the  watchmen  to  see  him  across  the  yard  on  a  dark 
night,  while  such  a  person  can  determine  their  whereabouts  at 
all  times  by  the  lanterns  they  are  obliged  to  carry.  Gas  pipes 
having  been  already  laid  in  the  street,  it  would  not  cost  much 
to  connect  with  them. 

Our  fence  is  not  suitable,  being  very  weak,  especially  on  the 
north  side.  In  place  of  it  there  should  be  a  good  brick  wall, 
with  substantial  gates. 

The  side  walk  on  Main  street  needs  curbing,  guttering  and 
grading.  Soon  it  will  be  the  only  one  on  the  street  that  is  not 
so  changed,  as  work  is  now  going  forward  upon  the  sidewalks 
in  front  of  other  lots  in  this  vicinity.

REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the   State  of  Connecticut,  now  in 
Session  : 

The  undersigned,  Auditors  of  the  Quarter-Master-General's 
accounts,  and  to  whom  was  referred  the  accounts  of  the  late 
Quarter-Master-General,  J.  M.  Hathaway,  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  A.  D.  1862,  to  "  audit  and  examine  the  items  of  his 
accounts,  and  report  to  this  General  Assembly,"  have  attended 
to  that  duty,  and  ask  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report : 

That  we  were  appointed  Auditors  by  the  General  Assembly  of 

1861.  During  that  year  there  were  three  Quarter-Master-Gen- 
erals, namely,  Col.  J.  M.  Hathaway,  who  continued  in  office  to 
the  first  of  September,  1861 ;  Col.  J.  B.  Bunce,  from  the  above- 
named  date  to  the  first  of  January,  1862 ;  and  Col.  Aiken,  the 
balance  of  the  year. 

The  accounts  of  each  were  submitted  to  us  for  our  examina- 
tion. We  found  no  difficulty  in  auditing  the  accounts  of  the 
two  last  named,  as  the  vouchers  of  each  item  compared  with 
their  accounts  as  reported  by  us  to  the  General  Assembly  of 

1862.  But  we  did  not  find  vouchers  to  correspond  with  the 
accounts  of  Col.  Hathaway,  and  so  reported  at  the  time  of  mak 
ing  our  annual  report  in  1862. 

His  accounts  and  the  vouchers,  together  with  our  report,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.  After  that  Com- 
mittee had  devoted  much  time  to  the  investigation  of  the  accounts 
and  such  vouchers  as  were  presented  to  them,  they  were  unable 
to  come  to  any  satisfactory  conclusion.     They  reported  the  reso- 


lution  which  was  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  and  published 
among  the  Private  Acts  and  Resolutions  in  1862, — see  page  85, 
— directing  us  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  his  "accounts, 
purchases,  contracts,  expenditures,  or  other  acts  of  the  said  Hath- 
away, as  Quarter-Master-General,  during  the  time  embraced  in 
his  report." 

It  is  proper  to  remark  in  this  place,  that  it  is  no  part  of  the 
duty  of  the  Auditors  to  inquire  into  the  purchases  or  prices  paid 
by  the  Quarter-Master-General.  That  is  made  the  especial  duty 
of  the  Governor,  Treasurer  and  Comptroller.  We  found  their 
indorsement  and  approval  on  all  the  accounts  but  this  one  in 
dispute.     This  had  not  their  approval. 

During  the  winter  of  1861-2,  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
employed  Gen.  Daniel  Tyler  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Morse  to  examine  all 
the  accounts  in  the  Quarter-Master's  department,  and  compare 
the  vouchers  with  the  same,  in  order  that  they  might  be  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  payment.  In  their  examin- 
ation they  found  that  the  accounts  and  vouchers  in  question  did 
not  agree ;  therefore  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  they  were  not 
proper  claims  against  the  General  Government  in  their  present 
shape. 

Early  in  the  spring  we  notified  Col.  Hathaway  that  we  would 
at  his  convenience  proceed  to  examine  his  accounts  against  the 
State.  He  appeared  with  his  books  of  accounts  kept  while  Quar- 
ter-Master-General, sundry  memorandum-books  and  papers. 

Your  Committee  were  unable  to  find  from  these  sufficient  evi- 
dence to  justify  his  account.  It  appeared  from  his  books  that 
his  accounts  were  not  kept  in  a  business-like  manner.  Indeed, 
no  cash-book  was  kept,  although  his  expenditures  from  the  State 
treasury  amounted  to  more  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
during  the  last  four  and  a  half  months  he  was  in  office. 

His  books  show  that  his  bank  account  and  accounts  with  firms 
and  individuals  have  never  been  adjusted, — that  large  balances 
are  due  to  him  as  well  as  from  him.  But  on  inquiry  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  these  accounts  have  been  adjusted,  as  many 
of  them  have  been  before  us  as  Auditors,  properly  adjusted. 
We  mention  these  facts  only  to  show  the  manner  in  which  the 
accounts  of  Col.  Hathaway  were  kept,  and  that  but  little  reliance 
can  be  placed  upon  them  in  adjusting  his  accounts.  He  as  well 
as  his  assistant  were  equally  unfortunate  in  not  keeping  memo- 


randum-books  of  daily  cash  expenses.  They  claim  that  no  entry 
was  made  of  a  portion  of  their  daily  cash  payments ;  hence  in 
the  account  in  question  we  find  the  following  entries:  "Expen- 
ses paid  by  me  from  the  13th  of  May,  1861,  to  August  31, 1861, 
for  which  no  vouchers  were  taken,  and  being  necessary  and  inci- 
dental expenses,  and  not  charged  in  the  above  bill,  $1,054." 

We  also  find  an  account  of  J.  P.  Ingraham,  his  assistant,  the 
following  entries.  After  rendering  his  account  and  receipting 
the  same:  "To  Cash  paid  in  small  sums  for  sundry  expenses 
between  the  19th  of  April,  1861,  and  the  20th  of  May,  1861,  at 
New  Haven,  $516.40.  To  Cash  paid  out  in  small  sums  for  sun- 
dry expenses  from  May  21,  1861,  to  August  31, 1861,  at  Hart- 
ford, $332.10."     Whole  amount,  $848.50. 

If  these  charges  are  correct,  we  can  not  see  why  they  were 
not  included  in  his  original  account,  as  that  is  made  up  mainly 
of  small  items  and  receipted,  instead  of  a  supplement  account. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  account  was  an  afterthought, 
and  should  not  be  allowed ;  we  have  therefore  rejected  it. 

In  regard  to  Col.  Hathaway's  supplemental  account,  he  pro- 
duced some  memorandums  for  a  portion  of  it,  which  we  have 
allowed. 

We  find  a  charge  in  his  account  for  board  at  the  U.  S.  Hotel 
in  Hartford,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars, 
although  the  bill  is  only  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  item  should  not  be  allowed. 
His  office  being  here,  this  city  was  in  fact  his  home.  He  might 
with  equal  propriety  have  charged  his  traveling  expenses  from 
Hartford  to  Suffield,  where  his  family  resides. 

Another  item  which  we  are  of  the  opinion  ought  to  be  charged 
to  him,  which  we  found  on  his  books,  and  admitted  by  him  to 
have  been  received  of  Sharps'  Rifle  Company  for  empty  gun- 
boxes,  amounting  to  eighty-five 'dollars.  These  boxes  were  never 
charged  to  the  Company,  although  it  is  admitted  that  they  were 
received  by  them. 

gv  After  devoting  much  time  to  the  investigation  of  these  ac 
counts,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  account 
fairly  adjusted  should  stand  thus:

In  compliance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly, 
heretofore  referred  to,  your  Committee  have  investigated  some 
of  the  contracts,  expenditures  and  other  acts  of  Col.  Hathaway 
as  Quarter-Master-General,  during  the  time  embraced  in  his 
Report. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  giving  a  near  relation  of  his  a 
contract  for  Collins  Co.  axes,  when  that  company  was  located 
but  a  few  miles  from  Hartford,  and  easy  of  access,  thus  enabling 
the  person  to  realize  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  six  j\%  dol- 
lars; also  other  contracts  for  shoes,  stockings,  &c,  on  which  a 
handsome  profit  was  received,  was  not  judicious,  and  can  not  be 
justified. 

One  witness  testified  before  us  that  he  made  a  contract  with 
Col.  Hathaway  for  a  large  number  of  pants,  at  $4  per  pair.  Col. 
Hathaway  asked  him  to  step  into  the  back  room,  and  said, 
"Charge  $4.50  per  pair,  and  make  the  bill  for  that  sum ;  my 
salary  is  small, — I  must  make  something  out  of  it." 

Another  witness  testified  that  he  had  never  given  Col.  Hatha- 
way any  money,  but  did  present  him  an  overcoat,  pants  and 
vest.  Still  another  testified  that  the  firm  to  which  he  belonged 
made  a  contract  through  their  clerk  for  army  blankets,  amount- 
ing to  $1,654.80,  on  which  he  paid  Col.  Hathaway  $84.83,  being 
5  per  cent,  commission.  These  witnesses  are  residents  of  this 
city,  and  well  known  to  us,  and  are  men  of  character  and  integ- 


rity.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  Col.  Hathaway  was  present  when 
these  and  other  witnesses  gave  their  testimony,  and  cross-exam- 
ined them.  Col.  Hathaway  denied  all  this  excepting  the  present 
of  some  clothing,  which  upon  reflection  he  admitted.

To  the  Honorable   General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut : 

Returns  from  all  the  towns  in  the  State  give  the  whole  num- 
ber of  recorded  births  during  theyear  ending  December  31st, 
1862,  as  10,803,  being  less  by  1,131  than  in  1861,  a  result  not 
unexpected,  notwithstanding  it  is  probable  that  the  population 
of  the  State  has  not  been  much  if  at  all  diminished  by  the  war, 
and  the  smallest  number  registered  since  1855.  New  London 
County  shows  a  small  increase  over  the  three  preceding  years, 
and  reports  the  largest  number  ever  recorded  in  that  County, 
except  in  1858.  In  the  whole  State  the  number  of  male  births 
returned  is  5,503  ;  of  female  births  5,213  ;  and  of  those  where 
the  sex  was  not  specified,  87.  The  proportion  of  males  to  fe- 
males born  in  1862  was  also  less  than  it  has  been  for  several 
years,  being  105'56  of  the  former  to  each  100  of  the  latter, 
while  the  average  ratio  since  1847-8  has  been  108,11  males  to 
100  females. 

Out  of  the  136,450  births  registered   in   this  State   from 


August  7th,  1847,  to  January  1st,  1863,  the  sex  was  not  re. 
turned  of  2,531 ;  the  remaining  133,819  are  divided  as  follows  :

The  greatest  number  of  births  occurring  in  any  month  of 
1862,  was  998  in  March,  and  the  least  number,  819,  in  July. 
During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  3S0  more  were  reported 
than  in  the  six  remaining  months,  but  the  proportion  of  males 
to  females  born  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  less  than  in  the 
second  half,  being  in  the  one  case  105  to  100,  in  the  other 
106  1  to  100.  The  first  half  of  the  year  has  been  generally 
more  prolific  than  the  latter  half,  corresponding  with  the  re- 
sults of  observation  in  Massachusetts  and  Bhocle  Island.  Out 
of  an  aggregate  of  128,821  births  registered  in  this  State  from 
August,  1848,  64,771  took  place  in  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
and  64,050  in  the  second  half.  From  January  to  March, 
33,006.  From  July  to  September,  33,610.  From  April  to 
June,  31,765.  From  October  to  December,  30,440.  Dis- 
tributed among  the  several  months  as  follows :

The  average  per  month  for  the  whole  period  is  10,765. 
March  and  August  seem  to  have  produced  the  greatest  num- 
ber, and  December  and  November  the  least ;  possibly  the 
number  of  births  occurring  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year 
which  are  not  returned  to  the  registrar  in  time  to  be  included 
in  his  abstract  may  bo  greater  in  proportion  than  those  which 
happen  in  the  earlier  months,  but  previous  to  1853,  the  regis- 
tration year  ended  in  August. 

The  number  of  cases  of  plurality  births  was  108,  of  which 
there  were  19  in  Hartford  County,  27  in  New  Haven,  two  of 
which  were  triplets,  New  London  18,  Fairfield  20,  Windham 
and  Litchfield  each  10,  Middlesex  4,  and  Tolland  none.

Of  marriages,  3,701  were  reported, — 56  less  than  in  1861, 
335  less  than  in  1860,  and  a  less  number  than  in  any  year 
since  1854.  The  following  Counties,  however,  show  a  gain 
over  the  last  year :  Hartford,  38;  New  London,  13  ;  Litchfield, 
3;  Middlesex,  23  ;  Tolland,  9;  and  the  falling  off  has  been  in 
New  Haven  County,  56  ;  Fairfield,  24 ;  Windham,  62.     Wind- 


ham  County  the  preceding  year  alone  showed  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  marriages,  but  it  has  never  equaled  the  num- 
ber reported  as  having  been  solemnized  there  in  1848.  In- 
cluded with  the  whole  number  there  were  63  marriages  of 
persons  of  color, — in  Hartford  County,  11;  New  Haven,  8; 
New  London,  18,  including  three  Indians ;  Fairfield,  10 ; 
"Windham,  4;  Litchfield,  6  ;  Middlesex,  2,  and  Tolland,  4.  The 
accompanying  tables  exhibit  the  statistics  respecting  residence 
and  nativity  of  the  parties, — all  the  instances  in  Fairfield 
County,  54,  where  the  residence  was  not  stated,  and  54  of  the 
93  in  the  same  county,  where  the  nativity  was  not  reported,  are 
attributable  to  the  oversight  or  negligence  of  the  registrar  of 
Dan  bury. 

Of  8,541  deaths  in  1862,  4.286  were  males,  4,113  females, 
and  142  not  specified.  The  aggregate  is  greater  than  hereto- 
fore reported,  being  an  increase  of  S06  from  the  year  before, 
and  also  the  largest  number  ever  registered  in  the  counties  of 
Hartford,  New  Haven,  Fairfield,  and  Litchfield,  all  lying  west 
of  the  river.  Included  with  the  deaths  are  a  few  of  soldiers 
belouging  here  which  took  place  out  of  the  limits  of  the  State. 
I  have  rejected  from  the  returns  all  such  where  it  could  be 
done,  and  have  advised  registrars  to  gather  and  enter  them 
upon  their  records,  though  they  cannot  draw  pay  for  the  ser- 
vice, but  not  to  include  in  their  annual  abstracts  any  which 
did  not  occur  within  the  State. 

The  excess  of  births  over  the  deaths,  or  the  absolute  gain  to 
the  population  by  natural  increase,  was  2,262  ;  in  1861,  the 
gain  was  4,199,  and  in  I860,  4,271.  The  mortality  among 
young  children  was  higher  than  in  1861,  447  more  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  five  died  than  in  that  year,  which  is  more 
than  half  the  whole  increase  in  deaths.  About  one-half  of  all 
who  died  were  under  twenty.  The  difference  between  those 
of  both  sexes  who  deceased  at  either  extremitj^  of  life  is  mark- 
ed,— of  those  under  one  year  126*6  males  died  to  100  females, 
from  one  to  five  years  10S*9  males  to  100  females,  while  from 
eighty  to  ninety  years  145*3  females  died  to  100  males,  from 
ninety  to  one  hundred  and  from  one  hundred  years  and  up- 
wards, 200  and  700  females  to  100  males  respectively.     Of 


those  who  survived  their  century  one  female,  in  Montville,  is 
stated  to  have  attained  104  years  8  months,  and  another 
female,  in  Hebron,  to  have  reached  the  age  of  109. 

In  Massachusetts  and  in  Rhode  Island  more  females  than 
males  annually  die,  as  the  general  rule ;  this  is  not  the  case  in 
Connecticut,  as  appears  from  the  following  table  of  86,639 
registered  deaths  since  August,  1847,  which  would  indicate 
that  in  this  State  101-28  males  die  to  each  100  females,  on  the 
average.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  deaths  by  zymotic  diseases  of 
519,  or  4'55  more  than  the  last  year  in  every  hundred  where 
the  cause,  was  stated,  and  this  increase  has  been  chiefly  in 
Hartford  and  'New  Haven  Counties.  Litchfield  County  was  more 
free  from  epidemics  than  in  1861.  Scarlet  fever  prevailed  to 
a  considerable  extent  in  Hartford  County,  and  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  in  New  Haven  County,  Throughout  the  State 
these  two  diseases  were  fatal  in  1,199  cases,  or  16*04  out  of 
every  hundred  deaths  by  reported  causes,  and  more  than  one- 
seventh  of  them. 

There  were  766  deaths  where  the  cause  was  not  given,  one 
hundred  more  than  in  1861.  The  late  registrar  of  Bridgeport, 
after  delaying  till  the  4th  of  March,  returned  239  deaths  without 
mentioning  the  cause  of  a  single  one  of  them.  In  a  note  which 
accompanied  his  abstract  he  says,  "My  return  of  deaths  is  incom- 
plete for  the  following  reasons, — three  of  our  regular  physi- 
cians are  in  the  army,  and  two  others  who  are  in  town  have 
made  no  return  of  deaths, — there  is  always  a  reluctance  by 
physicians  in  returning  their  deaths.  Of  239  in  my  report  but 
50  were  returned  by  physicians,  the  balance,  189,  I  obtained 
mostly  from  the  sextons  of  cemeteries.  The  disease  or  cause 
of  death  I  have  been  utterly  unable  to  obtain."  With  reference 
to  the  statement  that  he  was  utterly  unable  to  obtain  the  dis- 
eases, etc.,  I  will  simply  remark,  that  there  may  be  rare  in- 
stances where  they  cannot  be  ascertained  without  considerable 
trouble,  but  that  reasonable  diligence  on  his  part  would  no 
have  been  rewarded  with  success  I  unqualifiedly  deny.  His 
assertion  is  contradicted  by  the  experience  of  others,  and  there 
is  no  provision  of  law  wanting  to  enable  a  registrar  to  fulfill 
the  duties  required  of  him. 

A  comparison  of  the  population  and  registration  returns  in 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  presents  some  curious  analo- 
gies. The  population  of  the  former  by  the  census  of  1860,  was 
174,620;  that  of  the  latter  was  460,147,  or  in  the  ratio  of 
1,000  to  2,635.  In  the  same  year  the  ratio  of  births  was  for 
1,000  in  Rhode  Island,  2,642  in  Connecticut ;  of  marriages  as 
1,000  to  2,632,  and  of  deaths  as  1,000  to  2,597.  That  is,  as- 
suming that  the  population  of  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut 


was  equally  healthy  and  prolific,  it  seems  that  the  proportion 
of  all  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths  occurring  which  are  re- 
corded was  not  far  from  the  same  in  either  State,  or,  on  the 
assumption  that  no  greater  proportion  of  these  incidents  escape 
registration  in  the  one  State  than  in  the  other,  it  seems  that 
the  general  health,  prosperity  and  natural  increase  of  both  did 
not  materially  differ. 

"While  our  system  of  registration  is  not  more  efficient  than 
that  of  Massachusetts  or  Rhode  Island  it  is  more  expensive. 
Every  birth  and  every  death  costs  the  town  twenty-five  cents 
paid  to  the  physician  or  other  person  who  makes  the  return, 
and  ten  cents  paid  to  the  registrar  for  recording  it.  Section  9 
of  the  Act  of  1852  requires  sextons  to  deliver  monthly  to  the 
registrar  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of  burials,  for  which  by 
the  Act  of  1855,  he  is  to  receive  twenty-five  cents,  which  is  in 
addition  to  the  compensation  allowed  to  the  physicians  or  other 
persons  who  report  the  deaths.  The  object  of  this  return  from 
sextons  is  that  the  registrar,  in  cases  where  physicians,  &c, 
have  not  complied  with  the  law,  may  gather  the  required  sta- 
tistics himself  and  receive  the  compensation,  but  I  understand 
that  in  some  places  a  construction  has  been  put  upon  this  sec- 
tion, by  which  the  sexton  receives  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
burial  on  his  list,  instead  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  monthly 
return,  so  that  where  this  is  done  each  death  costs  the  town 
treasury  sixty  cents,  besides  thfe  cost  of  making  up  the  annual 
abstract. 

In  Massachusetts  the  whole  cost  for  obtaining,  recording:,  in- 
dexing,  and  returning  to  the  Secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
for  each  birth  is  twenty  cents  ;  for  each  death  thirty  cents  for 
each  of  the  first  twenty  entries,  and  twenty  cents  for  each  sub- 
sequent entry.  In  Rhode  Island  each  birth  costs  the  town 
twenty  cents,  and  each  death  fifteen  cents  in  Providence  and 
Newport,  and  twenty  cents  in  other  towns. 

There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  birth  statistics  might 
not  be  left  to  be  collected  by  registrars,  as  has  heretofore  been 
recommended  in  these  reports.  At  present  the  given  names  of 
but  few  children  are  recorded,  perhaps  not  one  in  ten,  and  thus 
one  very  important  object  of  registration  is  defeated.     Perhaps 
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there  may  be  some  way  devised  to  compel  parents  to  name 
their  children  within  a  given  time,  but  if  not,  and  the  present 
system  is  to  continue,  the  compensation  for  returning  a  birth 
should  not  be  drawn  from  the  town  treasury  before  the  record 
is  perfected  by  the  addition  of  the  name.  The  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts provide  that  the  accounts  of  town  clerks  for  compen- 
sation on  receiving  or  obtaining,  recording,  indexing,  and  re- 
turning to  the  Secretary  of  the  commonwealth  the  facts  in  re- 
lation to  the  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  that  may  occur  in 
their  respective  towns,  shall,  before  payment  thereof  by  such 
towns,  he  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who 
thus  can  exercise  an  efficient  supervision  over  this  matter,  inas- 
much as  full  copies  of  all  these  records  are  returned  to  him,  in- 
stead of  abstracts,  as  with  us. 

The  method  used  in  Rhode  Island  to  collect  statistics  re- 
specting deaths  seems  calculated  to  effect  its  obj  ect.  A  sufficient 
number  of  persons  to  act  as  undertakers  are  appointed  by  the 
town  authorities,  removable  at  pleasure.  It  is  the  duty  of 
these  undertakers  to  obtain  and  return  to  the  registrar  the  name 
and  age  of  all  persons  buried,  and  other  required  items  relating 
to  their  civil  condition,  together  with  the  physician's  certifi- 
cate of  the  cause  of  death,  if  any  physician  was  in  attendance, 
and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  attendant  physician  to  leave 
with  the  family,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  death,  or  to 
give  to  the  undertaker,  &c,  a  certificate  stating  the  name  of 
the  deceased,  the  date  of  death,  and  the  disease  or  cause  of 
death.  For  this  the  physician  receives  no  compensation,  but 
if  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  on  him 
he  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $20  for  each  offense.  The 
undertaker,  besides  the  risk  of  losing  his  office,  is  liable  to  a 
similar  fine  for  his  own  willful  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply 
with  the  law,-and  for  each  full  return  he  receives,  in  Provi- 
dence and  Newport,  five  cents,  and  in  other  towns  ten  cents. 

Instead  of  making  frequent  returns,  as  our  law  requires,  it 
is  a  practice  too  general  among  physicians  to  wait  till  the 
end  of  the  year  before  reporting  to  the  registrar,  and  thus  the 
liability  to  error  is  increased.  In  Massachusetts  the  particu- 
lars respecting  any  person  deceased  are  required  to  be  return- 
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ed  to  the  town  clerk,  and  a  certificate  of  registry  obtained  from 
him,  before  the  burial,  when  practicable,  securing  thereby  the 
record  of  the  facts  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  time  of  the  event. 

Though  it  is  probable  that  but  few  marriages  in  this  State 
escape  registration,  yet  not  a  year  passes  that  complaint  is  not 
made  of  the  non-return  of  certificates  by  some  clergymen.  The 
law  directing  clergymen  to  keep  a  record  of  the  marriages  they 
perform,  as  well  as  to  make  returns  to  the  registrar,  has  not 
been  repealed,  yet  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  not  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  them  do  keep  such  record. 

The  provisions  of  the  French  Civil  Code  relative  to  marriages 
seem  admirably  adapted  to  secure  perfect  registration ;  a  clan- 
destine or  an  unregistered  marriage  is  impossible  in  France. 
By  that  code,  Articles  63-76,  after  due  publication,  to  give  all 
persons  who  can  interpose  legal  objections  an  opportunity  to  do 
so,  the  parties  desiring  to  be  married  appear  with  witnesses 
before  the  civil  officer  in  the  town  hall  of  the  commune  where 
one  of  the  parties  is  domiciled,  and  declare  that  they  are  will- 
ing to  take  each  other  for  husband  and  wife.  The  officer  then 
pronounces  them  united,  and  draws  up  an  "  act  of  marriage," 
setting  forth  the  names,  professions,  ages,  birth-place,  domi- 
ciles, &c,  of  the  parties.  After  this  they  go  to  the  church, 
where  t!ie  priest  celebrates  the  marriage  service  ;  but  although 
matrimony  is  counted  one  of  the  seven  sacraments  of  the 
church  of  Rome,  yet  the  performance  of  the  ceremony  by  a 
priest  does  not  validate  a  marriage  without  the  previous  civil 
formalities  having  been  observed.  The  laws  of  Connecticut 
impose  a  penalty  of  $1 00  on  an  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace, 
or  clergyman  wTho  shall  j  )in  any  persons  in  marriage  without 
having  first  received  a  certificate  that  the  parties  have  com- 
plied with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  relating  to  registration  ; 
still  a  marriage  is  perfectly  valid  without  such  a  certificate,  if 
the  parties  are  willing  to  run  the  risk,  which  is  small,  of  being 
prosecuted.  Our  present  system  is  too  loose; — might  it  not  be 
well  for  the  Legislature  to  go  one  step  further  than  they  have 
done,  and  to  enact  that  without  the  certificate  previously  ob- 
tained no  marriage  shall  take  effect,  or,  in  other  words,  to 
adopt  a  plan  something  similar  to  that  of  the  French  ?     Wheth- 
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er  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  prevent  all  clandestine 
marriages,  no  opinion  is  here  expressed ;  but  it  undoubtedly  is 
important  for  the  parties  immediately  concerned,  their  poster- 
ity, and  the  public  generally,  that  means  of  establishing  the 
proof  of  a  marriage  should  be  as  easy  and  certain  as  to  trace 
the  title  of  lands. 

The  value  of  a  thorough  registration  will  be  felt  now  more 
than  ever  in  consequence  of  the  war,  not  only  in  settlement 
cases,  but  in  applications  for  pensions  and  bounty  lands  by  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  those  who  are  laying  down  their  lives 
in  efforts  to  maintain  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  unity  of  our 
country;  and,  as  the  Secretary  of  Rhode  Island  remarks,  had 
our  present  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  been  in  operation  during  the  war  of  the  revolution,  and 
that  of  1812,  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  would  have 
been  saved  to  the  people  of  this  State,  and  hundreds  of  fami- 
lies, which  for  years  struggled  with  adversity,  would  have  been 
made  comfortable  during  their  lives.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths,  1852. 


Sec.  1.  That  every  town  shall,  at  its  every  annual  meet- 
ing, appoint  a  registrar. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  He 
shall  ascertain  as  accurately  as  he  can,  by  actual  inquiry,  or 
in  such  other  manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  all  the  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  shall  make 
record  of  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  in  such  form  and  with  such  particulars  relating  to 
such  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  as  the  ensuing  sections  of 
this  act  require. 

Sec  3.  His  record  of  births  shall  state,  in  separate  col- 
umns, the  date  of  each  birth,  the  child's  name,  if  it  have  any, 
its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  residence  of  its  parents, 
and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec  4.  His  record  of  marriages  shall  state,  in  separate 
columns,  the  date  of  each  marriage  solemnized  in  his  town. 
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the  name,  age,  color,  occupation  and  birth-place  of  each  of  the 
parties ;  the  residence  of  each  prior  to  and  at  the  time  of  the 
marriage ;  the  condition  of  each,  (whether  single  or  widowed), 
immediately  prior  to  the  marriage ;  and  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by  whom  the  parties  are 
joined  in  marriage. 

Sec.  5.  His  record  of  deaths  shall  state,  in  separate  col- 
umns, the  date  of  each  death,  the  disease  or  other  cause  pro- 
ducing such  death  ;  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  birth-place, 
last  occupation,  residence  and  condition  (whether  single, 
married  or  widowed)  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  6.  Every  registrar  shall  amend  his  records,  from 
time  to  time,  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes  there- 
in ;  and  annually,  on  or  before  the  twenty -fifth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, after  having  made  his  records  as  nearly  perfect  as  by 
diligent  inquiry  he  can  do,  he  shall  send  the  Secretary  of  State 
an  abstract  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the 
first  day  of  said  January ;  which  abstract  shall  be  made  in 
such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  Secretary,  and  shall 
be  duly  attested  by  said  registrar. 

Sec.  7.  Every  physician  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
nurse  or  other  attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a 
time,  in  a  case  where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  employed, 
shall,  within  one  month  after  such  birth,  furnish  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a 
certificate  signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse  or  other 
attendant,  stating,  from  the  best  information  which  the  signer 
of  said  certificate  can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  child's 
name,  if  it  have  any,  its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  resi- 
dence of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec.  8.  Every  minister  and  magistrate  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  marriges  solemnized  before  him,  and  of  all  the  facts 
relating  to  every  such  marriage,  required  by  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  this  act ;.  and  every  such  minister  and  magistrate  shall 
within  the  first  week  of  each  calendar  month,  return  a  copy 
of  his  said  record,  for  the  month  next  preceding,  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  town  in  which  the  marriages  recorded  in  any  such 
record  may  have  been  solemnized. 
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Sec.  9.  Any  sexton  or  person  having  charge  of  any  pub- 
lic or  private  burial-place,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each 
calendar  month,  deliver  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
such  burial-place  is  situated,  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of 
burial  of  the  persons  buried  in  such  burial-place  during  the 
month  next  preceding. 

Sec.  10.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  per- 
son shall  leave  a  certificate  containing  all  the  particulars  re- 
lating to  said  deceased,  required  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act, 
within  ten  days  after  the  interment  of  the  deceased ;  and  in 
case  no  physician  shall  attend  said  deceased,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  nearest  of  kin  to  procure  a  certificate  from 
some  other  physician  or  substantial  inhabitant,  containing  such 
information  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  nearest  of  kin 
to  leave  the  certificate  with  the  town  registrar,  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter.  Any  such  attending  physician,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  give  the  certificate  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall,  for  such  offense,  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  the 
use  of  the  town  wherein  such  offense  shall  be  committed. 

Sec  11.  ]STo  person  shall  take  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person  out  of  the  town  wherein  such  deceased  person  died, 
without  having  first  left  with  the  registrar  of  that  town  a. cer- 
tificate, similar  in  all  particulars  to  the  one  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion 10  of  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar 
to  give  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  such  body,  when  the  above 
conditions  are  complied,  with. 

Sec  12.  Every  certificate  given  pursuant  to  sections  10 
and  11  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form  :

A.  D.  18     .  Attending  Physician, 

(physician  or  inhabitant  of  said  town,  as  the  case  may  be.) 

Sec    13.     The   registrar  0f  each   town  shall  distribute  in 
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such  town,  to  all  persons  who,  in  his  judgment,  are  likely  to 
need  the  same,  blank  forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns 
required  by  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deposit  with 
the  town  clerk  a  true  copy  of  the  record  forwarded  annually 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  14.  The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  its 
treasury,  for  ascertaining  and  recording  in  manner  aforesaid, 
each  birth,  ten  cents;  each  marriage,  ten  cents;  and  each 
death,  ten  cents ;  and.  for  making  and  sending  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  the  annual  abstract  aforesaid,  two  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  registrar  of  any  town  die,  or  resign  during 
his  term  of  office,  the  selectmen  of  that  town  shall,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  appoint  another  person  registrar  in  his 
place. 

Sec.  16.  The  returns  required  by  section  6  of  this  act  to 
be  made  in  January,  1854,  shall  include  the  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths  which  have  occurred  between  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1852,  and  the  first  day  of  January,  1853,  in  addition  to 
those  of  the  year^l853. 

Sec.  17.  The  Secretary  of  State*  shall  annually  prepare 
and  furnish  to  the  registrar  of  the  several  towns  a  sufficient 
number  of  blank  forms  for  all  the  certificates  and  returns  re- 
quired by  this  act ;  shall  accompany  the  same  with  such  in- 
structions and  explanations  as  he  may  think  necessary ;  shall 
receive  said  returns,  and  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared 
therefrom,  such  tabular  statements  as  will  render  them  of 
practical  utility,  and  exhibit  their  results  in  convenient  form ; 
and  shall  make  report  thereof,  annually,  to  the  General 
Assembly ;  and  generally  he  shall  do  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary, to  carry  into  effect  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of 
this  act,  shall  pay  for  every  such  offense  a  fine  of  ten  dollars, 
to  the  use  of  the  town  wherein  such  offense  is  committed. 

Sec.  19.  Sections  51,  52,  53,  54,  and  55  of  the  "Act  con- 
cerning Communities  and  Corporations,"  and  "  An  Act  in  ad-

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dition  to  and  in  alteration  of  "  said  last  named  Act,  approved, 
June  21st,  1850,  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  the 
Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,"  1854. 

Sec.  1.  That  any  registrar  who  has  been  or  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
addition,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment, 
provided  that  any  registrar  who  has  been  or  shall  be  appoint- 
ed under  the  15th  section  of  said  act,  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  ap- 
pointment, and  no  longer,  unless  re-appointed  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  annual  abstract  of  any  town,  as  provided 
for  in  the  14th  section  of  said  act,  shall  contain  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  record  of  more  than  two  hundred  names,  the  regis- 
trar of  sueh  town  shall  receive  two  cents  for  each  name  over 
said  number  of  two  hundred,  in  addition  to  the  compensation 
specified  in  said  act. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician  or  midwife  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and 
every  nurse  or  other  attendant,  who  may  act  as  midwife  at 
such  a  time  in  a  case  where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  em- 
ployed, shall  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month 
next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  to  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a  certificate, 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse  or  other  attendant, 
stating  from  the  best  information  from  which  the  signer  of  said 
certificate  can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  the  child's  name, 
if  it  have  any,  its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  residence 
of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 
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Sec.  4.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  per- 
son, shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next 
succeeding  such  decease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate 
signed  by  him,  and  containing  all  the  particulars  relating  to 
said  decease,  required  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  addition ;  and  in  case  no  physician  attend  such  de- 
ceased person,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  nearest  of  kin 
to  procure  such  certificate  from  some  other  physician  or  sub- 
stantial inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  to  leave  it  with  the  regis- 
trar within  fifteen  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  joined  in  marriage  until  the 
parties  or  one  of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  registrar 
of  the  town  in  wliich  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  town, 
and  shall  give  such  registrar  or  town  clerk  information  re- 
specting the  name,  age,  birth-place  and  residence  of  each  of 
the  parties,  and  this  only.  Such  registrar,  or  town  clerk,  pro- 
vided there  is  no  registrar,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty-five  cents  therefor,  issue  his  certificate  that  the 
parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  judge,  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  ordained  minister  or  regular  licensed  cler- 
gyman in  said  town,  qualified  under  the  laws  of  this  State  to 
join  persons  in  marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage  the  parties 
therein  named.  Provided,  that  no  registrar  or  town  clerk  shall 
issue  his  certificate  as  above,  if  such  persons  applying,  or  either 
of  them,  are  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians,  before 
he  is  certified  with  the  consent  of  the  parents  or  guardians. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  ordained  min- 
ister or  regular  licensed  clergyman,  shall  join  any  persons  in 
marriage,  without  having  first  received  a  certificate,  as  provi- 
ded for  in  the  next  preceding  section,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  T.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  who  shall  join 
any  person  in  marriage,  to  endorse  upon  said  certificate  the 
fact,  time  and  place  of  such  marriage,  with  his  signature 
thereto,  and  to  return  the  same  with  his  endorsement  thereon, 
to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  same  was  issued. 
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during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding 
such  marriage,  and  upon  neglect  thereof  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  All  certificates  and  records  required  by  this  act,  or 
by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained. 

Sec.  9.  All  fines  and  penalties  which  shall  accrue  for  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  town  within 
which  the  offense  is  committed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
registrar  of  such  town,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered,  to  sue  for 
and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  appropriate  tribunal. 

Sec.  10.  Sections  one,  four  and  five  of  chapter  I,  title  VII, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  being  an  act  concerning  domestic  re- 
lations, and  such  parts  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition, 
as  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1854. 


An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths,  1855. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

That  every  physician,  midwife  or  other  person  whose  duty 
it  is  to  certify  to  births  and  deaths  according  to  the  3d  and  4th 
sections  of  an  act  relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marria- 
ges and  deaths,  and  every  sexton  or  other  person  whose  duty 
it  is  to  furnish  the  list  of  burials  to  the  registrar,  required  by 
the  9th  section  of  said  act,  approved,  July  1st,  1854,  shall  re- 
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ceive  as  compensation  for  each  certificate  so  given,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  from  the  treasurer  of  the  town  in  which  such 
birth  or  death  may  occur. 
Approved,  June  1,  1855. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an   Act  entitled  "  An  Act  relating;  to 
the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Jtspresentatives,  in 
General  Assembly  convened ; 

Sec.  1.  That  no  person  shall  be  joined  in  marriage,  until 
the  parties,  or  one  of  them,  shall  make  application  to  the  reg- 
istrar of  the  town  in  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized, 
or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said 
town,  and  shall  give  such  registrar  or  town  clerk  information 
respecting  the  name,  age,  birth  and  place  of  residence  of  each 
of  the  parties,  and  this  only  ;  and  such  registrar,  or  town  clerk, 
provided  there  is  no  registrar,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  on  the 
payment  of  fifty  cents  therefor,  issue  his  certificate  that  the 
parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  judge,  or 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  town,  or  regularly  licensed  clergy- 
man qualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to  join  persons  in 
marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage  the  parties  therein  named, 
within  said  town,  and  there  only  ;  provided,  that  no  registrar 
or  town  clerk  shall  issue  his  certificate  as  aforesaid,  if  such 
persons  applying,  or  either  of  them,  are  under  the  control  of 
parents  or  guardians,  without  the  consent  of  such  parents  or 
guardians. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  who  has  been  or  may  be  appointed 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addi- 
tion, shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the 
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first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead  ;  provided,  however, 
that  any  registrar  who  has  been  or  may  be  appointed  under 
the  15th  section  of  said  act,  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first 
Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  town  in  this  State  has  failed  at  its  last  an- 
nual meeting  to  appoint  a  registrar  according  to  the  provisions 
of  said  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  said  town, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  appoint 
a  registrar  for  such  town,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1857,  and  until  another  is  appointed 
in  his  stead,  and  on  failure  thereof,  said  selectmen  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of 
him  who  shall  prosecute  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use 
of  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  in  any  town  any  birth  or  death  may 
happen,  concerning  which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned  to 
the  registrar  of  said  town,  according  to  the  provisions  of  said 
act,  or  of  the  act  of  1854  in  addition  thereto,  in  such  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  registrar  to  obtain  the  information 
required  by  law  respecting  such  birth  or  death,  for  which  ser- 
vice he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  given  to  physi- 
cians, midwives  or  other  persons  by  the  act  relating  to  the  reg- 
istration of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  approved  June  1st, 
1855. 

Sec.  5.  The  act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths," 
approved  June  27,  [29]  1855,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed." 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  2,  1857. 
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An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled 
"  An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages 
and  Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  whenever  any  registrar  or  town  clerk  of  any 
town  in  this  State  shall  issue  his  certificate  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 1,  chapter  76,  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  the 
Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,"  passed  in  1856, 
if  the  persons  applying  for  such  certificate  or  either  of  them 
are  minors  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians,  unless 
the  consent  of  such  parents  or  guardians  is  first  obtained  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  said  act ;  said  registrar  or  town 
clerk,  knowingly  issuing  such  certificate  without  such  consent 
first  obtained,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
State  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  dollars. 

Approved,  June  27,  1857. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  in  addition  to 
an  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  any  town  or  city  may  enact  municipal  laws 
more  effectually  to  attain  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  addition  ;  provided,  the  same  do  not  conflict 
with  the  main  and  specific  objects  of  said  act,  viz:  to  procure 
the  most  perfect  registration  of  the  facts  therein  required. 

Sec.  2.  The  registrars  of  towns  in  which  such  municipal 
laws  may  be  enacted,  are  hereby  required  to  comply  with  and 
execute  all  the  provisions  of  such  laws,  under  the  same  oath 
and  penalties  as  are  now  required  by  the  act  to  which  this  act 
is  an  addition. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

Approved,  May  30th,  1860.

BANK  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  Bank  Commissioners,  having,  in  accordance  with  law, 
visited  and  examined  since  their  last  report  all  the  Banks, 
Savings  Banks  and  Building  Associations,  of  this  State,  have 
the  honor  to  present  their  Annual  Report. 

There  are  seventy-five  Banks  of  Discount  and  one  branch, 
their  united  capital  amounting  to  $21,849,148. 

The  New  Britain  Bank,  of  New  Britain,  having,  by  the 
terms  of  its  charter,  a  right  to  increase  its  capital  to  $200,000, 
now  report  a  capital  of  $113,080,  being  an  increase,  during 
the  past  year,  of  $13,930. 

The  capital  of  other  Banks  has  been  increased  by  adding 
thereto  stock  of  the  School  Fund,  and  various  ecclesiastical  so- 
cieties, while  that  of  others  has  been  reduced  by  withdrawal 
of  the  same.

The  total  Bank  Capital  at  the  time  of  our  last  report  was 
$21,790,937,  to  which  add  the  actual  increase  of  $58,211,  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  the  present  Banking  Capital  of  the  State  is 
$21,849,148. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Deep  River  Bank, 
held  April  1st,  1863,  a  vote  was  taken  to  reduce  the  capital 
stock  20  per  cent,  or,  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The  Commissioners  met 
the  President  and  Directors  at  their  banking  house,  April 
17th,  and  after  due  consideration  of  the  case,  and  the  fact 
that  the  capital  of  the  Bank  was  unimpaired,  together  with 
the  small  expression  given  by  the  vote  in  favor  of  the  pro- 


posed  measure,  the  officers  wisely  concluded  to  defer  further 
action  in  the  matter  for  the  present. 

The  Commissioners,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  condition  of  na- 
tional affairs,  and  the  effect  which  the  war  mast  necessarily 
produce  upon  the  business  and  financial  interests  of  the  State, 
have  endeavored  to  bring  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  their 
best  services,  and  have  patiently  and  carefully  examined  the 
condition  and  assets  of  all  the  banking  institutions  in  the  State. 
And  notwithstanding  the  condition  of  the  country  with  re- 
gard to  its  civil  war,  we  have  the  satisfaction,  as  the  annexed 
tables  will  fully  prove,  of  assuring  your  honorable  body  that 
the  banks  are  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition. 

If  we  consider  the  amount  of  their  circulation  and  earnings 
as  a  criterion,  we  are  certainly  justified  in  calling  it  with  them 
a  time  of  uncommon  prosperity : 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  bearing  witness  that  in  our  visits 
to  different  banks  we  have  met  with  uniform  courtesy  and  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  officers  to  aid  us  in  our  examinations, 
and  to  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State  regulating  their  af- 
fairs. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  in  the  confusion  and 
alarm  of  the  crisis,  even  the  most  wise  and  prudent  men  fear- 
ed that  the  banks,  whose  prosperity  seemed  to  depend  upon  the 
peace  of  the  country,  as  well  as  upon  their  gains  out  of  the 
activity  of  trade,  would  be  the  greatest  sufferers,  and  that  all 
business  interests  would  share  in  the  general  calamity. 

Neither  of  these  fears  have  been  realized ;  on  the  contrary, 
the  reverse  has  occurred. 

Seldom,  if  ever,  has  the  business  of  Connecticut  been  more 
active  and  profitable  than  during  the  past  year.  The  war  has 
brought  into  activity  many  mechanical  employments,  for  which 
there  was  little  occasion  in  time  of  peace  ;  such,  for  example, 
as  the  manufacture  of  arms  and  ordnance,  camp  and  garrison 
equipage,  saddlery,  harness,  military  clothing,  and  accoutre- 
ments. 

It  has  stimulated  the  manufacture  of  other  goods.  There  is 
hardly  a  branch  of  domestic  industry  which  has  not  been  ac- 
tively employed.     The  cotton  manufacture  has  been  interrupted 
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by  the  loss  of  raw  material,  but  there  never  was  a  time  in  the 
history  of  this  branch  of  industry  when  it  has  proved  more 
profitable. 

The  railroads  of  the  State  were  never  so  prosperous  as  now — 
their  stocks  higher,  or  their  dividends  larger. 

The  shipyards  have  been  worked  to  their  full  capacity, 
while  machine  shops,  rolling  mills,  and  fouD dries,  have  been 
equally  busy  in  their  several  branches  of  manufacture. 

This  general  state  of  prosperity  would  seem  to  furnish 
sufficient  proof  of  our  assertion,  that  as  trade  is  active  in 
all  departments,  the  banks  are  also  in  a  high  degree  of  pros- 
perity. 

In  our  last  report  we  spoke  of  the  retired  circulation  of  the 
banks  in  the  summer  of  1861,  and  that  previous  to  that  report 
it  had  begun  rapidly  to  increase ;  from  the  time  referred  to 
until  the  1st  day  of  January,  1863,  there  was  a  steady  in- 
crease, and  it  then  reached  the  aggregate  amount  of  $13,84:2,- 
756. 

Since  then,  by  great  exertions  on  the  part  of  those  banks, 
whose  circulation  exceeded  the  legal  limit,  it  has  gradually 
been  diminishing  in  amount,  and  at  the  time  of  our  present  re- 
port the

A  law  was  passed  at  the  last  extra  session,  allowing  the 
banks  until  April  1st,  1863,  to  conform  their  circulation  and 
specie  reserve  to  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

On  the  1st  of  April  all  the  banks  reported  their  circulation 
within  legal  recpuirements,  except  two,  which  have  since  re- 
ported themselves  as  having  conformed  to  the  law  on  that  sub- 
ject. 

The  remarks  of  the  Massachusetts  Bank  Commissioners  on 
the  subject  of  circulation  seem  so  just  and  timely  that  we 
transcribe  them  from  their  able  report : 

"  The  large  increase  of  circulation  during  the  past  year,  and 
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the  causes  for  it,  when  the  loan  of  the  banks  have  been  so  large- 
ly absorbed  by  the  Government,  and  where  the  currency  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  over  250,000,000  dollars,  are 
subjects  of  much  discussion ;  the  reasons  popularly  assign- 
ed are  the  scarcity  of  change,  for  which  small  bills  are  substi- 
tuted ;  the  withdrawal  of  gold  coin ;  the  large  sums  carried  by 
soldiers  to  the  seat  of  war,  and  other  sums  left  to  be  expended 
by  their  families  ;  the  prevailing  habit  of  buying  and  selling 
for  cash,  which  requires  more  currency  than  the  usual  credit 
dealings,  and  the  large  amount  of  Eastern  bills  sent  to  the 
West  by  the  New  York  banks  to  fill  up  the  gap  created  by  the 
winding  up  of  local  institutions.  Each  of  these  causes  has  doubt- 
less contributed  towards  the  general  result.  But  there  is 
another  agency  to  be  found  in  the  inconvertibility  of  paper 
money,  the  influence  of  which  upon  the  circulation  cannot  be 
overlooked,  though  the  force  of  it  can  never  be  accurately 
measured.  So  long  as  bank  notes  are  redeemed  in  gold  on  de- 
mand, according  to  the  tenor  of  the  promise  they  bear  upon 
their  face,  the  homeward  current  of  circulation  will  always  be 
rapid.  Besides  the  demand  which  there  always  is  for  gold  for 
foreign  payments  for  distant  remittances,  and  for  meeting  cus- 
tom duties,  there  is  a  perpetual  competition  going  on  between 
the  banks,  each  striving  to  enlarge  its  own  and  drive  home 
the  circulation  of  its  rivals. 

"  When  specie  payments  are  suspended  and  bills  are  no 
longer  redeemable  in  gold  a  great  motive  for  sending  them 
home  is  withdrawn — since  if  in  good  credit  they  are  as  valua- 
ble as  anything  else  which  can  be  got  in  exchange  for  them. 
Men  hold  them  and  hoard  them  precisely  as  they  would  gold 
and  silver,  and  the  volume  of  the  currency  becomes  greater 
precisely  as  its  current  becomes  more  sluggish." 

The  deposits  in  the  banks  of  Connecticut  April  1st,  amount 
to  the  sum  of  $9,573,07482,  having  increased  over  fifty  per 
cent,  during  the  past  year. 

The  Commissioners  were  fearful  that  the  total  disuse  of  gold 
as  currency  and  its  increasing  price  would  lead  to  its  sale 
by  the  banks.  But  by  constant  watchfulness  on  our  part 
— aided   by    the    conservative     judgment     and    counsel    of 
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many  of  the  bank  officers — such  sales  have  rarely  been 
made. 

The  specie  law  we  regard  as  in  full  force,  requiring  the  same 
reserve  as  before. 

The  law  requiring  the  banks  to  loan  their  capital  in  this 
State,  before  making  loans  elsewhere,  has  not  generally  been 
complied  with,  for  the  reason  that  it  has  been  impossible  for 
them  thus  to  employ  their  funds. 

The  amount  of  domestic  business  paper  is  much  less  than  in 
former  years,  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  government  be- 
ing the  employer,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  of  the  capital 
and  business  interests  of  the  country,  thereby  becoming  the 
chief  paymaster. 

In  the  absence  of  this  class  of  paper,  and  with  a  desire  to 
sustain  the  government,  the  banks  have  invested  in  govern- 
ment securities  of  various  forms  to  the  amount  of  $6,594,462, 
being  more  than  one-fourth  their  entire  capital. 

One  of  the  common  practices  of  the  banks  at  the  present 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  using  their  unemployed  capital,  is  the 
purchasing  of  first  class  paper  made  and  maturing  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  generally  at  a  low  rate  of  interest.  This 
class  of  paper  is  usually  promptly  paid  at  maturity,  and  very 
little  loss  has  been  sustained  from  that  source  during  the  past 
year. 

The  practice  of  loaning  money  to  the  West — there  to  be  used 
for  circulation — is  fast  disappearing.  In  justice  to  the  Bank 
officers,  we  should  say  that  they  have  been  disposed  to  accom- 
modate their  home  customers  and  discount  all  good  local  paper 
offered.  The  amount  of  specie  reserve  has  generally  been  well 
sustained,  and  in  many  of  the  banks  has  averaged  above  the 
legal  requirements.  But  in  consequence  of  the  largely  in- 
creased circulation  of  some  of  our  banks  (which  seemed  to  be 
the  result  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  the  times)  they  were 
at  the  rendition  of  their  last  quarterly  statements  deficient 
in  specie.  We  refer  to  twelve  banks,  but  deem  it  un- 
necessary to  name  them,  as  they  are  constantly  adding  to 
their   specie    funds,  and    assure  us   (we   doubt   not   in   good 
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faith)  of  their  intentions  speedily  to  conform  to  the  letter  of 
the  law. 

We  are  confident  that  our  banks  did  not  last  year  over- 
estimate the  value  of  their  suspended  paper  or  present  too  flat- 
tering a  view  of  their  condition. 

Owing  to  a  favorable  change  in  this  class  of  assets  several  of 
the  banks  are  greatly  improved,  and  have  made  large  acces- 
sions to  their  means.  In  this  connection  we  may  mention  the 
Iron  Bank,  Merchants,  City  and  New  Haven  County,  of  New 
Haven,  Hartford  County,  and  Pequonnock. 

Others  have  secured  considerable  additions  to  their  capital 
from  this  source. 

Several  banks,  as  will  appear  in  the  annexed  tables,  have  re- 
sumed the  payment  of  dividends,  and  others  will  soon  follow. 
The  Commissioners  have  collected  data  found  in  the  quarterly 
statements  comprising  statistics  of  past  due  paper.  By  reference 
thereto  interesting  information  can  be  obtained.  The  Tolland 
County  Bank  has  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year,  hav- 
ing wisely  passed  its  dividends  for  the  time.  The  Winsted 
Bank  will  doubtless  adopt  some  course,  by  the  reduction  of  its 
stock  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  make  its  stock  remunerative  to  the 
shareholders. 

"With  regard  to  quarterly  statements  referred  to  in  our  last 
report,  the  delay  in  sending  which  causes  us  serious  incon- 
venience in  the  preparation  of  our  annual  report,  we  have  to 
say,  that  while  the  law  requires  them  to  be  furnished  on  or 
before  the  10th,  many  were  not  furnished  before  the  15th,  some 
not  until  the  21st  of  April. 

The  Cashier  of  the  Uncas  Bank,  Norwich,  sent  his  quarterly 
statement,  due  April  1st,  on  April  2 1st,  enclosing  also  his 
January  statement,  and  these  were  not  received  until  he  was 
repeatedly  requested  to  send  them.  In  regard  to  his  return 
for  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Savings  Bank  of  Norwich,  of 
which  he  is  Treasurer,  no  return  has  been  made  up  to  the 
time  of  our  present  report,  and  therefore  we  are  unable  to 
present  the  same. 

The  Commissioners  will  of  course  atsal  with  this  and  similar 
defaults  as  the  law  provides. 


"We  are  not  sure  that  any  new  legislation  is  necessary  with 
regard  to  the  banking  interests  of  our  State. 

Inasmuch  as  banks  are  soon  to  be  in  operation  in  this  State 
under  the  General  Banking  Law  of  the  Government,  it  has  oc- 
curred to  us  that  the  Legislature  will  direct  to  what  extent 
they  will  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Bank  Commis- 
sioners of  the  State.

Savings  Bank  of  Ansonia,  Savings  Bank  of  New  Britain, 
and  Putnam  Savings  Bank,  and  their  annual  statements  are 
herewith  presented. 

The  Mechanics  Savings  Bank  of  Hartford,  incorporated  in 
1861,  commenced  business  last  year,  and  appears  for  the  first 
time  in  this  report.  The  lawpassed  at  the  last  session,  giving  the 
Savings  Banks  a  wider  range  for  their  investments,  has  proved 
highly  advantageous  to  these  institutions.     The  deposits  have 
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increased  over  three  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  depositors  over 
fifteen  thousand.  "We  take  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  their  aggregate  deposits  are  still  rapidly  in- 
creasing, and  their  affairs  generally  are  in  a  well  managed 
and  satisfactory  condition.  "We  are  not  aware  that  any 
new  laws  are  necessary  to  promote  their  usefulness  or  pros- 
perity.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  the  Tenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Railroads  in  this  State,  and  of 
their  doings,  with  such  information  upon  their  interests  as  the 
laws  and  the  duties  of  legislation  require  should  be  given. 

The  Railroad  system  has  become  to  this  State  one  of  its 
heaviest  internal,  social  and  financial  interests.  No  State  in 
New  England  has  an  equal  number  of  miles  of  iron  track  to 
its  square  miles  of  territory,  and  few  States  have,  for  their 
population  and  wealth,  so  much  invested  capital  in  these  great 
lines  of  intercommunication  with  their  business  facilities.  No 
interest  among  us  can  claim  superiority  over  this,  and  none 
demand  so  much  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legislature,  or  the 
watchful  eye  and  close  guardianship  of  the  State  itself. 

These  roads  are  held  by  companies  of  individuals,  who,  as  a 
general  rule,  purchase  their  stock  and  operate  them  through 
their  proper  officers  for  the  acquisition  of  wealth.  They  are 
consequently  supposed  to  study  purely  the  interests  of  the 
Stockholders  which  they  represent,  and  to  make  public  safety, 
convenience  and  local  interests  along  their  lines  secondary  and 
subordinate  to  the  one  great  end  of  their  organization. 

The  State,  upon  the  other  hand,  grants  them  their  charters 
and  holds  them  responsible  for  the  fulfillment  of  certain  con- 
ditions affecting  the  lives  and  personal  safety  of  the  passengers 


which  they  transport,  or  the  great  public,  with  which  they 
are  in  daily  and  immediate  contact.  The  State  has  also  the 
financial,  manufacturing,  and  general  commercial  interests  of 
its  citizens  to  subserve  in  the  granting  of  these  charters  and  in 
their  successful  working.  Consequently,  every  possible  facility 
consistent  with  public  safety  should  be  afforded  these  institu- 
tions, while  the  rights  of  our  citizens  should  be  guarded  and 
protected,  their  safety  ensured,  and  their  convenience  con- 
sulted, so  far  as  is  consistent  with  justice  to  the  corporations. 

It  is  with  this  understanding  of  the  State's  policy  that  your 
Commissioners  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
office  as  the  servants  of  the  State,  acting  at  the  same  time  con- 
sistent with  the  true  interests  of  these  corporations. 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  law  was  passed  having  in  view 
the  public  safety,  the  bringing  of  these  corporations  more  im- 
mediately under  the  supervision  of  the  Legislature  and  ap- 
pointing General  Railroad  Commissioners  as  the  State's  agents, 
thus  providing  for  the  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  State, 
through  the  Legislature,  all  the  doings  of  these  various  com- 
panies, as  they  or  the  public  are  affected,  in  the  compact  form 
of  a  single  report. 

The  Kail  road  history  of  that  decade  is  a  study  of  interest. 
At  its  commencement  the  work  of  constructing  these  enter- 
prises had  been  nearly  completed.  ]SFo  great  through  lines  or 
independent  roads  have  within  that  period  been  projected  or 
built.  Some  one  or  two  extensions  of  established  roads  have 
been  added,  in  order  to  form  more  perfect  connections  with  ex- 
isting routes,  and  one  or  two  existing  roads  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

A  careful  survey  of  our  field,  and  the  circumstances  of  our 
existing  roads,  satisfied  our  business  men  and  capitalists,  that 
new  enterprises  of  this  class  were  not,  during  that  time,  de- 
manded, either  as  investments  or  to  meet  the  immediate  wants 
of  our  people.  It  has,  consequently,  been  more  a  question  of 
their  safe,  economical  and  successful  operation.  System,  and 
the  nearest  approximation  to  perfection  in  all  their  interior  de- 
partments, and  in  their  relation  to  the  public  and  to  each  other, 
has  been  the  great  study  and  labor  both  of  the  Commissioners 


and  of  the  acting  managers  of  these  corporations  during  the 
period  named. 

Enterprises  so  vast  as  these,  involving  such  immense  outlays 
both  in  construction  and  operation,  so  contingent  upon  free- 
dom from  casualties  and  upon  general  business  prosperity,  not 
only  in  the  immediate  communities  throngh  which  their  lines 
are  laid,  but  also  upon  the  general  prosperity  of  the  whole 
country,  cannot,  in  a  period  of  ten  years  like  the  past,  present 
an  even  plane  of  improvement.  Hence,  an  examination  of 
those  general  accounts,  such  as  "  Funded  and  Floating  Debts," 
"Expenditure  for  Working  the  Roads,"  "Maintenance  of 
Way,"  "Total  Income,"  "Net  Earnings,"  "Surplus,"  and 
"Dividends,"  show  some  fluctuation. 

The  following  table  gives  the  figures  for  the  nine  past  years 
— the  .report  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  year  1853  not  being 
at  hand.  In  this  exhibit  the  returns  of  the  "Boston  and  ]STew 
York  Central  Road,"  now  changed  to  "  Midland,"  are  omitted 
for  all  the  years,  in  consequence  of  a  portion  of  it  having  been 
inoperative  during  most  of  the  time.  The  fractional  parts  of 
the  dollar  are  also  omitted.*

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  that  the  report  of  funded 
and  floating  debt  was  increased  in  the  year  1855  to  the  amount 
of  $1,148,388.  This  increase  is  apparent  only,  and  not  real, 
as  some'  of  the  companies  reported  only  their  floating  liabili- 


*  These  reports  are  for  the  year  preceding  their  dates. 
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ties  and  not  their  funded  debt.  In  the  following  year  full  re- 
turns were  made  to  the  Commissioners  of  all  debts,  both  funded 
and  floating,  and  the  figures  for  that  year  are  correct  and  fur- 
nish data  as  a  basis  for  calculation. 

The  real  diminution  of  the  debt  in  the  year  1856  was 
$1,562,970 ;  while  it  was  increased  again  in  1857,  $934,230. 
In  1858  it  was  decreased  by  the  amount  of  $445,442  ;  in  1859 
it  was  decreased  $60,048;  while  in  1860  it  was  reduced 
$198,169. 

In  1861  the  debt  was  handsomely  decreased  to  the  amount 
of  $1,114,053;  from  which  lowest  point  of  a  total  of  $8,200,- 
234,  it  has  during  the  last  year  been  increased  by  the  amount 
of  $511,727 ;  making  the  present  total  of  funded  and  floating 
debts  of  all  the  roads  $8,711,961,  against  $10,646,685  in  1855. 

The  column  embracing  the  "  expenses  for  working  the 
roads  "  is  more  even,  showing  the  year  1860  to  have  been  the 
most  expensive,  the  total  making  $2,368,901 ;  and  the  year 
1856  to  have  been  the  least  expensive,  the  total  being  $1,918,- 
993,  or  a  difference  between  the  highest  and  lowest  points  of 
$450,008. 

The  "  total  income,"  or  gross  earnings,  shows  about  the  same 
relative  fluctuations,  the  year  1860  being  highest,  and  reaching 
$3,963,361 ;  and  the  year  1858  being  the  lowest,  or  $3,117,798, 
making  a  difference  in  the  gross  receipts  of  the  two  years  of 
$545,566  ;  while  the  gross  income  of  all  the  roads  for  the  past 
year  has  reached  the  handsome  figure  of  $3,673,291.  This  is 
more  than  the  average,  notwithstanding  the  uncertainties  which 
have  appertained  to  all  branches  of  industry. 

The  "net  earnings"  are  quite  as  favorable.  The  lowest  point 
was  found  in  the  year  1854,  nine  years  ago,  when  they  fell  as 
low  as  $976,248.  They  reached  their  highest  point  in  1856, 
amounting  to  $1,576,662,  closing  with  our  present  report  at 
$1,146,561. 

The  "  surplus "  is  more  apparent  than  real,  owing  to  a  dis- 
similarity in  the  returns  of  the  different  companies.  The 
amount  reported  this  year  is  the  actual  undivided  surplus  of 
all  the  roads. 

The  history  of  the  past  is  hopeful  as  an  indication  of  the 


future  for  this  important  interest  of  our  State.  They  have  felt 
as  severe  pressures  as  ordinarily  fall  upon  any  of  the  great 
public  pursuits  of  the  country,  and  show  a  comparatively  fa- 
vorable record  under  them.  A  few  years  of  continued  pros- 
perity would  relieve  the  most  of  them  from  the  embarrass- 
ments of  debt  to  such  an  extent  as  give  to  the  stockholders  a 
reasonable  assurance  of  a  return  upon  their  investments. 

Three  of  the  roads  from  various  causes  have  had  to  yield  to 
the  pressure  of  their  financial  obligations,  and  pass  into  the 
hands  of  trustees,  two  of  which  are  now  being  operated  by 
them  for  the  bondholders.  The  New  London,  Willimantic 
and  Palmer  passed  into  the  hands  of  trustees,  after  which  the 
New  London  Northern  Railroad  Company  was  organized,  upon 
such  terms  as  to  give  its  present  owners  a  prospect  of  some  re- 
muneration for  their  investments.  The  Boston  and  New  York 
Central  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Midland  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  subsequently  became  the  property  of  the  Midland 
Land  Damage  Company,  who,  as  its  owners,  are  now  extend- 
ing their  road  through  the  town  of  Webster,  in  Massachusetts, 
to  Southbridge,  passing  through  the  town  of  Thompson,  in  this 
State.  The  necessary  information  respecting  them  will  be 
found  in  the  descriptions  of  the  several  roads.  With  these  ex- 
ceptions, the  corporations  remain  the  same,  and  are  being 
worked  generally  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  and  their 
stockholders. 

Tour  Commissioners  have  visited  each  road,  in  company 
with  one  or  more  of  its  officers,  and  have  carefully  noted  all 
their  features — road-bed,  bridges,  ties,  chairs,  rails,  drainage, 
road-crossings,  station  houses,  and  rolling  stock — in  short,  every 
thing  appertaining  to  railroad  management.  They  have  made 
such  suggestions  and  given  such  recommendations  as  they 
deemed  the  public  safety  and  convenience  demanded,  and  as 
a  general  rule  have  received  kindness  and  respectful  attention 
from  the  officers  of  the  companies,  while  their  suggestions 
have  in  most  instances  been  cheerfully  complied  with. 

The  Legislature  has,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Commissioners,  made  such  modifications  and  changes  in 
the  law  as  a  practical  working  of  our  system  seemed  to  re- 


quire.  Experience  has  shown  those  alterations  and  amend- 
ments to  have  been  beneficial.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
missioners, systems  so  complicated  and  vast,  affecting  so  many 
differing  interests  as  these,  should  not  be  subject  to  sudden 
and  radical  changes  in  legislation;  but  modifications  of  the 
law  should  be  called  for  by  its  absolute  working  before  such 
changes  are  made.  This  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  State,  and  harmony  among  adverse  interests  has 
been  secured  with  but  little  trouble. 

Your  Commissioners,  following  the  precedents  established, 
would  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  a  defect, 
which,  in  some  instances,  has  a  tendency  to  prevent  that  prop- 
er care  of  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  which  the 
law  designs  to  secure.  The  depots  located  upon  the  line  of  our 
roads  become  the  centers  of  business,  and  consequently  of 
population.  Sometimes,  justice  to  the  roads  themselves,  as 
well  as  the  convenience  and  necessities  of  the  public,  require 
a  change  of  the  location  of  a  depot,  or  an  addition  of  grounds 
contiguous  to  those  already  occupied.  The  increase  of  busi- 
ness naturally  attendant  upon  the  facilities  which  the  presence 
of  the  road  creates,  makes  a  demand  for  increased  room  for  the 
erection  of  suitable  buildings,  and  also  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  public.  The  cupidity  of  the  owners  of  adjoining  land 
sometimes  causes  them  to  fix  an  exorbitant  price  upon  such  as 
may  be  needed,  and  your  Commissioners  do  not  feel  like  recom- 
mending the  corporations  to  submit  to  these  extortions,  even 
though  the  safety  and  interest  of  the  public  seem  to  require 
that  the  land  should  be  so  used.  Your  Commissioners,  there- 
fore, recommend  such  additional  legislation  as  to  give  some 
authority  to  submit  the  question  of  value  in  such  cases  to  an 
arbitration,  or  in  some  other  way  which  your  wisdom  may  de- 
vise to  remedy  this  evil. 

There  is  also  another  subject  of  great  importance  to  the 
safety  of  the  traveling  public,  as  well  as  the  corporations,  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  has  been  frequently 
called,  and  is  now  again  invited.  The  presence  of  cattle  or 
live  stock  upon  the  track  is  a  constant  source  of  danger,  if  per- 
mitted.    At  road-crossings  such  precautions  are  observed  by 


the  companies  as  to  secure,  as  far  as  practicable,  from  intrusion 
this  dangerous  class.  But  insecure  and  imperfect  fences  upon 
the  line  of  the  road,  especially  where  stock  are  allowed  to 
roam  at  will,  cannot  be  guarded  against  wholly  by  the  com- 
panies. Upon  some  of  the  roads  the  duty  of  fencing  belongs 
to  the  proprietors  of  the  contiguous  land.  The  present  law  is 
insufficient  to  enforce  the  construction  of  proper  fences  at  these 
exposed  points,  and  it  should  be  so  framed  as  to  oblige  all  such 
persons  as  trifle  with  the  safety  of  human  life  and  property  in 
this  manner,  to  fulfill  their  obligations. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  number  of  accidents  exceed 
those  of  last  year.  Your  Commissioners  have  repeatedly 
called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  feature  of  the 
railroad  system,  and  yet  all  possible  safeguards  and  warnings 
applied  do  not  seem  to  decrease  this  list.  But  one  casualty  re- 
sulting in  death  has,  however,  happened  to  passengers  while 
riding  in  the  cars  in  this  State,  since  the  passage  of  the  present 
railroad  law,  although  nearly  twenty-six  millions  of  people 
have  been  transported  on  our  roads  during  the  past  nine  years. 

The  happening  of  a  casualty,  in  which  personal  life  or  in- 
jury is  involved,  secures  the  prompt  attendance  of  one  or  more 
of  the  Commissioners,  and  an  examination  as  thorough  as  prac- 
ticable is  at  once  had.  The  tables  appended  to  the  yearly  re- 
port of  our  doings  give  the  causes  of  these  casualties,  and  so 
classify  them  as  to  make  them  apparent  at  a  glance.  "  "Walk- 
ing or  lying  on  the  track,"  "Intoxication,"  "Jumping  on  or  off 
the  cars  while  in  motion,"  and  kindred  causes,  swell  the  list  of 
casualties  the  present  year.  We  have  endeavored  to  see  that 
the  public  road-crossings  were  as  well  guarded  as  circum- 
stances would  permit.  Few  accidents  now  happen  at  these 
places  of  danger.  But  if  our  railroad  tracks  continue  to  be 
made  great  thoroughfares  for  foot  travel  fatal  results  must  con- 
tinue to  ensue.  Among  the  thirty-nine  persons  injured  or 
killed  during  the  year,  twenty-four  of  them  were  walking  or 
lying  upon  the  tracks  of  the  roads.  And  of  the  thirty-one 
fatal  cases,  twenty-three  were  found  upon  the  track.  Persons 
who  make  a  convenience  of  the  railroads  for  foot-travel  must 
consider  that  they  do  it  at  their  own  risk.     The  utter  impossi- 
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bility  of  stopping  a  train  of  cars  by  the  most  skillful  engineer, 
when  near  enough  to  discern  the  danger,  in  time  to  prevent  a 
collision,  renders  it  certain  that  these  pedestrians  must  take 
the  entire  responsibility  of  the  consequences.  Nine  of  the 
casualties  were  clearly  traceable  to  intoxication ;  six  from  fool- 
ishly jumping  from  the  cars  while  they  were  in  motion,  and 
four  in  falling  from  the  trains.  Two  of  the  cases  were  "  in- 
sane," and  four  are  under  the  head  of  "childhood."  Thirty- 
one  cases  were  fatal,  and  eight  not  fatal. 

The  condition  of  all  the  roads  is  fully  up  to  their  former 
state  of  repair,  while  some  of  them  have  been  materially  im- 
proved. The  mildness  of  the  past  winter  has  worked  advan- 
tageously for  them,  and  left  them  in  a  more  favorable  condition 
than  they  are  usually  found  at  this  season  of  the  year.  No 
accidents  resulting  in  personal  injury  have  occurred  in  conse- 
quence of  any  defects  in  the  roads  or  their  equipments.  A 
further  description  of  each  is  given  under  their  appropriate 
heads.

CONDITION  OF  THE  ROADS. 

NEW  YORK  AND  NEW  HAVEN. 

This  road  has  been  safely  operated  during  the  past  year, 
and  its  business  increased.  Its  reported  net  earnings  is  what 
remains  after  deducting  the  loss  in  operating  the  Canal  Rail- 
road, the  payments  to  the  Harlem  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
interest  upon  its  funded  and  floating  debt. 

The  number  of  passengers  transported  over  this  road  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1862,  exceeds  one  million. 

During  the  last  seasou  such  was  the  condition  of  the  track 
that  the  Commissioners  recommended  the  purchase  and  laying 
clown  of  one  thousand  tons  of  new  rail.  This  amount  of  iron 
was  purchased  and  nearly  all  laid,  a  large  portion  between 
Milford  and  New  Haven,  where  it  was  much  needed.  The 
Company  have  also  placed  in  the  track  nearly  fifty  thousand 
new  ties,  erected  a  new  drawbridge  in  New  Haven,  and  the 
small  wooden  bridges  have  been  very  generally  repaired  dur- 
ing the  year. 

About  the  same  amount  of  new  iron  and  ties  will  be  needed 
the  present  season  to  keep  the  road  in  a  reliable  and  safe  con- 
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dition.  A  large  amount  has  been  expended  upon  the  rolling 
stock,  which  we  believe  has  been  kept -fully  up  to  the  necessi- 
ties and  requirements  of  the  road. 

The  Company  have  paid  in  dividends  $180,000,  and  report 
an  increase  in  their  floating  and  funded  debt  of  $156,497.44. 

NEW  HAVEN  AND  HARTFORD 

Shows  a  healthy  increase  in  business.  Its  entire  earnings 
exhibit  an  excess  of  $34,432.87  over  the  last  year.  Its  total 
income  from  all  sources  is  $747,300.00.  Five  hundred  and  ' 
eleven  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  passengers  have 
been  safely  transported  over  its  line  the  past  year,  and  its 
freight  business  largely  increased. 

It  has  been  kept  fully  up  to  its  former  state  of  repair.  There 
are  but  few  roads  that  receive  closer  attention  in  all  their  de- 
partments than  this.  A  new  and  substantial  bridge  has  been 
constructed  over  the  river  at  North  Haven,  and  a  new  one  is 
also  to  be  placed  over  Mill  River. 

In  our  former  reports  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  pro- 
posed construction  by  this  Company  of  a  new  bridge  over  the 
Connecticut  River.  The  present  one  is  a  massive  structure  of 
wood,  elevated  and  exposed,  and  although  at  present  safe,  yet 
it  cannot  be  regarded  as  reliable  for  a  great  length  of  time, 
and  will  be  a  source  of  some  anxiety  until  it  is  replaced  by  a 
new  one. 

The  directors,  in  their  report  to  the  stockholders,  say: 
"Some  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  past  year  for  the 
final  accomplishment  of  this  most  important  object.  The  ma- 
sonry for  the  additional  piers,  required,  to  support  an  iron  su- 
pers! ructure,  has  been  contracted  for,  and  that  part  of  the 
work  is  progressing.  The  piers  are  to  be  of  granite,  and  thus 
uniformity  will  be  preserved  with  those  now  supporting  the 
present  bridge.  Owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the  iron 
market,  and  the  great  demand  made  by  government  upon  the 
iron  establishments  of  the  country,  it  has  not  yet  been  found 
practicable  to  make  any  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  iron 
work  of  the  bridge.     It  is  hoped  that  a  more  favorable  state  of 
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affairs  in  this  respect  will  soon  take  place,  and  that  this  portion 
of  the  work  may  also  be  commenced." 

A  liberal  expenditure  has  been  made  upon  their  rolling 
stock,  which  appears  to  be  ample  for  the  business  of  the  road- 
One  new  engine  has  been  added,  and.  twenty -five  new  cars  and 
one  engine  are  in  process  of  construction. 

The  Company  are  intending  to  lay  five  hundred  tons  of  new 
iron  in  their  track  during  the  coming  season. 

NORWICH  AND  WORCESTER. 

This  road  has  been  steadily  improving  in  character  and  busi- 
ness, and  is  receiving  the  close  attention  of  its  managers. 

Its  total  earnings  the  past  year  have  been  $353, 644.90,  which 
is  an'excess  over  the  previous  year  of  $65,132.68,  leaving  the 
net  earnings,  after  deducting  expenses  and  interest,  $120,- 
936.02. 

The  track  and  bridges  are  in  good  order  and  will  need  no 
extraordinary  outlay  the  present  season.  Within  the  past  four 
years  nearly  three  thousand  tons  of  new  iron  have  been  laid. 
Some  of  the  stations  upon  the  line  need  improving  to  compare 
with  the  general  character  of  the  road.  The  Commissioners  at 
their  last  examination  were  well  satisfied  with  its  appearance 
and  general  management. 

The  express  trains  from  Boston  on  this  route  run  over  thir- 
teen miles  of  the  New  London  Northern  Road,  and  connect  at 
the  latter  place  with  steamboats  for  New  York. 

NEW    LONDON   NORTHERN  RAILROAD 

Has  been  prosperous  the  past  year  and  free  from  serious 
casualties.  The  report  of  its  business  shows  gratifying  results. 
With  the  exception  of  some  extra  expenditure  upon  its  motive 
power  and  equipments  it  will  need  nothing  beyond  ordinary 
repairs  the  current  year. 

The  drawbridge  in  New  London  was  deemed  insufficient  for 
the  large  amount  of  business  passing  over  it,  and  the  Com- 
pany, by  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  have 
erected  a  new  one,  fully  adequate  to  the  business  of  the  road. 

Over  three  hundred  tons  of  new  iron  have  been  laid  in  the 
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track,  principally  between  New  London  and  Norwich.  The 
Company  are  also  relieving  the  most  objectionable  curves  in 
the  road  between  these  two  cities,  which,  when  completed,  will 
essentially  improve  it.  An  expenditure  has  also  been  made  in 
improving  the  steamboat  wharf  in  New  London,  and  several 
of  the  small  bridges  on  the  line  have  been  rebuilt  during  the 
past  year. 

Its  entire  business  arrangements,  so  far  as  your  Commission- 
ers are  advised,  fully  meet  the  desires  of  the  public. 

A  full  report  of  the  change  of  this  road  from  the  New  Lon- 
don, Willimantic  and  Palmer  Railroad,  together  with  the  or- 
ganization of  the  new  Company,  was  laid  before  the  Legisla- 
ture at  its  last  regular  session  by  the  Commissioners. 

PROVIDENCE,  HARTFORD    AND  FISHKILL. 

This  road  is  still  operated  by  two  sets  of  trustees.  Its  busi- 
ness has  been  safely,  and  we  believe  satisfactorily,  conducted 
since  our  last  report.  The  track  and  rolling  stock  have  been 
kept  up  to  their  former  condition. 

The  trustees  have  made  such  improvements  upon  the  line, 
the  stations  and  grounds,  as  in  their  opinion  their  means  would 
justify.  There  is  still  needing,  however,  a  further  outlay  in 
this  department  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  public,  as  well  as  the 
convenience  of  the  road  itself.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a 
road  of  such  importance  as  this,  passing  from  the  interior  of 
our  State  eastward,  intersecting  so  many  of  our  Northern  and 
Southern  lines,  and  finding  its  terminus  and  connections  with 
some  of  the  most  important  lines  of  travel  at  Providence  in 
Rhode  Island,  thus  opening  our  interior  to  the  Atlantic  coast 
at  many  points,  should  be  wanting  in  business  sufficient  to  make 
some  remunerative  returns  to  its  generous  projectors. 

We  are  happy  to  report,  however,  that  its  business  as  a  whole 
appears  to  be  upon  the  increase,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope 
that  by  a  proper  effort  of  its  managers,  and  the  future  devel- 
opments of  business  resources  upon  the  route,  it  will  yet 
assume  the  place  it  deserves  in  the  classification  of  the  roads 
of  this  State. 

The  appointment  of  trustees  for  the  two  interests  of  Connec- 
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ticut  and  Khode  Island,  the  amount  of  its  bonds,  and  the 
transfer  of  its  management  to  their  hands,  have  been  fully 
given  in  former  reports. 

On  the  first  day  of  October,  1862,  which  closed  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  Company,  the  directors  gave  the  following  as  a 
statement  of  its  affairs :

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HOUSATONIC. 

There  is  nothing  new  of  particular  interest  to  report  con 
cerning  this  road. 

At  our  last  inspection  of  that  portion  lying  within  this  State, 
we  found  it  improved  in  its  general  character.  Its  cars  and 
engines  are  of  the  best  description. 

The  Commissioners  have  urged  the  construction  of  a  new 
bridge  across  a  stream  a  short  distance  above  New  Milford, 
and  the  President  of  the  road  has  given  us  assurances  that  it 
shall  be  built  the  present  season. 

The  Company  are  operating  two  leased  roads  in  Massachu- 
setts, in  connection  with  their  own,  which  in  all  gives  them  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  miles  of  track.  Its  trains  are  run 
with  regularity,  and  the  directors  express  themselves  gratified 
with  the  results  of  its  business  the  past  year,  and  indicate  a 
hope  of  paying  a  semi-annual  dividend  to  the  preferred  stock- 
holders hereafter. 

NAUGATUCK. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  new  iron  have  been  laid  in 
the  track  of  this  road  the  year  past,  at  the  points  most  needed, 
which  have  materially  improved  its  condition.  More,  how- 
ever, will  be  needed  this  season  to  keep  the  road  in  a  condition 
to  be  operated  advantageously  and  economically  to  the  stock- 
holders and  managers. 

A  liberal  outlay  has  been  expended  upon  its  bridges  to  se- 
cure them  against  injury  by  freshets  and  render  them  safe  for 
the  passage  of  their  trains.  The  track  and  road  bed  have, 
however,  in  some  respects,  been  too  much  neglected.  A  more 
generous  outlay  for  the  general  improvement  of  the  road  is  de- 
sirable to  secure  the  interests  of  both  the  public  and  the  stock- 
holders. 

The  road  shows  an  increase  of  business  over  last  year  of 
$27,709.04-,  and  its  net  earnings  equal  seven  and  one-half  per 
cent,  upon  the  stock. 

The  Company  are  building  new  depot  grounds  and  wharves 
in  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  engine-house,  repair  shops,  &c,  have 
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already  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $17,000.00,  and  a 
further  expenditure  of  $40,000.00  is  intended  to  complete  the 
works  now  in  progress. 

The  directors  anticipate  a  large  saving  in  their  expenses  by 
means  of  these  new  facilities. 

DANBURY  AND  NORWALK. 

No  improvements  beyond  ordinary  repairs  have  been  made, 
unless  we  except  a  few  bridges  which  have  been  rebuilt.  The 
road  has  been  kept  in  a  safe  operating  condition,  and  its  trains 
have  run  with  their  accustomed  regularity  and  with  entire 
freedom  from  accidents,  during  the  year. 

]STo  complaints  have  reached  the  Commissioners  that  its  busi- 
ness affairs  have  not  been  satisfactorily  managed. 

The  Company  are  now  running  horse  cars  between  Norwalk 
and  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  depot  at  South  Nor  walk 
— a  distance  of  one  mile — between  the  regular  trains,  in  order 
to  accommodate  the  travel  between  these  two  points. 

NEW  HAVEN"  AND  NORTHAMPTON. 

At  the  last  examination  of  this  road  the  Commissioners 
found  it  necessary  to  recommend  a  quantity  of  new  iron,  in 
order  to  place  the  track  in  a  safe  condition  for  winter  use.  The 
roadm aster  subsequently  informed  us  that  the  iron  was  fur- 
nished agreeable  to  our  request  and  the  greater  portion  of  it 
laid  at  the  needed  points.  In  other  respects  the  road  was  in 
better  condition  than  it  has  been  found  upon  former  examina- 
tions. Its  bridges  are  reliable,  and  the  whole  line  appears  to 
be  receiving  the  faithful  attention  of  its  managers. 

It  is,  as  stated  in  former  reports,  leased  by  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  under  three  leases,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

The  first  lease  extends  from  the  Canal  Basin  to  Grand  street, 
in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  for  which  they  pay  the  New  Haven 
and  Northampton  Company  an  annual  rent  of  $3,500;  this 
rent  has  been  settled  by  the  payment  from  the  New  York  and 
New  Haven  Railroad  Company  to  the  New  Haven  and  North- 
ampton Company  of  $50,000  in  bonds. 
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The  second  lease  is  from  Grand  street,  in  New  Haven,  to  the 
village  of  Plainville,  in  the  town  of  Farmington  ;  for  this  part 
of  the  road  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Com- 
pany pay  the  annual  rent  of  $45,000,  provided  the  gross  earn- 
ings amount  to  $75,000  per  year  ;  if  the  earnings  do  not 
amount  to  $75,000,  they  pay  as  much  less  than  $45,000  as  the 
earnings  are  less  than  $75,000,  and  if  the  receipts  are  more 
than  $75,000,  the  excess  is  divided,  one-third  to  New  Haven 
and  Northampton  Company,  and  two-thirds  to  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company. 

The  third  lease  is  for  the  road  from  the  village  of  Plainville 
to  the  station  in  Granby,  including  the  branches  to  Collinsville 
and  Tariffville,  for  which  they  pay  the  New  Haven  and  North- 
ampton Company  the  annual  rent  of  $40,000. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  New  Haven 
and  Northampton  Company  was  authorized  to  unite  with  itself 
the  Hampden  and  Hampshire  Railroad  Corporation.  By  this 
resolve  the  Company  are  required  in  their  Annual  Report  to 
show  the  amount  of  expenditure  and  receipts  which  belong  to 
the  parts  of  its  road  situate  in  the  States  of  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts,  respectively. 

At  the  time  of  making  up  the  usual  returns  for  the  year,  but 
four  months  had  elapsed  since  the  Company  commenced  opera- 
tions under  the  merger.  The  Commissioners,  therefore,  called 
for  a  brief  statement  only  of  these  four  months,  ending  January 
31st,  1863.  This  was  given  and  compared  with  the  books  of 
the  Company,  and  is  briefly  stated  as  follows  :

The  earnings  of  the  road  to  the  lessees  have  not  been  sepa- 
rately given.  They  report,  however,  a  loss  in  operating  the 
road. 

NEW  HAVEN,  NEW  LONDON  AND  STONINGTON. 

This  road  is  still  managed  by  Messrs.  Henry  Hotchkiss  and 
Charles  Buckingham,  trustees  for  the  first  mortgage  bond- 
holders. 
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Under  the  direction  and  recommendation  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, the  trustees  have  made  several  important  and  needed 
repairs  upon  the  road  and  its  bridges.  A  further  expenditure 
-will  be  necessary  the  present  year  to  complete  the  improve- 
ments now  in  progress. 

The  road  has  been  safely  operated,  and  the  trustees  are  giv- 
ing their  best  energies  to  its  interests.  They  express  them- 
selves satisfied  with  the  results  of  their  first  year's  effort,  the 
road  having  paid  from  its  earnings  over  $37,000  for  mainten- 
ance of  way,  together  with  all  other  expenses  for  its  working, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  over  $10,000. 

The  trustees  are  also  building  a  large  and  commodious  boat 
for  the  ferriage  of  Connecticut  river,  the  introduction  of  which 
will  involve  a  considerable  outlay  for  changes  and  improve- 
ments of  piers  at  that  point. 

The  first  mortgage  bonds,  for  whose  benefit  the  road  is  now 
operated,  and  the  general  exhibit,  is  as  follows:

C.  S.  Bushnell  and  E.  C.  Scranton,  Esqs.,  are  trustees  of  the 
Third  Mortgage  Extension  Bonds,  which  matured  December 
14th,  1862,  and  they  have  possession  of  the  Road. 

NEW  YORK,  PROVIDENCE  AND  BOSTON. 

This  is  generally  known  as  the  Stonington  Road,  and  was 
found  at  our  last  examination  in  excellent  order  through  its 
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entire  length,  including  the  Groton  extension,  which  is  leased 
to  this  Company.  A  liberal  expenditure  has  been  made  in 
repairs  of  rails,  re-rolling  iron  and  laying  down  ties,  the  past 
year.  Their  engines  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  fitted 
for  burning  coal,  and  new  baggage  and  mail  cars  have  been 
added  to  the  equipments  on  the  Shore  Line. 

The  road,  in  all  its  departments,  appears  to  be  well  managed. 
The  Company  have  no  floating  debt  or  construction  account 
open.  The  directors  report  that  they  have  arranged  for  the 
extension  of  their  bonds  maturing  in  August,  1863,  for  ten 
years,  at  six  per  cent.,  and  had,  on  the  20th  day  of  September 
last,  negotiated  for  the  renewal  and  sale  of  $150,000  at  par. 

MIDLAND  KAILROAD. 

The  Norfolk  County  Railroad,  in  Massachusetts,  comprising 
twenty-six  miles  of  this  line,  is  the  only  part  which  has  been 
operated  of  late.  Eight  miles  of  finished  track  only  is  located 
in  Connecticut,  and  as  this  has  remained  idle,  the  Commission- 
ers have  not  called  for  regular  returns.  In  fact,  such  have 
been  the  changes  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  obtain  a  definite 
account  of  its  condition  from  any  one  source. 

The  Midland  Land  Damage  Company  succeeded  to  the 
franchise  and  property  of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company  on 
the  11th  day  of  June  last,  by  purchase,  in  accordance  with  the 
acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1861. 

The  present  Company  have  recently  repaired  the  road  from 
Blackstone,  in  Rhode  Island,  to  Mechanicsville,  in  the  town  of 
Thompson,  and  are  now  at  work  on  the  new  line  from  a  point 
in  East  Thompson,  through  "Webster,  in  Massachusetts,  to 
Southbridge. 

The  Commissioners  have  approved  of  certain  changes  and 
alterations  from  the  original  line  in  the  town  of  Thompson,  by 
which  changes  many  of  the  objections  existing  against  the 
former  line  are  removed.  We  have  also  approved  of  the  loca- 
tion at  certain  points  in  East  Thompson.  A  careful  and  accu- 
rate account  of  our  doings  in  these  locations,  and  changes,  will 
be  found  in  the  records  of  the  Commissioners. 

In  the  following;  communication  from  the  Clerk  and  Treas- 
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urer  of  the  Midland  Kailroad  Company,  in  reply  to  our  re- 
quest, will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  transfer 
of  this  property  : 

To  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

Gentlemen — 
In  submitting  this  (the  last)  report  of  the  Midland  Railroad 
Company,  we  would  state  that  under  our  Charter  we  were  au- 
thorized to  take  all  the  property  of  the  Boston  and  New  York 
Central  Railroad  Company,  and  pay  for  the  same  in  the  stock 
of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company,  as  follows,  viz.  : 

First  class  7  per  cent,  preferred  stock,  for  land  damages  and 

Norfolk  County  Railroad  mortgage  bonds. 
Second  class  6  per  cent,  preferred  stock,  for  all  claims  where 

security  was  given,  or  which  were  a  lien  upon  the  road. 
Third  class  stock,  for  unsecured  debt  at  par ;  and  old  stock, 

one  share  for  four,  or  25  per  cent. 

And  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1862,  we  had  issued  stock  as 
follows,  viz.  :

And  there  remained  outstanding,  claims  which  had  not  been 
converted,  amounting  to  about  one  million  of  dollars. 

And  as  the  Company,  with  this  large  amount  of  claims  out- 
standing, was  without  credit  or  means  to  finish  and  equip  their 
road,  they,  on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1862,  sold  their  whole 
property  to  the  Midland  Land  Damage  Company,  (a  corpora- 
tion chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  April  9, 
1861),  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  Midland  Land  Damage  Company  shall  pay  to  the  Mid- 
land Railroad  Company  an  amount  equal  to  the 

Debt  of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company  at  par, 

The  1st  class  7  per  cent,  preferred  stock  at  par. 
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The  2d  class  6  per  cent,  preferred  stock  at  20  per  cent., 

The  3d  class  common  stock  at  5  per  cent., 
amounting  in  all  to  $237,500.00,  by  giving  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Midland  Railroad  Company  2,375  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Midland  Land  Damage  Company,  subject  to  the 
condition  that  said  Midland  Land  Damage  Company  may  at 
any  time  within  eighteen  months  from  date  have  said  stock  re- 
turned to  them  upon  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Midland 
Railroad  Company  said  sum  of  $237,500.00,  with  interest  from 
date. 

The  sale  was  completed  immediately,  and  the  property 
transferred  by  deed,  &c,  to  the  Midland  Land  Damage  Com- 
pany, and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Midland  Eailroad  Company 
received  a  certificate  of  2,375  shares  of  the  Midland  Land 
Damage  Company's  stock,  as  provided  in  the  sale,  and  now 
holds  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  and  stockholders 
of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company. 

The  Midland  Land  Damage  Company  having  obtained  full 
possession  of  the  Railroad  and  property,  proceeded  at  once  to 
repair  and  complete  their  road  from  Blackstone  to  Webster 
and  Mechanicsville,  and  are  now  finishing  the  grading  of  that 
portion  of  their  road  lying  between  "Webster  and  Southbridge, 
with  the  intention  of  opening  the  whole  road  from  Boston  to 
Southbridge  and  Mechanicsville  during  the  present  year.

ROCKVILLE  BRANCH  RAILROAD. 

This  Company  was  incorporated  and  its  charter  granted  by 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut,  at  its  May  session  in 
1857,  with  a  capital  of  $70,000  and  the  privilege  of  increasing 
the  same  to  $120,000. 

Its  directors,  through  a  survey  by  their  engineers  and  by 
vote,  having  designated  a  route  or  line  for  this  road  commenc- 
ing near  Yernon  Station  and  running  to  the  village  of  Rock- 
ville,  a  distance  of  about  four  and  one-half  miles,  made  appli- 
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cation  to  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners  to  approve  of 
their  lay-out. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  line  upon  the  ground, 
and  after  considering  all  the  objections  which  were  made  to 
the  proposed  location,  the  Commissioners,  on  the  21th  day  of 
December,  1862,  gave  their  written  approval  of  the  line  desig- 
nated by  the  Company. 

The  whole  road  is  now  being  built  under  contract,  to  be 
finished  the  present  season. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  following  list,  which  is  a  brief  extract  from  the  Com- 
missioners' records,  embraces  all  the  accidents  resulting  in 
personal  injury  which  have  occurred  upon  the  roads  in  this 
State  since  our  last  report : 

May  27th,  1862.  William  Holt,  who  had  been  employed 
upon  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  from  the  time  it 
commenced  operations,  was  caught  between  two  cars,  in  New 
London,  and  instantly  killed.  One  car  only  was  moving  at 
the  time,  and  this  by  horse  power,  moving  coal.  Mr.  Holt 
was  between  sixty  and  seventy  years  of  age,  and  it  was  be- 
lieved, from  some  indications  previous  to  the  accident,  that  he 
was  taken  ill,  about  the  time,  as  he  had  spoken  of  a  bad  feel- 
ing in  his  head,  and  for  this  reason  perhaps,  did  not  hear  the 
car  or  notice  its  approach,  as  usual.  Was  said  to  be  a  worthy, 
industrious  man. 

May  29th.  Mary  Ann  Wade,  an  Irish  girl  about  nine  years 
old,  while  at  play  on  or  crossing  the  freight  track  of  the  Hart- 
ford and  New  Haven  Road,  in  Hartford,  was  hit  by  a  freight 
train,  and  one  leg  so  much  injured  as  to  render  amputation 
necessary.  She  was  unable  to  tell  how  she  was  caught,  and 
no  one  could  be  found  who  saw  her  at  the  time. 

June  28th.  An  Irishman,  name  Martin  Moore,  or  More, 
was  found  dead  near  the  track  of  the  New  Haven,  New  Lon- 
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don  and  Stonington  Road,  near  Waterford  station.  It  was  the 
opinion  of  those  who  saw  the  body  that  Moore  must  have 
been  lying  on  the  track,  at  the  time  he  was  struck,  intoxi- 
cated. A  bottle  of  liquor  was  found  near  him,  and  he  was 
said  to  be  intemperate  at  times. 

July  3d.  Richard  Kerigan,  employed  on  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Road,  while  passing  over  the  road  in  a  hand 
car,  came  in  collision  with  a  gravel  train  and  was  seriously 
injured. 

July  4th.  Luther  Upson,  while  walking  upon  the  track  of 
the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  about  one 
mile  west  of  Newington,  was  struck  and  killed  by  a  train  from 
Hartford.  He  looked  around  and  saw-  the  train  approaching 
and  attempted  to  leave  the  track,  but  halted  when  partly  off, 
and  while  apparently  hesitating,  or  else  bewildered,  was  hit 
by  the  pilot.  Those  who  saw  him  at  this  time  expressed  the 
belief  that  he  was  partially  intoxicated. 

July  4th.  Patrick  Mehan,  from  the  town  of  Canaan,  was 
thrown  from  one  of  the  cars  of  an  excursion  train,  on  the 
Housatonic  Railroad,  near  Hawleyville  station,  and  the  wheels 
passed  over  one  arm,  crushing  it  badly.  This  accident  was  the 
result  of  carelessness  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  Mehan. 

July  21st.  Lawrence  Healy,  an  Irishman,  standing  near 
the  track  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  near 
Windsor  Locks,  was  struck  by  some  plank  which  he  had  care- 
lessly left  upon  the  track  for  the  purpose  of  wheeling  coal 
across.  A  passing  engine  struck  these  and  threw  them  against 
Healy  with  such  force  as  to  bruise  him  badly,  but  not  danger- 
ously. 

July  29th.  James  Toonan,  an  elderly  man  with  no  particular 
place  of  residence,  while  walking  upon  an  inclined  plank  near 
the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  in  the 
city  of  Bridgeport,    slipped  and  fell  partly  under  a  passing 
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train.     He  was  so  much  injured  that  he  died  the  following 
day. 

July  31st.  Mrs.  Julia  O'Donnell,  and  child  three  years  old, 
were  killed  upon  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad, 
near  the  crossing  west  of  Mill  River,  in  the  town  of  Fairfield. 

It  seems  on  investigation,  that  Mrs.  O'Donnell  saw  her  child 
upon  the  track,  opposite  the  one  on  which  the  train  was  ap- 
proaching, and  ran  to  save  it.  She  seized  the  child,  and  then 
instead  of  remaining  on  the  same  track  where  she  would  have 
been  safe,  immediately  stepped  upon  the  other,  Justin  front  of 
the  engine,  and  both  were  killed.  She  was  doubtless  too  much 
frightened  and  confused  to  act  wisely. 

August  7th.  Patrick  Findley,  in  attempting  to  cross  the 
track  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Road,  just  forward  of 
an  approaching  freight  train,  was  struck  and  considerably 
though  not  fatally  injured.  Findley  was  badly  intoxicated  at 
the  time  and  the  attempt  to  cross  the  track  was  an  act  of 
reckless  daring.  * 

August  11th.  John  Managhan,  an  Irishman,  a  passenger 
on  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  in  attempt- 
ing to  jump  on  board  the  cars  while  in  motion  was  thrown 
under  the  wheels  and  instantly  killed.  This  accident  occurred 
at  Andover  station. 

August  11th.  Frank  Lumbard,  a  sailor,  from  Liverpool, 
England,  fell  from  the  cars  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and 
Boston  Railroad,  while  passing  Poquonock  bridge,  in  the  town 
of  Groton. 

He  was  precipitated  into  the  river  and  drowned.  Lumbard 
had  been  boisterous  and  troublesome  on  the  way  from  Provi- 
dence, and  at  the  time  of  his  fall  was  dancing  upon  the  plat- 
form of  the  car,  apparantly  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

August  12th.  James  Morgan,  an  Irish  boy  about  seven 
years  old,  in  attempting  to  jump  on  to  a  freight  car  of  the 
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Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  near  Grand  street  cross- 
ing, in  New  Haven,  fell  underneath.  One  of  the  car  wheels 
passing  over  his  foot  crushed  it  so  badly  that  amputation  was 
found  necessary. 

Aug.  22d.  John  Fernside,  a  signal  man  in  the  employ  of 
the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  was  instantly 
killed  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track  at  Greenville  station, 
by  the  evening  express  train  from  Boston. 

August  25th.  Loring  Emmons,  a  conductor  on  the  Housa- 
tonic  Railroad,  was  instantly  killed,  just  below  Lanesville,  in 
the  town  of  New  Milford.  The  accident  was  occasioned  by 
running  over  a  cow,  which  threw  one  of  the  cars  from  the 
track.  Emmons  was  outside  upon  the  platform  and  was 
crushed  under  the  car  as  it  fell  over. 

August  26th.  Catherine  Flanagan,  in  attempting  to  jump 
on  board  the  cars  while  in  motion,  in  the  depot  at  Hartford, 
was  thrown  under  the  wheels  and  so  badly  injured  that  she 
survived  but  six  hours.  She  was  an  Irish  woman,  and  badly 
intoxicated.  Persons  present  tried  to  prevent  her  from  seiz- 
ing hold  of  the  cars,  but  did  not  succeed.  The  accident  oc- 
curred upon  the  track  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fish- 
kill  Road. 

August  28th.  A  man  whose  name  is  supposed  to  be  Simon 
Bridle,  was  killed  upon  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Rail- 
road by  the  4.30  P.  M.  train  out  of  New  Haven,  about  one 
mile  west  of  West  Haven.  He  was  walking  upon  the  track, 
and  the  engineer  tried  to  alarm  him  by  means  of  his  whistle, 
and  when  he  saw  the  man  did  not  appear  to  heed  it  he  then 
endeavored  to  stop  the  train,  but  could  not  in  time  to  prevent 
the  collision.  He  had  a  soldier's  discharge  in  his  pocket. 
Name  given  in  this  was  Simon  Bridle,  as  a  private  in  Captain 
Roman's  company,  58th  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers, 
dated  June  28th,  1862,  by  order  of  Major  General  Fremont, 
Middletown,  Va.,  June  22d,  1862.

September  11th.  Thomas  E.  Douglas  was  killed  on  the  New 
Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington  Railroad,  while  walking 
upon  the  track  near  Bushnell's  crossing,  by  a  night  train  from 
New  Haven. 

Sept.  18th.  An  insane  man,  whose  name  is  unknown,  threw 
himself  upon  the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven 
Railroad,  at  Southport,  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  immediately 
forward  of  a  passing  engine,  and  was  instantly  killed.  He 
was  very  crazy,  and  threw  himself  upon  the  track  so  near  the 
engine  that  those  who  were  present  and  saw  him  found  it 
impossible  to  save  him.  The  Commissioners  have  never  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  name  or  residence  of  this  unfortunate 
person. 

September  25th.  John  C.  Nichols,  a  conductor  on  the  New 
York  and  New  Haven  Road,  in  passing  the  bridge  a  short  dis- 
tance east  of  Greenwich  station,  either  fell  from  the  train,  or 
was  knocked  off  by  the  side  of  the  bridge,  and  instantly  killed. 

October  4th.  Michael  Farrel,  lying  upon  the  track  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  intoxicated,  was  run  over 
and  killed  by  the  midnight  mail  train.  Farrel  was  a  soldier, 
belonging  to  an  Irish  battalion  encamped  at  the  time  at  Mid- 
dletown. 

October  8th.  Samuel  Frisbie,  of  Branford,  walking  upon 
the  track  of  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington 
Railroad,  near  Branford  station,  was  struck  and  killed  by  an 
evening  train  from  New  London.  Mr.  F.  was  seen  walking 
upon  the  track  just  ahead  of  the  train,  but  no  one  saw  him  at 
the  time  he  was  struck. 

November  1st.  John  Jones  was  found  nearly  dead  by  the 
track  of  the  Stonington  Railroad,  about  three  miles  from  Ston- 
ington, in  the  direction  of  Westerly.  He  was  taken  to  West- 
erly, where  he  lived  but  a  short  time.     He  stated  that  he  was 
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hurt  in  attempting  to  get  on  board  while  the  train  was  going 
past. 

November  7th.  Betsey  Ohlsom,  in  attempting  to  jump 
from  the  cars  at  Clinton  station,  on  New  Haven,  New  London 
and  Stonington  Railroad,  while  the  same  were  in  motion,  was 
caught  in  some  way  by  the  steps  of  the  car,  thrown  under- 
neath and  killed.  She  was  not  a  passenger,  but  was  on  board 
to  take  leave  of  friends.  She  was  admonished  to  leave  as  the 
cars  were  about  moving.  She  declined,  however,  until  they 
were  fairly  under  wa}r.  It  was  believed  by  those  who  saw 
her  at  the  time,  that  she  was  exhilarated  with  liquor. 

November  8th.  John  Hine,  intoxicated  and  while  walking 
upon  the  track  of  the  Nangatuck  Road,  near  Waterbury,  was 
run  over  and  instantly  killed.  It  was  quite  dark  and  the 
engineer  did  not  see  Hine  until  the  collision. 

November  19th.  Mary  Dietert  was  thrown  from  the  plat- 
form of  a  car  on  the  Nangatuck  Railroad,  in  the  town  of 
Derby,  and  instantly  killed.  This  was  a  freight  train  with 
passenger  car  attached.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  pas- 
senger car  was  separate  from  the  rest,  standing  still.  Mrs.  D., 
who  was  a  passenger,  came  out  and  stood  upon  the  platform 
and  remained  standing  while  the  train  backed  to  couple  on 
the  passenger  car.  As  they  came  together  the  collision 
threw  her  oil',  she  striking  the  ground  in  such  position  as  to 
break  her  neck. 

December  24th.  Carlos  Fox,  a  boy  about  nine  years  old, 
in  attempting  to  jump  on  board  a  moving  train  at  Vernon 
station  on  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  fell 
and  was  killed.  He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  jumping  on  to 
the  cars  at  this  point,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  short  rides, 
and  had  frequently  been  warned  against  the  practice. 

January  10th,  1863.  In  consequence  of  a  misplaced  switch, 
which  was  at  the  time  being  used  by  the  Nangatuck  Railroad 
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Company,  a  collision  occurred,  which  resulted  in  injuries  to 
several  passengers  in  one  of  the  cars  on  the  New  York  and 
New  Haven  Road.  Among  the  persons  injured,  were  James 
Cruikshank  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  a  Mr.  H.  of  Lee,  Mass.,  Mrs. 
Barlow  of  Birmingham,  Miss  Curtis  of  Simsbury,  and  one  or 
two  whose  names  could  not  be  obtained.  Most  of  the  injuries 
appeared  to  be  slight,  and  none  considered  dangerous. 

January  12th.  James  Gardner,  employed  as  brakeman  on 
the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  fell  from  an  express 
freight  train  near  Wauregan  station,  in  the  town  of  Plainfleld, 
while  the  train  was  in  rapid  motion,  and  was  instantly  killed. 
From  appearances  on  the  ground,  it  seemed  that  he  fell  be- 
tween the  cars,  and  nearly  the  whole  train  passed  over  him. 
He  was  a  man  of  good,  habits. 

January  27th.  JohnT.  Mercer  of  New  Haven,  while  walk- 
ing upon  the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Rail- 
road on  Indian  River  bridge,  about  one  mile  east  of  Mil  ford 
station,  was  killed  by  the  7  o'clock  A.  M.  passenger  train 
from  New  York. 

February  2d.  Charles  Kellogg,  a  brakeman  employed  upon 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  was  so  much  injured 
at  Long  "Wharf  crossing  in  New  Haven,  that  he  died  soon 
after.     The  accident  was  occasioned  by  a  misplaced  switch. 

February  11th.  James  Munsey,  an  insane  man,  was  killed 
on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Road,  near  the  station  in 
Hartford.  This  was  another  case  of  self-destruction.  He  de- 
liberately threw  himself  in  the  way  of  the  engine.  Those  who 
saw  him  were  not  sufficiently  near  to  rescue  the  unfortunate 
man. 

February  11th.  Remington  Clark  vras  struck  and  killed  by 
a  train  running  from  Middletown  to  Berlin,  at  a  public  cross- 
ing near  Beckley's  station,  in  the  town  of  Berlin.  Mr.  Clark 
was  in  pursuit  of  his  team,  which  had  taken  fright  and  ran 
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away,  and  appeared  so  intent  in  the  pursuit  that  he  did  not 
notice  the  train  until  it  was  close  upon  him,  when  he  halted  a 
moment,  as  if  hesitating  what  to  do.  This  moment  of  confu- 
sion or  hesitation  proved  his  destruction.  If  he  had  not  halt- 
ed, he  would  have  cleared  the  track  and  saved  his  life.  The 
engineer  testifies  that  he  expected  to  hit  the  team,  and  was 
doing  his  utmost  to  stop  the  train. 

February  12th.  Augustus  "Wilcox  of  Banbury,  in  attempt- 
ing to  cross  the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Road 
at  Norwalk,  was  struck  by  a  moving  engine,  and  considerably 
bruised.  It  was  not  thought  at  the  time  that  his  injuries 
would  prove  fatal.  The  train  that  hit  him  was  about  stopping, 
and  hence  moving  slow.     Mr.  W.  did  not  appear  to  notice  it. 

February  16th.  Patrick  Scully,  lying  upon  the  track  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  in  Hartford,  in  a  state  of 
intoxication,  was  struck  by  the  pilot  of  an  engine,  and  so  se- 
verely injured  that  he  died  soon  after.  This  accident  occured 
in  the  night. 

February  38th.  George  White  was  badly  injured  at  Nor- 
walk  station  on  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Road.  His 
hat  blew  off  just  as  one  of  the  trains  neared  the  station ;  he 
sprang  upon  the  track  to  catch  it,  regardless  of  the  train,  and 
was  struck  by  the  engine.     He  lived  but  a  few  days. 

February  23d.  G.  "W".  Phillips,  Esq.  of  Putnam,  a  passen- 
ger on  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  was  somewhat 
injured  by  being  thrown  down  upon  the  platform  of  a  car. 
The  accident  was  caused  by  a  collision  of  trains  near  Putnam 
station. 

March  9th.  Patrick  Smith,  while  walking  upon  the  track 
of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  a  short  distance 
east  of  Greenwich  station,  was  struck  by  the  7.45  P.  M. 
express  train  from  New  Haven,  and  instantly  killed.  Two 
trains  passed  at  the  time  in  opposite  directions,  and  Smith,  in 
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order  to  avoid  a  collision  with  one,  stepped  on  to  the  opposite 
track,  where  he  was  killed  by  the  train  in  his  rear,  which  he 
probably  had  not  noticed. 

March  31st.  A  Mr.  Sweeney,  employed  by  the  Norwich 
and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  was  killed  on  the  New  Lon- 
don Northern  Railroad.  He  rode  up  from  the  depot  in  New 
London  on  one  of  the  cars  of  the  New  London  Northern  Rail- 
road Company,  to  a  place  where  the  train  stops  on  a  side  track, 
to  get  his  meal.  He  stepped  from  this  car,  and  attempted  to 
cross  the  main  track  where  an  engine  was  just  backing,  which 
he  did  not  notice.  Those  who  saw  him  tried  to  alarm  him, 
but  the  wind  was  blowing  high  and  raining  very  hard  at  the 
time,  which  probably  prevented  him  from  hearing. 

March  31st.  Henry  Minor,  walking  upon  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Road,  about  one  mile  west  of  Stratford  sta- 
tion, was  hit  by  the  5.30  A.  M.  train  from  New  Haven,  and 
considerably  injured.  Minor  stated  that  he  heard  the  train 
when  it  left  the  Stratford  station,  but  thought  no  more  of  it 
until  he  was  struck.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly : 

In  compliance  with  a  requirement  of  "An  Act  in  addition 
to  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  concerning  Prisons,'  "  passed  at 
the  May  Session,  1861,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  prepared 
and  herewith  transmits  an  abstract  of  the  Returns  concerning 
Jails,  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1863. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  during  the  year  is 
1500, — nearly  500  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
average  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement  at  one  time,  in 
all  the  jails,  in  this  State,  has  been  207  7-12.  Seven  prison- 
ers have  died  in  jail,  and  one  (in  Hartford  county,)  has  been 
executed. 

The  enumeration  of  offences  for  which  commitments  have 
been  made  shows  those  of  greatest  frequency,  in  their  order, 
to  be  as  follows  : 

For  Drunkenness,  and  as  Common  Drunkards,  -     493 

"    Assault,            -  260

The  return  of  forty-seven  commitments  for  the  crime  of  rob- 
bery, in  the  two  counties  of  Fairfield  and  Litchfield,  and  the 
fact  that  no  commitment  for  larceny  appears  to  have  been 
made  within  the  year,  in  those  counties,  suggests  the  possibil- 
ity of  error  in  the  returns.  The  whole  number  of  commit- 
ments for  robbery,  in  the  preceding  year,  in  all  the  counties, 
was  six. 


The  returns  of  Nativity,  show  that  of  the  whole  number  of 
prisoners,  there  were

exclusive  of  forty-eight  whose  nativity  or  nationality  was  not 
ascertained. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  whole  number  of  prisoners  com- 
mitted during  the  year,  (1500,)  as  exhibited  in  the  first  of 
the  appended  tables,  differs  somewhat  from  that  given  by  the 
table  of  "  Offences."  This  discrepancy  is  explained  by  a  note 
(to  the  returns  from  Litchfield  county,)  on  page  21.

I  herewith  transmit  the  Report  of  Drs.  Cogswell  and  White, 
Special  Agents  from  this  Department  to  visit  the  sick  and  wounded 
Connecticut  Soldiers.

EEPOET. 


To  Hon.  Wm.  A.  Buckingham,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  in  January  last  past,  by  your  Ex- 
cellency, special  agents  to  look  after  the  interest  of  Connecticut 
sick  and  wounded  soldiers  in  the  U.  S.  General  Hospitals,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  by  reason  of  said 
appointment,  and  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  they  have,  to 
a  very  considerable  extent,  subserved  the  cause  of  humanity, 
and  promoted  the  interests  of  the  State  and  of  the  service. 

Commencing  their  labors  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  they  visited 
the  Military  Hospital  there,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  its 
condition,  and  its  capacity  for  receiving  such  Connecticut  men 
as  it  might  be  possible  to  get  transferred  to  their  native 
State  for  treatment.  Found  this  institution  in  good  working  or- 
der, and  ably  conducted  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Jewett, 
assisted  by  competent  and  efficient  ward  surgeons.  Your  agents 
found  this  hospital,  though  well  conducted,  so  small  as  to  be  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  the  wants  of  Connecticut  men,  and  took  the 
liberty  to  recommend  and  urge  upon  the  proper  authority  that 
it  be  enlarged,  and  the  accommodations  extended ;  this  they  are 
very  glad  to  know  has  been  done,  and  that  its  capacity  is  now 
such  as  to  be  equal  to  any  emergency  which  has  yet  arisen. 

Your  agents  next  directed  their  attention  to  the  General  Hos- 
pitals in  Baltimore,  Md.  Found  there  a  dozen  or  more,  each 
and  every  one  containing  a  greater  or  less  number  of  Connecti- 
cut men,  in  all  amounting  to  about  two  hundred.  These  hospit- 
als were  found  in  excellent  condition, — patients  as  comfortable 
as  they  could  expect  to  be  in  the  buildings  occupied  for  hospital 
purposes,  which  were,  with  the  exception  of  those  at  Stewart's

Mansion  and  Patterson  Park,  such  as  had  been  deserted  by  reb- 
els, with  such  other  buildings  as  could  be  obtained  for  this  use, 
such  as  churches,  seminaries,  hotels,  &c. ;  and  though  with  such 
improvements  as  had  been  made  in  them,  answering  very  well — 
in  the  opinion  of  your  agents  they  are  much  inferior  to  those 
which  have  been  erected  by  government  expressly  for  this  pur- 
pose. In  each  and  every  hospital  they  obtained  from  the  regis- 
ter in  the  office  of  the  surgeon  in  charge  a  full  list  of  all  Con- 
necticut men,  the  regiment  and  company  to  which  they  belonged 
and  the  ward  in  which  they  might  be  found, — then  sought  them 
out  individually,  taking  them  cordially  by  the  hand,  and  speak- 
ing to  them  words  of  comfort  and  hope ;  obtaining  discharges 
for  many  who  were  in  their  opinion  fully  entitled  to  such  con- 
sideration, and  for  others  such  little  privileges  as  they  might  de- 
sire, looking  and  inquiring  particularly  after  the  manner  in 
which  they  were  fed,  clothed,  lodged,  warmed,  and  professionally 
cared  for,  and  they  are  glad  to  state  that  they  have  heard  no 
word  of  complaint  from  the  men,  and  seen  very  little  to  condemn. 
Your  agents  would  do  violence  to  their  own  feelings,  and  injus- 
tice to  the  medical  authorities  of  Baltimore — the  Medical  Direct- 
or, Medical  Purveyor,  surgeons  in  charge  of  hospitals,  and  all 
others  with  whom  they  came  in  contact,  should  they  fail  to  ac- 
knowledge and  duly  appreciate  the  extreme  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness with  which  they  were  received  and  treated  by  one  and  all, 
affording  every  facility  for  the  accomplishment  of  their  mission. 
They  would  be  acting  neither  in  accordance  with  duty  nor  incli- 
nation were  they  to  omit  to  make  mention  also  of  many  of  the 
first  citizens  of  Baltimore,  both  male  and  female,  who  received 
and  treated  them  with  marked  politeness,  and  who  manifested 
great  interest  in  their  mission,  and  in  the  welfare  of  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  in  hospital.  The  ladies,  besides  contrib- 
uting delicacies  with  a  liberal  hand,  gave  much  of  their  time  and 
personal  services  in  cooking  for  and  administering  to  the  wants 
and  necessities  of  this  grateful  and  appreciating  class  of  individ- 
uals. 

Bidding  adieu  to  Baltimore,  with  a   lingering   look   behind, 
your  agents  next  visited  Frederick  City,  also  in  Maryland.  Here 
they  found  three  hospitals,  in  which  were  about  one   hundred 
Connecticut  men.     This  being  near  the  battle-field  of  Antietam 
a  great  number  of  the  men  here  had  been  wounded,  many  of 


them  badly,  and  had  suffered  amputation  of  legs  and  arms,  and 
other  surgical  operations.  Their  wounds  had  nearly  all  healed, 
leaving  many  permanently  crippled,  and  on  the  whole  they  pre- 
sented rather  a  sorry  appearance.  The  hospitals  here  consisted, 
'one,  of  a  series  of  old  barracks,  the  other  two;  each  of  a  succes- 
sion of  canvas  tents,  some  25  feet  in  width,  by,  perhaps,  120  feet 
in  length. 

The  men  were  well  lodged,  but  the  tents  were  rather  cold,  and 
there  was  a  disposition  to  complain  of  the  fare ;  especially  by 
some  of  those  in  the  barracks,  in  relation  to  the  treatment  they 
received  at  the  hands  of  nurses  and  others  with  whom  they  had 
to  do. 

The  surgeons  in  charge  of  these  hospitals  received  your  agents 
with  courtesy,  treating  them  with  politeness  and  affording  them 
every  facility  they  desired  for  investigating  in  regard  to  the  con- 
dition  of  the  men. 

How  much  occasion  the  inmates  of  these  hospitals  had  for  com- 
plaint your  agents  will  not  attempt  here  to  decide — suffice  it  to 
say  they  obtained  from  the  Surgeon-General  an  order  for  their 
transfer  to  the  U.  S.  General  Hospital  at  New  Haven,  where  they 
now  all  are,  receiving  all  the  attention  which  their  several  cases 
require  and  all  the  comfort  which  an  efficient  medical  staff,  a  full 
larder,  and  an  appreciating  and  sympathizing  public  can  bestow. 

Your  agents  next  gave  their  attention  to  the  military  hospitals 
within  the  District  of  Columbia.  There  are  here  some  thirty  or 
forty  general  hospitals,  many  of  them  extensive  and  containing 
in  all  from  three  to  four  hundred  Connecticut  men.  Generally 
they  are  in  a  pretty  comfortable  state,  though  there  are  exceptions 
to  this  general  assertion.  There  were  here  a  good  many  Connect- 
icut sick  and  wounded,  recently  brought  up  from  the  front,  whose 
condition  demanded  the  good  offices  of  your  agents,  which  were 
freely  given  to  the  full  extent  of  their  ability  and  authority,  and 
applied  according  to  the  wants  and  necessities  of  each  individual 
case,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  all  the  aid  and  comfort  possible 
under  the  circumstances.  Your  agents  found  in  these  institu- 
tions many  men  whose  usefulness  as  soldiers  was  at  an  end,  some 
of  whose  cases,  in  consequence  of  the  immense  pressure  of  busi- 
ness upon  the  surgeons  in  charge,  may  have  been  overlooked  or 
neglected.     To  these  cases,  of  which  more  or  less  were  found  in 
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every  hospital,  they  did  not  fail  to  call  the  attention  of  the  medi- 
cal authorities,  urging  them  from  motives  of  humanity  as  well  as 
economy  to  give  the  patients  speedy  examination  with  reference 
to  a  discharge,  and,  if  found  fit  and  proper  subjects  for  such  favor, 
to  consummate  it  with  as  little  red  tape  as  possible,  and  send  them 
with  glad  and  grateful  hearts  to  their  anxious  families.  Your 
agents  did  not  fail  to  suggest  anything  rational  which  they  thought 
would  contribute  to  the  comfort  of  the  men,  and  they  are  most 
happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  all  suggestions  of  theirs  received  res- 
pectful consideration  and  in  many  instances  resulted  much  to  the 
interest  of  the  soldiers. 

It  is  but  simple  justice  to  say  that  the  medical  men  connected 
with  these  institutions  are  very  able  and  most  worthy  men,  and 
that  your  agents  were  received  by  them  most  courteously  and 
kindly,  and  were  afforded  every  opportunity  for  accomplishing 
their  work.  The  General  Hospital  at  Alexandria  was  also  vis- 
ited. Here  were  found  about  twenty-five  Connecticut  men,  in  a 
very  comfortable  condition.  The  hospital  buildings  here  were,  like 
those  in  Baltimore,  hotels  and  mansions  deserted  by  the  rebels, 
great  changes  having  been  made  in  them  by  the  removal  of  parti- 
tions, general  cleanliness,  painting,  whitewashing,  and  such  other 
measures  as  should  render  them  healthful,  pleasant,  and  conven- 
ient, while  no  pains  had  been  spared  in  cleaning,  draining,  grad- 
ing, and  beautifying  the  grounds  connected  therewith ;  even  trees 
and  flowering  plants  and  shrubs  had  not  been  omitted  in  making 
the  surroundings  inviting  and  attractive  to  the  worn-down  and 
invalid  soldier.  All  this  had  been  done  by  detailed  men  and  con- 
valescents, without  expense  to  Government  or  any  one,  unless, 
indeed,  the  surgeon  in  charge  may  have  made  some  sacrifices.  In 
no  institution  visited  by  your  agents  have  they  found  a  medical 
staff  more  thoroughly  devoted  to  the  work  before  them,  and  none 
where  the  patients  manifested  a  more  cordial  good  feeling  toward 
and  unlimited  confidence  in  those  who  had  the  charge  of  them  ; 
and  they  can  not  repress  a  feeling  of  state  pride  when  they  report 
that  this  institution  is  in  charge  of  a  Connecticut  man,  Dr.  Edwin 
Bently  of  Norwich. 

Your  Agents  have  also  visited  the  General  Hospital  at  New- 
ark, New  Jersey, — found  a  well  regulated  institution  in  able 
hands,  but  containing  a  very  small  number  of  Connecticut  men, 
and  therefore  made  their  stay  very  short.    They  have  visited  a 
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part  of  the  Hospitals  in  Philadelphia,  which  are  very  numerous, 
and  of  very  large  capacity,  containing  in  some  instances  as 
many  as  three  thousand  beds.  There  are  no  institutions  of  this 
kind  in  this  country,  and  perhaps  none  in  the  world,  better  ad- 
ministered, better  regulated  and  more  perfectly  systematized 
than  these  ; — but  your  Agents  are  compelled  to  say  that  for  want 
of  time  and  because  there  were  so  many  more  imperiously  de- 
manding their  attention,  they  visited  but  few  of  them.  For  the 
same  reason  only  a  part  of  those  in  New  York  have  as  yet  been 
visited,  so  very  little  can  be  said  of  them  or  of  those  in  Phila- 
delphia, except  that  so  far  as  seen,  they  were  in  fine  order  and 
fully  answering  the  purposes  of  their  creation. 

The  United  States  Military  Hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove,  R.  I., 
your  Agents  found  to  be  a  larger  institution  of  its  kind  than  any 
found  south  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Narraganset  Bay,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  apparently 
healthful  locations  in  the  world, — the  whole  laid  out  and  ar- 
ranged with  care  and  good  taste,  with  a  capacity  for  accommodat- 
ing some  sixteen  or  eighteen  hundred  men,  though  now  reduced 
to  eight  hundred,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  able  to  come  to  the 
public  table.  Conspicuous  among  the  evidences  of  taste  with 
which  the  whole  thing  has  been  gotten  up  is  their  cemetery,  in 
which  about  one  hundred  soldiers  have  been  interred.  Much 
labor  has  been  bestowed  upon  its  grounds,  naturally  beautiful ; 
the  graves  are  raised  and  turfed  uniformly,  and  all  decorated 
with  pots  of  flowers  and  shrubs,  surrounded  with  sea  shells, 
handsomely  arranged  in  circles.  They  have  a  neat  Chapel,  seat- 
ing about  three  hundred  persons, — and  an  able  Chaplain.  Your 
Agents  attended  an  interesting  service  there  comprising  excel- 
lent preaching,  fine  singing,  and  instrumental  music,  the  soldiers 
taking  an  active  part. 

The  interior  arrangements  of  the  Hospital,  under  the  charge 
of  Dr.  Edwards,  compared  favorably  with  other  institutions  vis- 
ited. Twenty-two  Connecticut  men  were  found  here,  who,  al- 
though they  had  nothing  of  which  to  complain,  were  very 
desirous  to  be  transferred  to  New  Haven,  which  is  now  about 
being  accomplished. 

There  is  one  other  place,  visited,  over  which  your  Agents 
would  gladly  draw  an  impenetrable  veil,  but  stern  duty  compels 
them  to  report  the  Convalescent  Camp,  so  misnamed,  in  Virginia, 
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as,  in  their  opinion,  an  unmitigated  pest,  destructive  alike  to  the 
health  and  morals  of  the  men  and  as  a  nuisance  which  ought  to 
be  abated.  It  is  but  plain  justice  to  say  that  the  Medical  author- 
ities at  Washington  disclaim  its  paternity  and  all  responsibility 
for  its  consequences.  Here  were  found  about  125  Connecticut 
men,  a  large  portion  of  whom  have  since  been  discharged  from 
the  service  or  returned  to  duty.  Your  Agents,  having  particu- 
larized as  far  as  the  limits  of  a  brief  report,  will  admit,  would 
say  that  on  the  whole,  they  have  witnessed  much  less  of  un- 
necessary suffering  than  they  had  been  led,  by  the  various  ru- 
mors abroad,  to  expect,  though,  that  there  is  much  which  cannot 
be  avoided  in  the  field  and  camp  hospitals,  they  have,  from  per- 
sonal observation,  good  reason  to  know ;  nor  have  they  any 
reason  to  doubt  that,  in  the  commencement  of  the  war,  there  was 
much  suffering  through  all  the  Army  Hospitals. 

War  upon  a  gigantic  scale  burst  suddenly  upon  a  country  used 
only  to  peace,  wholly  unprepared  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon 
it  by  the  sudden  gathering  of  such  vast  bodies  of  soldiers,  casual- 
ties of  battle  and  inevitable  sickness.  Hospitals  had  to  be  hastily 
improvised,  hospital  stores  provided,  and  surgeons  employed  who 
had  never  before  seen  a  gun-shot  wound  or  a  case  of  camp  fever. 
But  those  trying  times  are  past  and  government  has  risen  in  its 
might  and  provided  every  thing  which  can  contribute  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  while  surgeons  have  become 
thoroughly  educated  to  the  work  on  hand.  The  sanitary  commis- 
sions and  the  various  soldiers'  aid  societies  throughout  the  coun- 
try have  also  done  very  much  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  in- 
mates of  the  many  hospitals. 

Your  agents  would  say  with  confidence  to  the  friends  of  soldiers 
in  the  general  hospitals,  that  they  may  safely  dismiss  any  fears 
which  they  may  entertain  lest  their  friends  be  not  well  housed, 
lodged,  clad,  warmed,  fed,  and  professionally  cared  for.

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THE  FORTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


DIRECTORS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  ASYLUM, 

TO  ITS  PATRONS  AND  FRIENDS. 


The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  afforded  us  but  few 
incidents  worthy  of  being  recorded.     While  our  country, 
agitated  by  civil  commotions,  has  been  the  scene  of  stirring 
events,  our  Institution  has  remained  in  its  usually  quiet 
and  orderly  condition.     While  several  of  our  States  and 
many  of  our  public  men  have  risen  up  against  our  govern- 
ment in  an  unnatural  and  unjustifiable  rebellion,  the  offi- 
cers and  teachers  of  the  Asylum  have  continued  true  to 
their  allegiance,  unwavering  in   their  attachment  to  the 
Union  and  the  Constitution,  and  at  the  same  time  have  lost 
nothing  of  the  interest  they  have   uniformly  felt  in  this 
school  for  deaf  mutes  committed  to  their  care.     The  num- 
ber of  its  pupils  has  not  been  diminished  by  a  single  volun- 
teer for  the  war.     The  loss  of  hearing  which  makes  them 
members  of  this  Institution,  disqualifies  them  for  being  sol- 
diers ;  still  the  fire  of  patriotism  burns  as  steadily  in  their 
bosoms  as  in  ours,  and  not  one  of  their  community  has  the 
slightest  sympathy  with  secession  or  rebellion.     The  casu- 
alties of  the  battle-field,  however,  bring  the  same  sorrow 
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to  them  as  to  others.  The  fathers  and  brothers  of  many  of 
them  have  joined  the  Union  army.  A  few  have  fallen,  and 
some  are  wounded  and  sick  in  hospitals.  These  trials  they 
have  borne  patiently  in  the  hope  that  our  country  may  be 
preserved  by  those  who  have  taken  up  arms  in  its  defense. 
But  if  the  war  has  not  lessened  the  number  of  our  pupils 
by  calling  away  any  of  them  to  become  soldiers,  it  has  indi- 
rectly produced  the  same  result.  The  attention  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  New  England  States  has  been  engrossed  by  our 
national  affairs  almost  to  the  exclusion  of  other  matters. 
Many  a  family  in  which  there  is  a  deaf  and  dumb  child  old 
enough  to  be  at  school,  has  been  engaged  within  the  year  in 
fitting  out  the  father  or  a  son  and  sending  him  to  the  army ; 
while  the  claim  of  the  mute  to  be  educated  may  have  been 
consequently  deferred.  For  this  reason  probably,  more 
than  for  any  other,  the  class  that  applied  for  admission  last 
September  was  smaller  than  any  for  six  previous  years. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  within  the 
year  ending  May  16, 1863,  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-three. 
The  largest  number  present  at  any  one  time  was  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  ;  and  the  average  number  for  the 
same  period,  two  hundred  and  eighteen. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  has 
been  good  during  the  year.  No  death  has  occurred  among 
its  officers  or  teachers ;  yet  we  have  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
one  of  our  Connecticut  beneficiaries — Anna  F.  Barker,  of 
Jewett  City.  She  died  with  pneumonia,  after  an  illness  of 
four  days,  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  She  was  a  good 
scholar  and  a  good  girl  in  all  respects.  No  other  death  has 
happened  in  our  large  family  since  December,  1861. 

The  Institution  has  enjoyed  its  usual  degree  of  prosper- 
ity, and  the  efforts  of  those  entrusted  with  the  training  and 
care  of  its  pupils  have  been  crowned  with  the  ordinary 
degree  of  success.  No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  de- 
partments of  instruction  and  government.  When  the  ser- 
vices of  faithful  and  competent  teachers  have  been  secured, 


it  is  of  great  importance  that  they  should  be  permanently 
retained.  To  qualify  a  new  teacher  for  the  proper  and  suc- 
cessful discharge  of  his  duties,  requires  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  time  and  labor ;  and  the  pupils  first  committed 
to  him  can  hardly  be  expected  to  make  the  same  progress 
they  would  under  more  favorable  circumstances.  It  affords 
the  Directors  much  satisfaction  to  report  that  all  the  classes 
have  the  past  year  been  in  charge  of  experienced  teachers, 
who  have  manifested  a  zeal  and  interest  in  their  work  truly 
commendable.  The  deportment  of  the  pupils  has  generally 
been  good ;  and  their  attention  to  study  and  other  pre- 
scribed duties  has  been  such  as  to  merit  the  approbation  of 
their  instructors. 

We  continue  to  receive  favorable  accounts  from  most  of 
those  who  have  graduated  at  this  Institution.  It  must  be 
gratifying  to  its  patrons  and  friends  as  it  is  to  its  officers  to 
find  that  some  of  them  have  gained  access  to  places  of 
profit  and  trust,  which  it  was  once  supposed  they  were  un- 
fitted to  occupy  by  their  peculiar  deprivation.  Three  or 
four  are  employed  as  clerks  in  the  public  offices  at  Wash- 
ington ;  as  many  more  in  those  of  the  New  England  States ; 
some  are  contractors,  master  mechanics,  or  overseers  of 
work-shops;  while  great  numbers  of  them  are  managing 
farms  on  their  own  account,  or  laboring  as  employes  in 
various  kinds  of  manufactories.  Nor  have  they  been  mind- 
ful of  their  temporal  interests  only.  On  the  contrary  they 
have  been  anxious  to  improve  their  intellectual  and  moral 
condition,  and  where  they  have  been  congregated  in  suffi- 
cient numbers,  they  have  formed  associations  for  that  pur- 
pose. Those  in  Boston  and  its  vicinity  have  hired  rooms  in 
a  convenient  location  which  they  have  fitted  up  for  a  chapel, 
a  lecture-room  and  a  reading-room,  and  they  are  collecting 
books  for  a  library.  T,hey  have  religious  services  by  signs 
every  Sabbath  in  their  chapel,  conducted  principally  by  the 
instructors  of  this  Institution.  Conclusive  proof  is  thus 
furnished  that  education  is  quite  as  valuable  to  them  as  to 
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others,  and  even  more  necessary  to  elevate  them  to  the 
same  degree  of  usefulness  and  respectability. 

In  consequence  of  the  unhappy  political  condition  of  our 
country,  producing  derangement  in  our  currency  and  a 
great  increase  in  the  price  of  all  the  necessary  articles  of 
living,  we  feel  obliged  to  allude  to  a  subject  which  we  would 
gladly  have  passed  over  in  silence.  We  refer  to  the  state 
of  our  finances.  The  friends  of  the  Asylum  are  aware  that 
the  income  of  a  fund  derived  from  a  grant  of  land  by  Con- 
gress many  years  ago,  has  enabled  us  to  afford  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Institution  to  each  pupil  at  less  than  two-thirds 
the  actual  cost  to  us.  This  we  could  do,  while  as  a  nation 
we  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  peace  and  prosperity.  Then 
the  annual  charge  of  one  hundred  dollars  together  with  the 
income  of  the  fund  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
the  whole  establishment.  But  with  the  present  rate  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  we  can  not  go  on  without  encroach- 
ing upon  our  invested  capital.  "We  feel  that  it  would  not 
be  right  for  us  to  do  this.  It  has  therefore  become  necessary 
either  to  increase  the  annual  charge  to  each  pupil  so  as  to 
bring  up  the  receipts  to  the  present  amount  of  our  expen- 
ses, or  to  reduce  the  sum  expended  so  as  not  to  exceed  the 
ordinary  income.  This  subject  will  receive  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  if  it  can  be  done 
without  lessening  the  efficiency  of  the  corps  of  teachers  or 
the  comfort  of  the  pupils,  retrenchments  will  be  made  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  render  a  change  in  the  terms  of  admis- 
sion unnecessary. 

Our  relations  with  the  States  which  send  us  their  deaf 
and  dumb  children  to  be  educated  remain  undisturbed. 
These  include  the  six  New  England  States.  In  none  of 
them  has  the  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  been 
diminished  the  past  year,  or  has  there  been  any  less  interest 
manifested  in  the  object  for  which  their  charity  has  been 
bestowed.  The  Governor  and  Council  of  Massachusetts 
with  other  executive  officers,  and  also  the  Joint  Standing 
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Committee  of  the  Legislature  on  Public  Charitable  Institu- 
tions, have  visited  the  Asylum  within  the  year.  They 
made  a  careful  examination  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of 
the  establishment,  of  the  attainments  of  its  pupils  and  par- 
ticularly of  their  own  beneficiaries,  and  expressed  them- 
selves satisfied  that  these  children  were  properly  cared  for 
and  faithfully  instructed.  In  the  report  of  the  above- 
named  Committee,  subsequently  made  to  the  Legislature, 
they  say:  "In  regard  to  the  school  for  deaf-mutes  at  Hart- 
ford, the  Committee  are  pleased  to  make  a  favorable  report. 
Though  in  a  neighboring  State,  it  is,  as  we  were  told  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  considered  in  part  at 
least  a  Massachusetts  school.  The  exhibition  of  the  school 
before  the  Committee  was  very  interesting  and  satisfactory: 
the  scholars  seem  to  acquire  knowledge  by  the  method  of 
study  there  pursued  with  much  rapidity,  and  their  profi- 
ciency compares  favorably  with  scholars  of  the  same  age 
who  can  hear  and  speak.  One  fact  worthy  of  notice  is,  that 
many  scholars  from  this  State  are  children  of  Irish  parent- 
age, and  some  of  them  among  the  best  scholars  in  the 
school ;  showing  that  free  schools  are  justly  the  pride  of  this 
Commonwealth." 

From  a  letter  written  by  one  of  the  same  Committee  after 
his  return  to  Boston,  addressed  to  '  the  Principal  and  the 
inmates  of  the  Institution,'  we  make  the  following  extract: 
"  It  gave  me  great  pleasure  as  a  friend  of  youth  to  visit  the 
Institution  established  for  the  particular  benefit  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  and  situate  at  Hartford.  I  had  long  known  it 
by  reputation  and  favorably  so,  as  good  was  always  spoken 
of  it ; — but  I  did  not  know  it  as  I  now  do, — the  half  was 
not  told  me.  When  I  examined  that  noble  edifice,  stand- 
ing upon  one  of  the  finest  spots  that  could  be  selected,  with 
all  its  lovely  surroundings,  it  gave  me  great  pleasure.  But 
when  I  saw  the  inmates  there  assembled  so  happy,  although 
deprived  of  hearing  and  speech,  with  such  expressions  of 
health  and  loveliness   beaming  from  their  countenances, 
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I  felt  a  joy  not  to  be  described  on  paper.  In  my  opinion 
the  Principal  and  teachers  are  all  that  could  be  desired — 
able,  faithful,  kind  and  devoted ;  and  forming  with  the 
pupils  a  happy  family,  so  harmonizing  and  their  labors  so 
blended  together,  imparting  and  receiving  instruction  in 
such  a  masterly  manner  as  to  make  the  visitor  say,  '  It  is 
good  to  be  here, — my  heart  is  made  glad.'  On  all  of  you 
may  the  best  of  heaven's  blessings  rest  and  abide." 

A  visit  of  a  similar  kind  has  been  received  from  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Maine,  attended  by  the  members  of  his  Council 
and  the  Secretary  of  State.  Their  expressions  of  interest 
in  the  Institution,  and  satisfaction  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  conducted,  were  very  gratifying  to  its  officers. 
The  Secretary  of  Rhode  Island,  Hon.  John  E.  Bartlett,  offi- 
cially visited,  in  December  last,  the  several  Institutions  out 
of  that  State,  to  which  its  beneficiaries  have  been  sent. 
From  his  report  presented  to  the  Legislature  in  January, 
we  make  the  following  extracts : 

"  My  first  visit  was  to  the  American  Asylum  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where  the  State 
has,  for  many  years,  sent  its  deaf-mutes,  and  where  it  had, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  sixteen  beneficiaries 
of  this  unfortunate  class.  I  was  kindly  received  by  the 
Principal  of  the  Institution,  Rev.  William  W.  Turner,  who 
personally  conducted  me  through  the  building,  and  gave 
me  an  opportunity  to  examine  every  portion  of  it.  He  also 
presented  me  to  each  class,  giving  me  an  opportunity  to 
shake  hands,  and  communicate  with  every  pupil  from  this 
State.  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  proficiency 
the  several  pupils  and  their  classes  had  made  in  the  acqui- 
sition of  knowledge,  and  was  much  gratified  with  the  pro- 
gress of  those  from  Rhode  Island.  Most  of  these  I  had 
seen  before  they  were  admitted,  and  can  bear  testimony  of 
their  state  of  ignorance  of  every  thing  except  what  they 
had  a  visible  knowledge  of.  But  even  of  things  visible 
they  had  an  imperfect  knowledge.     The  world  of  mind  and 
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thought  was  to  them  a  blank.     They  knew  that  they  exist- 
ed, and  they  supposed  that  existence  terminated  with  death. 
But  that  they  possessed  immortal  souls,  that  there  was  an 
existence  beyond  the  grave,  or  that  there  was  a  Supreme 
Being,  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  they  had 
formed  no  conception.     Indeed  no   ideas  of  these  great 
truths  had  ever  entered  their  minds.     To  witness  these  un- 
fortunate fellow-creatures  after  the  instruction  of  a  'few 
months,  and  find  them  able  to  communicate  with  their 
friends  in  writing ;  or  after  a  longer  period  to  be  able  to 
receive  instruction  in  all  branches  of  knowledge,  and  to 
acquire  it  with  greater  facility  than  those  in  possession  of 
all  their  faculties,  was  a  most  gratifying  spectacle.     Every 
thing  connected  with  this  excellent  and  useful  Institution 
seems  to  be  conducted  in  the  best  manner,  both  as  it  re- 
gards the  education  of  its  pupils,  and  their  instruction  in 
useful  trades,  whereby  they  may  be  enabled  to  earn  their 
living  when  they  leave.     The  halls  for  study  and  recreation, 
and  for  eating  and  sleeping  are  large,  airy,  and  well  ven- 
tilated.    Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  pupils  in  the 
Institution  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  there  was  not  one  in  the 
sick  chamber.     The  system  of  education  adopted  at  the 
Hartford  Institution  is  that  which  accomplishes  the  best 
results.     The  letters  and  compositions  of  the  pupils  which 
are  published  in  its  annual  reports  furnish  the  best  evidence 
of  this.     I  consider  it  a  fortunate  thing  for  Rhode  Island 
that  its  people  have  the  privilege  of  sending  its  unfortunate 
children  who  are  deprived  of  hearing  and  speech,  to  so  ex- 
cellent an  Institution,  and  at  such  a  moderate  cost." 

The  British  Provinces,  which  formerly  sent  us  quite  a 
number  of  pupils,  have  now  schools  of  their  own  that  are 
accomplishing  with  a  good  degree  of  success  the  object  for 
which  they  were  designed — that  of  educating  their  deaf- 
mutes  within  their  own  borders.  Nearly  all  of  the  Middle 
and  Western  States  have  Institutions  for  the  education  of 
their  deaf-mutes.     One  in  Kansas  and  one  in  California 
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have  been  opened  quite  recently.  The  State  of  Minnesota 
has  made  an  appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  such  a 
school,  and  is  taking  measures  to  put  it  in  operation  as  soon 
as  practicable.  Thus  the  means  of  instruction  will  soon  be 
brought  within  the  reach  of  every  deaf  and  dumb  child  in 
our  widely  extended  country,  and  the  poor  and  the  rich 
share  alike  in  its  benefits. 

We  can  not  take  leave  of  the  patrons  and  friends  of  the 
American  Asylum  for  the  year  without  thanking  them  for 
the  continuance  of  their  favor  to  it,  and  their  kind  apprecia- 
tion of  our  endeavors  to  make  it  a  rich  blessing  to  the  un- 
fortunate children  committed  to  its  care.  We  assure  them 
that  no  pains  will  be  spared  on  our  part  to  make  it  if  possi- 
ble more  efficient  and  useful  for  the  future  than  it  has  been 
in  the  past.  Invoking  the  Divine  blessing  upon  it  for  the 
coming  year,  without  which  our  plans  and  labors  will  be  of 
little  avail,  we  will  gird  ourselves  anew  to  the  duty  allotted 
us,  in  the  hope  that  our  own  expectations  of  success,  as 
well  as  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the  founders  of  this  In- 
stitution, will  be  fully  realized.

It  is  a  rule  of  the  school  that  specimens  of  composition  published  in  our  annual  rqports, 
and  also  the  letters  sent  at  stated  times  to  the  friends  of  our  pupils,  shall  receive  no  correc- 
tion, except  such  as  their  respective  authors  can  make  on  a  careful  review,  when  the  errors 
they  contain  are  pointed  out  by  a  teacher.  The  following  are  prepared  in  accordance  with 
this  rule  j  and  in  judging  of  them,  it  is  important  to  consider  the  age  of  the  writers,  their 
time  of  instruction,  and  whether  they  were  born  deaf,  or  lost  their  hearing  after  they  had 
probably  acquired  some  available  knowledge  of  spoken  and  written  language.

I 
understand  them.  I  am  well.  I  hope  you  are  well.  I  am  not  home- 
sick. I  shall  be  glad  to  go  home  in  seven  weeks.  I  will  be  glad  to  see 
my  friends.

lender  instruction  eight  months. 

ACCOUNT   OF    MYSELF. 

I  was  a  little  girl  about  four  years  old.  I  went  to  the  river  near  the 
road,  and  I  carried  a  pail  of  water  to  my  mother's  house.  I  ran  and  fell 
in  the  road.  I  cried  loudly  because  I  fell  in  the  road  and  hurt  my  head. 
My  head  was  hurt  by  a  rock  in  the  road.  My  mother  carried  me  to  her 
house  to  sleep  on  a  bed.  One  day  I  played  with  my  brothers  on  Sun- 
day, and  I  did  not  go  to  the  church.  I  saw  a  minister  put  some  people 
in  a  river.  My.  mother  whipped  me  because  I  played  on  the  Sabbath. 
I  threw  a  pretty  doll  on  the  floor  near  the  stove  because  I  was  angry  and 
I  did  not  help  my  mother  because  I  wanted  to  go  to  the  open  air.     My 
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mother  did  not  let  me  go  to  see  my  cousins.  I  visited  my  uncle  and  my 
aunt,  and  they  went  to  the  woods  to  fish.  They  were  very  happy  to  see 
the  woods  because  they  were  very  beautiful.  They  picked  some  winter- 
green-berries.  They  came  to  their  home  to  eat  dinner  and  they  went  to 
the  woods  again.  My  parents  and  my  brothers  went  to  the  woods  with 
them.  My  father  cut  gum  from  the  trees  and  gave  it  to  my  brothers. 
My  cousins  and  I  played  on  the  grass  in  the  pasture.  My  brothers  made 
a  little  tent  of  some  sticks,  and  they  put  many  leaves  on  the  top  of  the 
tent,  and  my  cousins  came  into  it.  They  played  in  it  with  my  brothers. 
My  brothers  climbed  a  large  beech  tree,  and  pulled  off  many  beech-nuts. 
They  carried  them  home  to  eat,  but  I  threw  them  on  the  floor.  They 
were  cross  with  me  and  struck  me,  because  I  threw  the  nuts  on  the  floor. 
They  picked  them  up  and  put  them  in  a  little  box  and  carried  the  box  in 
the  chamber  and  hid  it.  I  was  happy  when  I  was  at  home,  and  I  am 
happy  in  the  Asylum  because  I  must  learn.

The  people  were 
pleased  to  see  them,  and  then  they  all  went  out  of  the  church.  Tom 
Thumb  and  his  wife  and  her  sister  and  Commodore  Nutt  got  into  a  small 
carriage  which  was  drawn  by  four  horses.  The  servant  drove  the  horses 
to  a  large  hotel,  and  they  went  into  it.

A   LETTER. 

The  Asylum,  Jan.,  1863. 
My  Dear  Sister, — Some  time  has  passed  since  I  received  your  kind 
letter.  I  was  much  delighted  to  hear  from  you  again  and  that  you  are 
all  well.  I  think  that  you  will  be  glad  to  receive  a  letter  from  me.  A 
few  weeks  ago  I  was  glad  to  get  a  letter  from  my  cousin,  Mr.  R.  I  was 
sorry  that  my  aunt's  leg  was  burned.  I  sent  a  letter  to  my  friend  Miss 
L.  B.  but  she  did  not  write  to  me.  This  winter  the  pupils  have  not 
skated  much  on  the  ice  of  the  pond,  which  was  not  good.  A  few  days 
ago  Miss  B.  was  sick  with  lung  fever.  Her  mother  did  not  come  here, 
but  Mr.  T.  suddenly  wrote  a  letter  to  her,  and  she  came  here  after  her 
daughter  suddenly  died  on  Tuesday  night  at  eleven  o'clock.  She  was 
grieved  for  her  only  child.  Her  father  went  to  the  war  this  year,  but 
her  mother  lives  in  Jewett  City,  in  Connecticut.  Mr.  S.  is  as  well  as 
usual,  and  he  is  teaching  me.  I  would  like  to  write  to  my  friend  Miss 
C.  Will  you  please  to  tell  her  that  I  send  much  love  to  her.  I  heard 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  live  in  New  York.  I  laughed  when  I  read  that 
you  must  take  care  of  your  little  baby  because  it  is  cross.  I  think  that 
my  brother  Fred,  is  improving  fast,  and  he  is  smarter  than  I.  I  send 
much  love  to  him.  Several  weeks  ago  two  Esquimaux  and  their  son 
John  came  into  the  chapel.  The  deaf  and  dumb  pupils  were  surprised 
to  see  them,  because  they  never  saw  any  Esquimaux.  They  eat  raw  oil. 
Their  dog  used  to  draw  sledges.  It  was  a  very  black  dog.  They  left 
the  Asylum  and  went  to  New  York.  Mr.  T.  went  to  New  York  to  see 
his  brother  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  he  did  not  visit  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  because  it  was  raining.  I  hope  that  you  are  all  happy 
at  your  home.  Please  to  excuse  me  for  I  have  no  more  news.  Please 
to  write  to  me  as  soon  as  you  can,  because  I  wish  to  know  about  you. 
I  am  your  affectionate  sister,  M.  S.  T. 

By  a  lad  seventeen  years  old,  born  deaf — under  instruction  two 
years  and  eight  months. 

ABOUT   MY   COMING    TO   BOSTON. 

Four  or  five  years  ago  when  I  was  a  little  ignorant  deaf  and  dumb  boy 
about  ten  years  old,  my  father's  family  lived  in  England,  near  the  city  of 
London.  Two  of  my  brothers  and  two  of  my  sisters  lived  in  Boston, 
and  they  were  very  anxious  to  write  some  letters  and  send  some  money 
to  my  parents  in  England.  My  parents  were  very  much  pleased  to  re- 
ceive the  letters,  and  they  were  surprised  to  read  them,  which  told  them 
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that  they  must  come  to  the  United  States.  My  parents  were  glad  to  hear 
from  the  United  States,  and  they  put  their  clean  clothes  in  their  trunks 
and  carried  them  in  a  large  'wagon  which  a  large  brown  horse  drew, 
but  they  were  sorry  to  bid  good  bye  to  their  friends.  I  went  with  my 
parents  and  John  and  Mary  and  Kate,  from  the  country  to  the  large  city 
of  London,  and  we  arrived  to  a  large  black  ship.  I  was  frightened  to  see 
many  ships  and  steamboats  near  London.  Many  people  were  in  the  ship 
which  was  on  the  river.  Some  sailors  were  very  busy  in  making  cables 
and  other  things  for  the  ship.  The  captain  was  very  smart  and  industri- 
ous, and  commanded  his  seaman  how  to  sail  the  ship  which  began  to  go 
itself  with  the  white  canvas  by  the  wind.  My  friends  were  seasick,  but 
I  never  was  seasick  as  well  as  the  captain  or  his  seamen.  Many  of  the 
people  were  sick  and  vomited  in  the  ship.  The  captain  was  a  good  man 
who  gave  different  kinds  of  food  to  all  the  people.  He  often  preserved 
the  ship  in  the  night.  I  slept  in  the  bottom  room  and  my  friends  slept  in 
another  near  the  hind  windows.  One  day  the  ocean  tossed  the  ship* 
and  the  people  were  very  much  afraid  of  the  tempest  which  was  very 
great.  The  seamen  fastened  the  canvas  on  the  masts,  and  they  took 
care  of  the  ship  very  carefully  while  the  ship  was  in  great  danger.  The 
people- were  terrified  but  the  captain  told  them  that  they  must  not  be 
frightened. 

One  of  the  women  had  her  child  which  was  very  sick.  The  captain 
gave  some  medicine  to  it,  but  the  baby  died  in  the  ship.  She  mourned 
for  it,  and  put  thick  clothes  on  it,  and  threw  it  into  the  ocean.  The  next 
morning  the  people  were  very  much  surprised  to  see  some  whales  come 
near  the  ship,  because  the  woman  had  thrown  her  baby  into  the  ocean. 
All  the  people  continued  six  and  a  half  weeks  in  the  ship,  till  the  captain 
told  them  that  they  were  thirty  miles  from  the  city  of  Boston.  They 
were  very  glad.  The  seamen  put  two  heavy  anchors  into  the  sea,  and 
the  ship  stopped  on  the  sea,  on  Saturday  in  October,  or  November,  in 
1860.  The  next  morning  on  Sunday  the  people  saw  some  little  steam- 
boats coming  towards  the  ship.  They  asked  the  captain  if  he  would  let 
the  steamboat  draw  his  ship,  but  he  would  not  let  it,  because  his  seamen 
did  not  work  on  the  Sabbath.  The  next  morning,  on  Monday,  a  large 
steamboat  drew  the  ship  to  Boston  to  a  wharf,  and  my  family  saw  my 
brothers  and  my  sisters  on  the  wharf.  They  went  out  of  the  ship  and 
shook  hands  with  them  and  they  all  went  in  Boston  in  an  omnibus  which 
the  horses  drew  to  a  white  house  in  Chapman  street.  I  was  very  much 
surprised  to  see  the  red  brick  houses  in  Boston  because  I  used  to  live  in 
a  stone  house  in  England.  By  and  by  my  family  moved  from  Chapman 
street  to  Albany  street,  because  the  white  house  was  somewhat  dark  in 
Chapman  street,  but  the  large  brick  house  was  very  light  in  Albany 
street.     The  house  was  very  near  the  large  bay  of  salt  water,  and  I  could 
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see  the  ships  or  steamboats  on  it.  By  and  by  I  came  to  the  Asylum  to 
learn,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  improve  and  remain  here,  but  my  friends 
are  living  in  Boston.  P.  J.  S. 


By  a  girl  fourteen  years  old,  who  lost  hearing  at  six  months;  under 
instruction  three  years  and  a  half. 

MY  NATIVE  COUNTRY,  GERMANY. 
I  was  born  in  Germany.  My  parents  and  my  sister  were  born  in  that 
country.  I  was  born  in  a  town  which  was  called  Wachenheim,  near  a 
river  which  was  called  the  river  Rhine.  When  I  was  a  little  girl  I  could 
hear.  I  was  very  well,  but  I  became  very  sick  with  measles  and  I  be- 
came a  deaf  and  dumb  girl.  I  continued  sick  six  months.  My  friends 
were  very  sorry  to  hear  that  I  became  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl.  I  helped 
my  parents  a  great  deal.  I  often  picked  grapes,  apples  and  other  fruits, 
and  I  liked  to  eat  them  because  they  were  very  sweet.  My  father  was  a 
wine-maker  in  Germany.  A  lady  wanted  me  to  learn  to  knit  stockings, 
and  my  mother  told  me  that  I  must  learn  to  knit.  I  did  so  and  went  to 
my  friend  the  lady's  house,  with  my  mother,  and  the  lady  taught  me  to 
knit.  I  dont  know  her  name  because  I  was  a  little  girl.  The  lady  was 
very  kind  and  loved  me,  and  I  also  loved  the  lady  because  she  taught  me 
to  knit.  She  had  no  children  while  I  lived  in  Germany,  but  I  dont  know 
that  she  has  children  in  Germany  now,  because  I  live  in  the  United 
States.  A  gentleman  wanted  me  to  learn,  and  my  parents  went  to  a 
school  with  me  and  met  my  friend  the  gentleman.  My  parents  told  him 
about  me  and  I  wrote  on  a  writing-book.  The  teacher  loved  me  better 
than  other  girls  in  the  school  because  I  was  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl  and 
he  was  very  sorry  for  me.  I  dont  know  the  gentleman's  name  because  I 
was  a  little  girl,  but  I  think  my  parents  know  his  name.  I  had  two  broth- 
ers and  two  sisters,  and  I  lived  in  a  house  with  my  parents,  my  sisters, 
my  brothers  and  my  grand-parents.  My  grandfather  loved  me  and  ac- 
companied me  every  day.  He  often  gave  me  things  and  fruits,,  and  he 
often  told  me  to  bring  things  to  him  because  he  was  a  very  old  man,  and 
I  did  so.  One  morning  my  grandfather  accompanied  me  to  a  garret  to 
look  for  kittens  and  a  cat  in  the  hay.  He  walked  up  stairs  slowly  and 
slipped  on  a  board  and  fell  on  it.  I  saw  him  falling  and  I  was  afraid  he 
would  die.  I  ran  to  my  mother  and  told  about  him,  and  we  ran  to  my 
grandfather.  We  carried  him  to  his  chamber  and  he  lay  on  his  bed,  but 
he  bled  on  his  head  by  falling  on  the  board  in  the  garret.  My  grand- 
father was  hurt.  My  father  came  home  and  was  very  sorry  to  hear  that 
my  grandfather  was  hurt.  We  saw  that  he  would  die  and  we  wept  for 
him.  My  father  told  a  doctor  about  him  and  the  doctor  gave  him  medi- 
cine to  get  well.     While  I  played  with  my  sister  Elizabeth  and  my  friends 
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in  a  field,  my  grandfather  was  dying  on  the  bed,  and  at  last  he  died.  I 
was  very  sorry  to  hear  about  him  and  wept  for  his  loss.  A  gentleman 
carried  a  coffin  to  him  and  put  him  in  the  coffin.  My  grandfather  in  the 
coffin  was  put  upon  four  stools,  and  my  parents,  my  sisters  and  I  and  the 
people  saw  him  in  it.  The  people  •  walked  .to  the  burying  yard  and  my 
grandfather  was  put  in  the  grave.  My  father  sold  his  furniture  and  we 
sailed  several  days  and  arrived  in  New  York.  Soon  we  sailed  in  a 
steamboat  to  New  Haven.  We  lived  in  a  new  house.  My  parents 
wished  me  to  learn  hard  and  wished  me  to  go  to  Hartford.  I  have  been 
in  the  Asylum  three  years  and  a  half.  My  parents  told  me  that  they 
like  the  United  States  better  than  Germany,  because  it  is  more  civilized.

OUR   WORLD. 

God  created  the  world  in  six  days.  It  is  about  six  thousand  years  old. 
The  earth  is  smaller  than  the  sun,  but  larger  than  the  moon.  The  sun 
attracts  it,  but  the  earth  attracts  the  moon.  The  surface  or  outside  of 
the  earth  is  made  up  of  land  and  water.  The  portion  of  water  on  the 
surface  of  it  is  larger  than  the  portion  of  land.  Fire  is  in  the  interior, 
and  we  and  all  people  are  on  the  crust.  If  we  should  break  a  large  piece 
of  the  crust,  we  should  fall  into  the  fire  and  be  burned  to  death.  The 
population  of  the  earth  is  about  one  thousand  millions  of  inhabitants* 
They  are  composed  of  diversities  or  varieties  of  people,  as  Caucasians, 
Indians,  Malays,  Mongolians,  Ethiopians  and  Esquimaux.  Their  lan- 
guages are  diversified  or  different.  The  Western  Continent  is  smaller 
than  the  Eastern  Continent.  I  like  to  live  in  the  Western  hemisphere 
better  than  the  Eastern  hemisphere,  because  I  should  be  captured,  killed, 
or  put  in  prison  there.  But  I  dont  desire  this.  The  earth  is  divided  into 
six  grand  divisions,  viz:  North  America,  South  America,  Europe,  Asia, 
Africa  and  Oceanica.  I  like  to  live  in  the  United  States,  my  own  dear 
native  country,  better  than  other  grand  divisions,  because  this  country  is 
more  enlightened  than  they.  The  earth  includes  a  great  number  of 
mountains,  volcanoes,  plains,  islands,  rivers,  lakes  and  seas.  It  abounds 
in  beautiful  scenery.  God  clothes  it  with  clouds,  vapors,  snow  and  hail.

The  Himalaya  mountains  in  Asia  ;  the  Falls  of  Niagara 
in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  New  York ;  the  Mammoth  Cave  in 
Kentucky ;  the  Natural  Bridge  in  Virginia,  are  the  greatest  curiosities 
and  grandeurs  in  the  world.  Vesuvius  is  the  greatest  wonder.  In  the 
year  49,  or  1784  years  ago,  it  sent  forth  vast  quantities  of  ashes,  stones 
and  lava  into  the  air  ;  they  were  carried  and  dropped  upon  the  cities  of 
Herculaneum  and  Pompeii.

OUR   CIVIL    "WAR. 

I  am  going  to  tell  you  about  the  American  war.  About  two  years  ago 
in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  the  people  first  rebelled  against  the  North- 
erners because  they  wanted  to  break  the  United  States  and  cut  the  com- 
munication with  the  Northerners  and  choose  a  new  President  to  govern 
the  country.  So  the  rebels  caused  the  war  by  shelling  Fort  Sumpter, 
and  they  took  Fort  Sumpter  into  their  possession.  At  the  time  Fort 
Sumpter  was  burning,  many  people  were  looking  at  this  Fort  at  night 
with  mourning  because  the  rebels  would  march  towards  Washington  and 
take  the  Capitol,  and  make  Jeff  Davis  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  But  a  few  days  after  Fort  Sumpter  was  taken  by  the  rebels,  the 
President  sent  for  a  large  army  for  the  defence  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton against  the  rebels.  When  the  rebels  were  marching  towards  Wash- 
ington they  fell,  back  on  account  of  the  strong  guard  around  the  city. 
This  war  was  very  surprising  at  first  because  the  rebels  shelled  Fort 
Sumpter  without  the  Northerners  knowledge  about  the  war.  We  shall 
call  Jeff"  Davis  a  disgraceful  traitor  for  ever.  He  will  never  be  honored 
by  loyal  people  any  more.  A  large  number  of  people  are  now  in  distress 
for  the  loss  of  their  husbands,  friends,  brothers  and  relations  in  the  great 
battles.  They  who  are  dead  in  the  battle-fields  will  never  come  back 
again  to  see  their  homes,  their  parents  and  relations.  It  is  very  dreadful 
to  see  the  soldiers  *whose  bodies  are  broken  and  wounded  and  dead,  lying 
on  the  battle-field.  But  they  are  worthy  to  be  praised  for  their  bravery 
in  defending  us  from  the  enemy.  Yet  our  troops  often  shoot  the  rebel* 
sharply  through  their  hearts  with  bullets,  and  they  successfully  take  many- 
strong  fortifications  from  the  enemy.     It  is  probable  that  many  distin- 
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guished  generals  nave  been  killed  in  the  battles.  I  think  the  war  will 
•not  continue  for  a  long  time.  When  the  great  rebellion  will  be  put 
down  the  President  will  free  all  the  slaves  in  the  Southern  States ;  then 
the  United  States  will  be  better  than  it  used  to  be.  The  slaves  must  be 
freed  from  their  slavery  as  well  as  the  other  people  and  paid  for  their 
labor  as  we  are  paid  by  our  employers,  but  the  masters  of  the  slaves  often 
punish  them  with  cruelty  and  they  have  no  feelings  toward  the  poor, 
ignorant  slaves.  Perhaps  they  are  much  distressed  in  their  slavery  by 
working  very  hard  all  the  time  in  summer  and  winter.  Remember  that 
General  Butler  said  it  was  right  to  keep  the  slaves  still  in  their  work  be- 
fore the  civil  war ;  but  when  he  captured  New  Orleans  then  he  pitied 
the  poor  slaves  and  freed  them.  J.   O.  D.

ABOUT   MY   TRAVELS. 

A  long  while  ago  when  I  was  a  little  girl,  my  father  and  I  went  to  the 
city  of  Boston  and  visited  at  Mr.  Kasson's  and  staid  for  one  day  and  left 
there  for  Manchester,  New  Hampshire.  We  rode  in  the  cars  for  Man- 
chester and  arrived  at  the  depot  in  the  night.  Then  my  father  asked  a 
driver  to  let  us  ride  in  the  coach  to  our  friend's  house  across  the  bridge. 
He  and  I  jumped  out  of  the  coach  and  the  driver  returned  to  the  depot 
again.  We  walked  on  the  way  to  Mr.  B's  house  and  staid  all  night.  In 
the  morning  early  Miss  E.  invited  us  to  see  some  cross  dogs  in  a  cage, 
and  then  a  man  invited  my  father  and  I  to  ride  in  the  wagon  to  the  depot, 
and  the  man  went  away.  By  and  by  the  cars  came  to  the  depot,  so  my 
father  and  I  rode  in  the  cars  and  arrived  at  Wells  River,  Vt.  We  went 
home.  Afterwards  my  father,  mother,  and  I  rode  in  a  large  wagon  to 
Mr.  McLure's  and  staid  for  a  short  time  and  found  that  his  daughter  So- 
phronia  was  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl,  that  sat  on  a  chair  near  the  window. 
I  was  much  afraid  of  them.  Then  my  parents  and  I  went  home.  After- 
wards my  father  and  I  went  to  Boston  again.  We  rode  in  the  cars;  my 
father  walked  about  in  the  cars,  and  I  was  alone.  A  stranger  lady  looked 
at  me  for  a  long  while  and  gave  five  or  ten  cents  to  me.  I  was  very  glad 
but  some  ashamed  because  of  the  lady.  By  and  by  a  man  gave  one  or 
two  dollars  to  me.  I  thanked  him.  I  will  remember  this.  Father  and 
I  went  to  the  depot  and  went  to  Mr.  Kasson's  and  knocked  at  the  door  in 
the  dark.  But  Mr.  Kasson  did  not  open  the  door,  but  we  found  a  man 
who  told  my  father  that  Mr.  Kasson  and  his  family  were  gone.  So  my 
father  and  I  went  to  the  hotel  and  staid  all  night.  In  the  morning  we 
went  to  Mr.  Kasson's  and  knocked  at  the  door  and  found  Miss  Lavinia 
who  opened  the  door  and  invited  us  to  enter  her  house,  and  we  staid  for 
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some  days.  My  father  and  I  went  to  Manchester,  N.  H.  again,  and  staid 
all  night.  In  the  early  morning  we  rode  in  the  driver's  coach  and  hur- 
ried to  the  depot.  By  and  by  the  cars  came,  so  my  father  and  I  rode  in 
the  cars  to  the  depot  of  Wells  River,  Vermont,  all  safe.  We  then  went 
home.

FLOWERS. 

There  are  many  thousand  different  kinds  of  beautiful  flowers  in  the 
world.  It  is  wonderful  that  God  created  many  various  colored  flowers 
in  the  gardens  and  beautiful  scenery.  Unless  it  rains,  the  flowers, 
grass,  grain  and  trees  will  wither,  but  God  causes  rain  on  them  which 
are  growing  very  rapidly.  We  ought  to  thank  our  heavenly  Father  for 
his  goodness  and  kindness  in  giving  us  them,  for  it  is  so  pleasant  walking 
and  sitting  under  the  shady  trees,  and  the  grass  is  very  nice  and  as  green 
as  a  carpet  of  velvet,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  smell  the  perfume  of  the  beau- 
tiful bouquets.

To  Gov.  Andrew,  of  Massachusetts. 

I  am  a  deaf  pupil,  not  a  deaf-mute,  of  this  Asylum,  and  you  will  no 
doubt  be  very  much  surprised  to  receive  a  letter  from  me,  but  it  is  my 
teacher's  request,  although  I  am  a  poor  writer. 
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Before  I  came  to  this  Asylum  I  lived  in  Beverly,  Mass.     When  I  was 
nine  years  old  a  severe  sickness  deprived  me  of  my  hearing.     A  few 
years  after  this  my  father  applied  to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  for 
permission  to  send  me  here  upon  the  bounty  of  the  State.     He  obtained 
permission  and  soon  after  this  I  was  sent  here.     As  I  had  been  to  school 
before,  I  was  enabled  to  join  a  higher  class  than  if  I  had  never  been  to 
school  before.     My  teacher's  name  is  J.  L.  Noyes.     I  study  arithmetic, 
grammar  of  composition,  ancient  history,  natural  philosophy,  and  a  scrip- 
ture question-book  on  Sundays.     When  I  was  at  home  I  could  not  learn 
much,  but  now  that  I  am  here  I  learn  very  easily  every  day.     I  hope 
that  when  I  leave  this  Asylum  I  shall  have  a  good  education  and  shall  be 
able  to  do  some  good  in  the  world.     I  hope  that  our  troops  will  take 
Charleston.     I  have  two  cousins  in  the  army  ;  one  of  them  has  been  in 
several  battles  and  has  not  been  injured  at  all.     He  enlisted  a  year  or  so 
ago  for  three  years,  and  he  will  probably  be  in  a  good  many  more  battles 
before  that  time  expires.     I  hope  he  will  not  be  hurt.     I  suppose  you 
know  that  there  are  three  work-shops  here,  viz:  the   tailor's-shop  for 
little  boys  ;  the  cabinet-shop  and  shoe-shop  for  large  boys.     I  do  not  work 
at  all,  but  play  and  study  all  the  time.     I  should  like  to  work  in  the 
tailor's-shop,  but  my  parents  and  Mr.  Turner   do  not  think  it  best. 
There  are  thirty  girls  from  Massachusetts,  and  fifty  boys ;  making  in  all 
eighty  boys  and  girls.     I  believe  Massachusetts  has  sent  the  most  pupils 
to  this  Asylum  of  all  the  other  States  of  New  England.     When  I  first 
came  here  I  sat  all  the  forenoon  with  the  new  pupils  up  in  the  chapel, 
while  one  of  the  teachers  wrote  the  names  of  animals  upon  the  large 
slate.     I  did  not  think  this  very  pleasant.     In  a  few  days  I  was  removed 
and  placed  in  Mr.  S's  class.     I  liked  him  and  thought  him  a  very  kind 
teacher,  but  he  soon  placed  me  in  the  class  in  which  I  now  am.     I  did  not 
like  it  at  first,  but  I  soon  got  used  to  it,  and  I  now  think  it  excels  all  the 
other  classes  except  Mr.  S's.     I  hope  you  will  like  this  little  letter.

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  MY  ILLNESS. 
On  Saturday  evening,  December  13th,  1862,  my  health  was  really 
good,  and  I  enjoyed  playing  with  some  girls  by  putting  first  the  names 
of  the  boys  and  girls  and  then  asking  the  girls,  "  Do  you  like  or  hate  him  ? 
and  what  do  you  think  about  him ■?'-'  We  enjoyed  it  and  laughed  much 
and  then  it  was  our  time  to  go  to  bed.  We  went  up  stairs  and  I  un- 
dressed myself  but  soon  I  felt  a  little  chilly  and  got  into  my  bed  quickly 
for  fear  I  might  get  cold.     I  slept  very  soundly  all  night.     The  next 
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morning  I  was  called  to  get  up  but  I  felt  not  well  and  lay  down  again. 
While  the  boys  and  girls  were  eating,  I  thought  to  myself  I  must  get  up, 
and  then  I  got  up  patiently  and  dressed  myself  in  a  great  hurry  and  went 
down  stairs,  feeling  weak,  into  the  hospital,  and  lay  on  a  lounge.  After 
breakfast  Miss  Hull  came  and  called  me  and  asked  me,  "  Do  you  want  to 
eat  breakfast  ?"  I  replied  I  did'nt  want  to  and  slept  again  all  day.  Soon 
the  doctor  came  to  see  me.  In  the  evening  I  was  growing  sick  and  was 
confined  in  bed  and  grew  very  sick.  Mrs.  Bacon,  the  daughter  of  our 
Principal,  wrote  a  letter  to  my  mother,  and  told  her  that  I  was  very  sick, 
and  told  her  to  come  here  and  see  me.  In  a  few  days  she  wrote  another 
letter  to  my  mother  but  she  passed  the  letter  and  had  not  received  it. 
She  came  in  this  Asylum  and  went  up  stairs  to  Mrs.  White's  parlor. 
Miss  Clapp  welcomed  her  into  the  parlor,  but  she  did'nt  know  that  lady 
was  my  mother.  My  mother  told  her  that  she  was  the  mother  of  me. 
Miss  Clapp  ran,  telling  Miss  Greenlaw  that  lady  was  the  mother  of  Miss 
L.  L.  Miss  Greenlaw  came  in  and  told  her  to  take  off  her  bonnet> 
cloak,  furs,  &c.  While  she  was  in  the  parlor  she  was  glad  to  hear  that 
I  was  a  little  better  and  wept.  Before  she  came  here,  Mrs.  White  told 
me  that  my  mother  would  come  and  see  me  perhaps,  and  I  was  frightened. 
.When  she  was  arrived  here,  Miss  Hull  told  me  that  my  mother  was  now 
in  the  hotel.  And  I  told  her  I  wanted  to  see  her,  and  she  told  me  she 
would  soon  come  and  see  me.  My  mother  came  and  opened  the  door 
gently,  and  I  turned  and  looked  at  her,  and  soon  I  screamed  and  stretched 
my  hands  to  her  and  she  came  and  kissed  me  several  times,  and  we  both 
wept.  I  was  greatly  rejoiced  to  see  her.  How  thankful  she  was  to  come 
and  take  care  of  me.  Almost  every  noon  and  afternoon  my  dear  brother 
came  to  see  me  and  told  me  the  news.  While  I  slept  in  my  bed,  how 
kind  my  mother  was  to  take  good  care  of  me  all  night,  and  when  I  awoke 
in  the  ni^ht  and  told  her  I  wanted  some  water,  how  kind  and  willing  my 
mother  was  to  get  up  and  give  me  drink.  Some  days  after  I  was  sad- 
dened for  my  mother  was  going  home  on  that  day,  and  she  asked  me  for 
what  I  was  sobbing.  I  made  no  reply.  But  she  told  me  that  she  must 
o-o  home.  When  I  saw  my  mother  putting  on  her  bonnet,  cloak  and  furs 
I  felt  very  bad,  and  she  began  to  open  the  door  for  she  wished  to  see 
Mrs.  White.  Suddenly  thick  tears  came  on  my  cheeks,  and  also  my 
mother  wept  much  and  kissed  me  several  times  and  went  away.  Miss 
Isham  tried  to  comfort  me  but  she  could'nt  do  it,  when  I  thought  about 
my  dearest  mother  I  wept  sometimes.  In  a  few  weeks  I  began  to  come 
to  school  again  to  learn.  Some  persons  in  this  Asylum  thought  that  God 
chose  Miss  Barker  to  die  instead  of  me.  I  thank  Him  for  his  kindness 
in  causing  me  to  recover  again.

The  southerners  are  suffering  for  there  is  war  there,  and  be- 
fore the  war  began  the  south  had  plenty  of  cotton  and  provisions,  but  they 
have  not  now.  They  are  naughty  and  cruel  to  their  poor  slaves.  O 
what  a  different  country  it  is  from  the  north,  that  lives  happily  and 
peacefully.  There  are  plenty  of  fruits  and  provisions  here,  that  we  can 
get  as  we  want.

There  are  a  great  many  excellent  schools  in  some  parts  of  the  world, 
especially  in  the  United  States,  England  and  Prussia.  Some  free  schools 
were  first  established  in  New  England  by  the  Puritans,  who  came  from 
England.  There  are  a  great  many  good  schools  in  New  England  now, 
and  some  of  them  are  colleges  and  high  schools.  A  new  school  for  the 
deaf  and  dumb  was  first  formed  in  Hartford,  by  Mr.  Gallaudet,  and  soon 
other  schools  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  were  built  in  the  United  States, 
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There  are  now  twenty-two  institutions  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  since  the 
establishment  of  the  American  Institution  at  Hartford. 

We  must  be  very  sorry  for  the  poor  children  in  the  heathen  lands,  who 
have  no  schools  and  no  teachers  as  we  have  in  Christian  lands,  but  I 
am  glad  to  hear  that  the  good  people  sent  out  some  missionaries  to  distant 
lands  to  teach  the  heathens  who  know  nothing  of  God  and  the  Saviour 
who  died  to  save  sinners.  The  good  missionaries  have  opened  schools 
for  poor  children  in  some  parts  of  the  heathen  lands,  and  their  wives  and 
other  female  missionaries  have  schools  for  the  girls.  Some  of  the  mission- 
aries and  their  wives  kindly  received  some  poor  little  orphans  besides 
many  children  who  have  been  almost  put  to  death.  Some  British  soldiers 
found  many  little  miserable  children  who  were  in  a  starving  condition 
and  had  no  kind  parents  to  take  care  of  them,  and  sent  them  to  the  mis- 
sion stations  to  be  taken  care  of  and  brought  up  in  the  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ.  How  happy  the  poor  heathen  children  must  be  when  they  are 
kindly  received  into  the  missionary  schools  to  be  taught  about  God  and 
the  Saviour.  Many  of  the  poor  children  become  converted  and  love 
God,  who  have  been  so  kind  to  them. 

I  am  deeply  interested  in  reading  the  Youth's  Day  Spring,  for  it  is  full 
of  stories  about  mission  schools,  and  also  1  like  to  read  many  letters  from 
missionaries  in  distant  lands.  Many  good  children  in  the  United  States 
who  love  God,  put  their  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  in  order  to 
save  money  to  purchase  Bibles  for  the  poor  children,  that  may  be  the 
means  of  raising  them  from  earth  to  heaven.  If  you  put  your  money 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  you  are  sure  it  does  so  much  good  to  those 
who  are  far  away  and  have  no  schools,  no  teachers  and  no  kind  parents 
to  teach  them  about  the  Saviour. 

I  know  it  is  much  better  to  put  some  money  in  the  missionary  box 
than  to  buy  nice  things  and  candies.  We  should  remember  the  word  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  how  he  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive."  I  am  much  pleased  that  a  great  many  of  men  become  mission- 
aries and  go  into  South  America,  the  South  Seas,  China,  India,  and  other 
countries,  to  raise  precious  immortal  souls  from  earth  to  heaven. 

I  hope  that  the  heathen  lands  will  be  blessed  with  missionaries  and 
Bibles.  We  are  glad  to  hope  that  a  great  many  of  the  heathen  children

THIS    LITTLE  COMPOSITION  IS  ABOUT  THE  UTILITY  OF  A  KNOWLEDGE 
OF  ANATOMY  TO  ARTISTS. 

Anatomy  does  not  relate  entirely  to  internal  forms ;  the  greater  part  of 
it  is  about  external  forms.  It  describes  the  causes  of  forms  and  the 
arrangemen  t  of  the  bones  and  muscles.  Numerous  artists  have  sadly  neg- 
lected the  study  of  anatomy. 

They  have  ridiculed  it  as  an  art  of  no  utility  to  them.  How  can  they 
boast  themselves  as  artists  without  a  good  knowledge  of  the  causes  of 
forms  ?  They  are  like  students  who  know  neither  Latin  or  Greek  or 
other  science,  but  still  boast  themselves  as  students. 
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They  ought  to  be  acquainted  with  the  organization  of  the  skeleton,  and 
the  places  of  the  muscles  and  their  various  motions. 

Some  medical  professors  teach  artistic  anatomy  with  a  dissected  body 
on  the  table,  without  ever  directing  the  attention  of  the  students  to  the 
development  of  the  muscles  in  their  various  motions. 

When  the  course  is  finished  the  students  copy  two  or  more  dissected 
figures  and  imagine  themselves  to  thoroughly  understand  the  anatomy  of 
form,  and  to  have  completed  their  anatomical  studies. 

It  is  a  fatal  confidence ! 

The  sad  results  will  follow  in  their  future  aims  and  works.  They  also 
devote  their  time  to  the  study  of  the  dead,  instead  of  the  living  figure, 
which  is  liable  to  ruin  them  for  life  as  artists.  Because  the  dead  is  ex- 
tremely different  from  the  living  form.  The  muscles  are  very  different 
in  their  external  appearances. 

When  a  student  dissects  any  dead  body  to  examine  the  muscles,  he 
destroys  their  coverings,  so  its  natural  form  disappears.  The  student 
should  avoid  drawing  from  dissected  figures  frequently,  as  it  may  influence 
him  in  his  works  in  respect  to  the  sharpness  and  stiffness  of  the  outline  of 
the  muscles.  Such  cases  have  been  often  seen  in  the  works  of  common 
artists.

THE  PROGRESS  OF   REPUBLICAN   IDEAS. 

This  is  the  age  of  iron  and  steam,  and  it  may  emphatically  be  added 
of  republicanism.  When  we  look  back  upon  the  last  century  we  are 
struck  with  astonishment  at  the  rapid  progress  of  science  and  art,  but  we 
have  still  more  cause  to  be  astonished  at  the  rapid  development  of  popular 
institutions,  whose  gigantic  growth  has  filled  the  aristocrats  of  the  old 
world  with  alarm,  for  they  see  that  the  end  of  their  power  is  fast  ap- 
proaching. 

Previous  to  the  American  Revolution  there  had  been  no  republic  of 
any  consequence,  and  the  world  was  bound  hand  and  foot  in  the  fetters 
of  despotism;  but  since  the  establishment  of  popular  government  in 
America  the  eyes  of  the  world  have  been  opened,  and  a  longing  desire 
for  civil  liberty  has  sprung  up  in  the  breasts  of  the  people  of  all  civilized 
countries,  and  that  desire  has  grown  and  gathered  strength  with  the  in- 
creasing power  of  the  great  Republic  of  the  North — the  fountain  head  of 
all  civil  and  political  liberty. 

During  the  last  few  years  we  have  witnessed  the  most  determined 
efforts  among  the  people  of  other  countries  to  establish  popular  govern- 
ment, which  have  only  been  put  down  by  the  armed  legions  of  despotism 
only  to  break  out  anew  like  the  pent  up  fires  of  a  volcano.     Already  the 
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heroic  Poles  have  risen  in  their  strength  to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  Russian 
despotism.  Bleeding  Italy  has  yielded  once  more  to  Austrian  bayonets, 
conquered  but  not  crushed  ;  and  the  gallant  Hungarians,  trampled  into 
the  dust  by  the  united  legions  of  despotic  Russia  and  tyrannical  Austria, 
have  bowed  the  neck  to  the  yoke  again,  but  though  conquered  they  are 
not  annihilated.  Notwithstanding  their  heroic  Kossuth  has  been  gath- 
ered to  his  fathers,  they  will  rise  again  in  the  glory  of  their  strength  to 
assert  their  right  to  freedom.  And  thus  it  is  in  France  and  in  Spain. 
All  over  Europe  the  spirit  of  liberty  has  filled  the  masses  of  the  people, 
and  the  kings  that  be  have  granted  concessions  to  keep  the  crowns  on 
their  heads.  Even  the  despot  of  Russia  has  begun  to  yield  to  the  eleva- 
ting influence  of  popular  institutions,  and  the  midnight  gloom  of  ignor- 
ance and  barbarism  which  envelops  the  masses  is  slowly  but  steadily 
rising,  and  the  noonday  light  of  intelligence  and  civilization  is  breaking 
in  on  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  must  be  productive  of  the  greatest 
good  to  the  world  at  large. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  interest  that  we  watch  the  struggles 
of  the  people  of  other  countries  to  obtain  the  liberty  which  we  are  now 
enjoying,  and  we  can  not  but  sympathize  with  them.  The  thought  that 
the  destruction  of  our  glorious  Union  will  forever  deprive  them  of  all 
hope  of  liberty,  should  nerve  us  to  greater  efforts  in  this  the  hour  of  trial 
and  National  peril !

What  is  the  use  of  studying  and  learning  so  much  ?

We  find 
that  the  more  we  learn  the  more  our  minds  are  expanded  and  refined, 
while  our  capacity  for  intellectual  enjoyment,  not  only  in  this  world  but  in 
the  other,  is,  I  think,  greatly  increased,  and  also  our  ability  to  occupy  a 
useful  and  honorable  position  in  life.

That  there  is  not  a  shadow  of  right  in  reducing  a  man  to  a  state  of  ser- 
vitude is  well  known  ;  else  why  has  God  and  even  man  made  such  strin- 
gent laws  against  it  ?  And  would  our  Government  be  so  desirous  of  ex- 
terminating slavery  were  it  not  a  great  social  evil  ?     The  institution  has 
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been  and  continues  to  be  tbe  darkest  blot  on  our  National  character,  and 
the  day  that  sees  the  destruction  of  that  institution  will  be  one  of  the 
brightest  in  our  calendar. 

How  did  armies  break  down  the  walls  of  cities  before  the  invention  of 
gunpowder  ? 

They  employed  a  mechanical  contrivance  called  a  battering  ram, 
which  was  carried  near  the  wall  and  thrust  forward  against  it  repeatedly 
by  soldiers  placed  behind,  until  the  wall  was  shaken  down,  when  they 
could  enter  and  effect  the  capture  of  the  city.

POPULAR    LIBERTY. 

It  has  been  generally  observed  that  those  nations  that  have  existed 
and  enjoyed  some  degree  of  liberty,  were  the  most  intelligent  and  the 
most  highly  civilized.  This  was  the  case  with  the  ancient  Jews,  Greeks 
and  Romans.  The  Greeks  in  particular,  were  at  one  time  the  most  free, 
the  most  intelligent,  and  the  most  powerful  nation  on  the  globe.  And 
why  V  Simply  because  they  were  free  and  held  the  reins  of  government. 
If  this  is  a  fact,  it  is  clearly  evident  that  popular  liberty  is  essential  to  the 
full  and  proper  development  of  the  human  mind.  That  God  designed 
such  a  situation  to  be  the  state  of  nations,  is  plainly  discernible  from  the 
fact  that  when  people  are  free,  they  are  more  given  to  reasoning,  and 
seeking  the  whys  and  wherefores  of  this  and  that ;  and  it  is  well  known 
that  those  who  inquire  into  things  about  them,  are  the  first  and  most 
ready  to  acknowledge  the  existence  of  a  God,  and  to  seek  his  protection. 
Therefore  the  more  a  people  enjoy  the  blessings  of  popular  liberty,  the 
more  will  they  advance  in  science  and  art,  and  the  more  intelligent  and 
righteous  will  they  become. 

That  popular  liberty  has  effected  this  mighty  and  still  progressing 
change,  is  shown  by  the  temples  of  liberty  erected  on  the  overturned 
thrones, and  on  the  ruins  of  ancient  despotism  with  which  Europe  is  filled; 
by  those'despotic  powers  which  are  even  now  trembling  against  the  attacks 
of  the  people  and  soon  must  fall ;  and  by  the  vast  hosts  that  gather  at  the 
ballot-box  in  the  New  World. 

Formerly  emperors  and  kings  used  to  be  masters,  and  the  people 
merely  tools.  Now  the  case  is  reversed,  and  kings  and  rulers,  in  most 
countries,  have  to  do  as  the  people  think  and  dictate.  This  is  the  only 
truly  good  order  of  things ;  for  "  men  are  by  right  and  ought  to  be  free 
and  equal;"  and  it  is  only  by  the  suffrages  of  the  people  that  any  man 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  govern.  When  the  case  is  different,  there  is  gen- 
erally dissatisfaction,1  and  often  anarchy,  bloodshed  and  revolution.  To 
avoid  civil  strife  and  contention  we  must  wait  the  action  and  rely  upon

the  good  sense  of  the  masses,  for  it  is  a  startling  truth  that  many  of  the 
wars  that  have  deluged  the  world  with  blood,  proceeded  from  designing 
and  interested  politicians. 

The  last  few  centuries  have  revealed  many  wonderful  truths,  before 
shrouded  in  mystery  and  gloom.  Truths  which,  had  they  been  brought 
to  light  earlier,  would  have  totally  changed  the  history  of  mankind. 
Truths  which,  had  they  remained  longer  involved  in  mystery,  would 
have  deprived  the  present  generation  of  much  of  the  liberty,  and  many 
of  the  privileges  which  it  is  now  allowed  to  enjoy.  And  what  mighty 
agency  has  enabled  men  to  fathom  the  depths  of  science  and  bring  to 
light  these  truths.  Popular  liberty  has  done  it.  It  has  opened  the  way 
for  the  poor  to  eminence  and  fame ;  and  in  so  doing  it  has  revealed 
many  noble  and  ingenious  minds,  which  would  never  have  been  noticed 
if  it  had  not  come  to  their  relief.  These  men  have  been  the  instruments 
by  which  popular  liberty  has  unfolded  the  wonders  with  which  the  world 
is  filled ;  and  completely  revolutionized  the  false  philosophy  of  ancient 
times. 

Popular  liberty  is  steadily  advancing,  and  its  rapid  strides  are  telling 
wonderfully  upon  the  present  generation.  But  a  short  time  has  elapsed 
since  the  Czar  of  Eussia  liberated  22,000,000  serfs,  and  in  so  doing  has 
set  an  example  before  the  world  which  will  go  down  to  posterity  to  the 
credit  and  honor  of  the  great  Russian  nation.  It  obeyed  the  dictates  of 
humanity,  and  under  the  enlightened  rule  of  the  Czar,  Russia  is  fast  ap- 
proaching a  point  of  civilization  inferior  to  that  of  no  other  nation  on  the 
Eastern  continent.  « 

The  people  of  the  United  States  enjoy  the  blessings  of  liberty  in  a 
greater  degree,  perhaps,  than  any  other  nation  on  the  globe.  And  it 
needs  but  a  glance  to  satisfy  one  that  they  take  the  lead  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  intelligence,  enterprising  industry  and  scientific  improvement. 
The  only  stain  on  the  bright  escutcheon  of  our  country,  is  the  system  of 
slavery  now  practiced  in  the  Southern  States.  Says  the  Declaration  of 
Independence :  "  We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are 
created  equal ;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  in- 
alienable rights ;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness."  What  strange  inconsistency!  Here  men  avow  all  man- 
kind free  and  equal,  and  at  the  same  time  hold  four  millions  of  human 
beings  in  bondage.  We  have  prided  ourselves  on  the  liberties  we  en- 
joyed, and  blamed  other  nations  for  not  following  our  glorious  example. 
We  saw  the  mote  in  our  brother's  eye,  but  would  not  see  the  beam  in 
our  own  eye.  There  is  still  work  for  Popular  Liberty  to  accomplish, 
even  in  this  country  of  boasted  freedom.  Yes,  work  that  it  will  take 
centuries  to  finish  properly !  And  it  is  about  it  already !  for  the  blood 
shed  so  plentifully  in  this  war,  bids  fair  to  wash  away  the  dark  blot  on 
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our  escutcheon,  and  leave  it  so  clear  and  faultless  that  it  may  serve  as  a 
mirror  in  which  other  nations  may  see  their  errors  and  profit  by  the 
vision.  Slavery  in  the  United  States  is  doomed.  Those  who  have 
striven  hardest  to  prevent  its  downfall  have  labored  most  effectively  to 
bring  about  the  very  result  they  have  tried  to  ward  off.  Those  who 
would  vindicate  it  will  soon  be  held  up  to  universal  scorn  and  contempt. 
No  patriot  or  statesman  will  uphold  it ;  no  friend  of  popular  liberty  and 
human  progress  will  stretch  forth  a  hand  to  prevent  its  fall ;  no  philan- 
thropist or  truly  humane  man  will  grieve  at  its  overthrow,  but  rejoice 
and  thank  the  Giver  of  all  good. 

When  the  blessings  conferred  by  popular  liberty  are  fully  appreciated 
by  mankind,  we  may  expect  to  see  more  rapid  revolutions  and  changes. 
When  men  become  more  enlightened,  we  shall  behold  all  nations  free 
and  equal,  and  inhabiting  the  different  parts  of  the  earth  in  harmony 
and  peace. 

When  popular  liberty  extends  from  pole  to  pole,  and  the  art  of  war 
has  been  buried  in  oblivion,  we  may  beholdj  with  unbounded  delight,  all 
human  beings,  from  the  civilized  and  enlightened  European  to  the  Bush- 
men of  South  Africa ;  from  the  enterprising  people  of  the  United  States 
to  the  sluggish  and  bigoted  Asiatic  pagan,  making  rapid  progress  in  sci- 
ence and  art ;  and  enjoying  friendly  intercourse  for  the  benefit  and  im- 
provement of  all. 

When  such  shall  be  the  results  of  the  advancement  of  popular  liberty, 
ought  not  every  friend  of  mankind  to  put  his  shoulder  to  the  wheel,  and 
do  all  that  lies  in  his  power  to  remove  stumbling  blocks  from  the  path, 
and  encourage  others  in  their  efforts  to  accomplish  the  same  end  ? 
Ought  not  every  lover  of  humanity  and  religion  to  aid  with  his  head, 
heart  and  hand,  in  the  cause  ?  And  above  all,  do  not  those  who  would 
oppose  the  extinction  of  slavery,  deserve  to  be  held  up  to  public  odium 
and  contempt  ?  J.  B.  H. 


TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS. 


I.  The  Asylum  will  provide  for  each  pupil,  board,  lodging  and  wash- 
ing; the  continual  superintendence  of  health,  conduct,  manners  and 
morals;  fuel,  lights,  stationery  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the 
school-room;  for  which,  including  tuition,  there  will  be  an  annual 
charge  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

II.  In  case  of  sickness,  the  necessary  extra  charges  will  be  made. 

III.  No  deduction  from  the  above  charge  will  be  made  on  account  of 
vacation  or  absence,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

IV.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance,  for  the 
punctual  fulfillment  of  which  a  satisfactory  bond  will  be  required. 

Y.  Each  person  applying  for  admission,  must  be  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  twenty-five  years ;  must  be  of  a  good  natural  intellect ; 
capable  of  forming  and  joining  letters  with  a  pen,  legibly  and  correctly ; 
free  from  any  immoralities  of  conduct,  and  from  any  contagious  disease. 


Applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Legislative  appropriations  in  the 
States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  should  be  made  to 
the  Secretaries  of  those  States  respectively,  stating  the  name  and  age  of 
the  proposed  beneficiary,  and  the  circumstances  of  his  parent  or  guar- 
dian. Applications  as  above  should  be  made  in  Vermont,  Hhode  Island, 
and  Connecticut,  respectively,  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the 
State.  In  all  cases,  a  certificate  from  two  or  more  of  the  Selectmen, 
Magistrates,  or  other  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  township  or  place  to 
which  the  applicant  belongs,  should  accompany  the  application. 

Those,  applying  for  the  admission  of  paying  pupils,  may  address  their 
letters  to  the  Principal  of  the  Asylum ;  and  on  all  letters  from  him  re- 
specting the  pupils  postage  will  be  charged. 

The  time  for  admitting  pupils  is  the  third  Wednesday  of  September, 
and  at  no  other  time  in  the  year.  Punctuality  in  this  respect  is  very 
important,  as  it  can  not  be  expected  that  the  progress  of  a  whole  class 
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should  be  retarded  on  account  of  a  pupil  who  joins  it  after  its  formation. 
Such  a  pupil  must  suffer  the  inconvenience  and  the  loss. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  friends  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  to 
have  them  taught  how  to  write  a  fair  and  legible  hand  before  they  come 
to  the  Asylum.  This  can  be  easily  done,  and  it  prepares  them  to  make 
greater  and  more  rapid  improvement. 

When  a  pupil  is  sent  to  the  Asylum,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent 
or  some  friend  who  can  give  the  necessary  information  concerning  him, 
he  should  bring  a  written  statement  as  to  his  name  in  full;  the  names  of 
his  parents,  of  all  their  children  in  the  order  of  their  age,  and  whether 
the  parents  were  related  before  marriage ;  the  time  and  place  of  his 
birth  ;  the  place  of  his  residence  ;  whether  he  was  born  deaf,  and  if  not 
what  caused  his  deafness ;  whether  he  has  deaf-mute  relatives ;  also  the 
name  and  direction  of  the  person  to  whom  letters  concerning  him  may 
be  addressed.  He  should  be  well  clothed;  that  is,  he  should  have  both 
summer  and  winter  clothing  enough  to  last  one  year,  and  be  furnished 
with  a  list  of  the  various  articles,  each  of  which  should  be  marked.  A 
small  sum  of  money  should  also  be  deposited  with  the  steward  of  the 
Asylum,  for  the  personal  expenses  of  the  pupil  not  otherwise  provided 
for. 

Careful  attention  to  these  suggestions  is  quite  important. 

There  is  but  one  vacation  in  a  year.  It  begins  on  the  third  Wednes- 
day of  July,  and  closes  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  September ;  when  it 
is  expected  that  every  pupil  will  return  punctually. 

On  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  Vacation,  an  officer  of  the 
Asylum  will  accompany  such  pupils  as  are  to  travel  upon  the  railroads 
between  Hartford  and  Boston,  taking  care  of  them  and  their  baggage,  on 
condition  that  their  friends  will  make  timely  provision  for  their  expenses 
on  the  way,  and  engage  to  meet  and  receive  them  immediately  on  the 
arrival  of  the  early  train  at  the  various  points  on  the  route  previously 
agreed  on,  and  at  the  station  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad,  in 
Boston.  A  similar  arrangement  is  made  on  the  Connecticut  River  Rail- 
roads, as  far  as  to  White  River  Junction,  No  person  will  be  sent  from 
the  Asylum  to  accompany  the  pupils  on  their  return ;  but  if  their  fare  is 
paid  and  their  trunks  checked  to  Hartford,  it  will  be  safe  to  send  them 
in  charge  of  the  conductor.

For  the  information  of  the  parents  of  our  pupils  and 
other  correspondents  of  the  Asylum,  it  may  be  proper  to 
state,  that  since  our  annual  meeting,  Mr.  Turner  has  re- 
signed his  place  as  Principal,  and  will  be  succeeded  on  the 
first  of  August,  by  Rev.  Collins  Stone,  to  whom  all  letters 
respecting  the  Institution  should  be  addressed  after  that 
date. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Records  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  will  explain  more  distinctly  the  changes  contem- 
plated. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  American  Asylum 
at  Hartford,  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb,  held  at  their  office  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  on 
Wednesday  the  20th  day  of  May,  1863,  at  Tj  o'clock  P.  M. 

Hon.  William  W.  Ellsworth,  President,  presiding.  The 
following  letter  from  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Turner,  Principal  of 
the  Asylum  was  read,  resigning  his  office. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Asylum. 
Gentlemen, 

It  has  quite  recently  come  to  my  knowledge  that  the  expenses  of  this 
Institution  have  for  a  few  years  past  exceeded  its  income,  and  that  your 
Board  at  a  late  meeting  appointed  a  Committee  to  devise  a  plan  of  re- 
trenchment so  as  to  bring  its  expenditures  within  its  means.  Feeling  as 
much  interested  in  effecting  so  desirable  an  end  as  any  of  its  officers  can 
do,  I  am  led  to  consider  what  can  be  done  for  this  purpose  in  the  depart- 
ment of  instruction  committed  to  my  care.  The  number  of  well-qualified 
teachers  who  now  receive  the  maximum  salary  is  greater  than  it  has 
ever  been  before,  and  no  considerable  retrenchment  can  be  made  here 
without  a  reduction  of  their  number.  Believing  that  no  one  of  them  can 
so  conveniently  retire  as  myself,  I  therefore  voluntarily  offer  to  relinquish 
my  situation  as  Principal,  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object.  I  feel 
that  under  any  circumstances  my  connection  with  this  Institution  could 
not  continue  much  longer.  I  am  reminded  by  the  fact  that  more  than 
forty-two  years  of  my  life  have  been  spent  in  its  service,  that  old  age  is 
upon  me,  and  that  my  term  of  active  duty  is  drawing  to  a  close.  I  can 
not,  however,  resign  my  place  and  consent  to  the  sundering  of  the  many 
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ties  which  bind  me  to  it,  without  pangs  of  deep  regret.  I  can  not  do  so 
without  expressing  to  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  forbearance  shown  me  during  the  long  time  I  have  been  in  your  ser- 
vice, and  giving  you  the  assurance  of  my  best  wishes  for  your  welfare, 
and  of  my  prayers  for  the  future  usefulness  and  prosperity  of  the  Institu- 
tion. Very  respectfully  yours,

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Turner  was  accepted,  to  take 
effect  August  1st,  1863. 

It  was  also  unanimously 

Voted,  That  the  Directors  can  not  accept  the  resignation 
of  Rev.  W.  W.  Turner,  Principal  of  the  Asylum,  without 
recording  their  deep  sense  of  the  obligations  which  this 
Institution,  its  officers  and  pupils  owe  to  him.  For  over 
forty-two  years  he  has  been  connected  with  the  Asylum  as 
teacher  and  Principal.  This  long  continuance  in  office 
itself  demonstrates  the  eminent  fitness  of  Mr.  Turner  for 
his  position.  But  we  can  speak  from  personal  knowledge 
of  the  ability  and  qualifications  of  Mr.  Turner.  We  have 
known  how  beneficial  his  uniform  Christian  influence  has . 
been  among  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  their  friends.  We 
have  seen  his  willingness  to  exert  himself  to  the  utmost  in 
every  department  of  instruction  and  supervision.  We 
have  noticed  with  what  patience,  faithfulness  and  prudence 
he  has  discharged  his  manifold  duties.  We  have  constant- 
ly availed  ourselves  of  his  sound  judgment,  and  have  expe- 
rienced in  our  intercourse  with  him  the  most  cordial  co- 
operation and  unfailing  courtesy. 

We  offer  to  Mr.  Turner  on  his  retirement  our  sincere 
wishes  for  his  prolonged  health  and  happiness.

MANAGERS'  REPORT  TO  THE  DIRECTORS. 


The  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Insane  Retreat,  in  a 
review  of  the  affairs  of  the  past  year,  or  in  looking  at  its 
present  condition,  find  no  very  marked  features  to  report. 

The  Institution  is  in  a  quiet  and  unpretending  manner,  we 
think,  unquestionably  fulfilling  the  benevolent  and  useful 
objects  of  its  founders. 

The  unfortunate  class  of  persons  for  whose  benefit  it  was 
designed,  have  here  all  the  means  and  appliances  which  medi- 
cal science  and  skill,  with  a  long  experience  on  the  part  of 
our  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Physician  can  give,  both 
of  whom  have  made  the  various  forms  of  mental  disease  a 
speciality  for  many  years. 

Having  a  fine  location,  with  spacious  grounds,  which  are 
both  ornamental  and  useful,  and  with  the  recent  additions  of 
museum,  bowling  saloon  and  amusement  hall,  for  the  re- 
creation of  the  patients,  they  have  all  the  advantages  which 
it  is  at  present  in  the  power  of  the  Directors  to  afford  them. 

Further  improvements  for  rendering  the  Hospital  buildings 
more  commodious  and  useful,  and  for  giving  them  a  more 
cheerful  aspect,  both  externally  and  internally,  and  to  which 
allusion  was  made  by  the  Managers  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing, have  not  been  lost  sight  of,  but  on  the  contrary  have 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  committee. 

In  pursuance  of  this  object  they  have  procured  plans  from 
Mr.  Vaux,  an  architect  of  reputation  in  New  York,  for  the 
remodeling  and  enlargement  of  the  buildings.  They  have 
also  obtained  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  but  owing  to 
the  state  of  our  funds  and  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  build- 
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ing  the  present  year,  we  can  not  now  recommend  proceeding 
to  the  immediate  execution  of  the  plans. 

We  regret  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hooker,  owing  to  ill  health, 
has  felt  obliged  to  resign  the  office  of  Chaplain,  the  duties  of 
which  he  has  faithfully  performed  for  many  years. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Spring  has  been  selected  as  his  successor, 
and  is  discharging  the  duties  of  his  appointment  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  Steward,  as  usual,  attends  carefully  to  the  business 
affairs  of  the  Institution,  and  all  the  attendants  and  subordi- 
nates appear  to  fill  their  places  in  a  manner  deserving  of 
commendation.

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  Retreat  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  was  221.  During  the  year  170  have  been 
admitted,  and  160  have  been  discharged,  making  the  whole 
number  under  treatment  for  the  year  391.  Of  these  184  were 
males,  and  207  were  females,  leaving  in  the  Institution  at  this 
time  231  patients,  of  whom  112  are  males,  and  119  females. 
Of  the  160  patients  discharged,  72  had  recovered,  45  were 
more  or  less  improved,  15  were  not  improved,  and  28  died. 
Of  the  deaths,  two  were  from  general  debility,  four  from  ex- 
haustion from  acute  mania,  three  from  simple  diarrhea,  four 
from  phthisis,  two  from  erysipelas,  two  from  paralysis,  two 
from  epilepsy,  three  from  simple  exhaustion,  two  from  dis- 
ease of  the  brain,  and  one  each  from  chronic  diarrhea, 
general  paralysis,  suicide,  and  disease  of  liver. 

The  greatest  number  of  patients  in  the  Retreat  on  any  one 
day,  was  239,  the  least  number  210;  the  daily  average  for  the 
year  was  222. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  into  the  Institution 
since  its  opening  in  1824,  is  4,080. 

Of  the  3,849  who  have  been  discharged  during  the  same 
period,  1,931  or  over  50  per  cent,  have  recovered,  and  421,  or 
10.09  per  cent,  have  died.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  tables,  that  through  the  favor  of  a 
Merciful  Providence,  the  year  has  been  one  of  general  pros- 
perity and  quiet  progress. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Institution  direct,  "  that  the  Superin- 
tendent shall  annually  prepare  for  publication,  a  Report  de- 
tailing the  number  of  patients  at  the  Retreat,  the  number 
admitted  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  recoveries  and 
deaths,  and  shall  embody  in  it  such  other  information  respect- 
ing the  patients  and  the  Institution,  as  will  enable  the  public 
to  have  a  full  understanding  of  the  condition  of  the  Retreat, 
and  its  success  in  restoring  to  health  those  admitted  to  it." 
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After  complying  with  the  above  requisition  of  the  By-Laws, 
I  have  added  to  my  previous  Reports,  from  time  to  time,  such 
brief  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  insanity,  its  origin,  progress 
and  treatment,  upon  the  management  and  necessities  of  Lu- 
natic Asylums,  and  the  results  which  we  should  aim  to  attain, 
as  have  been  suggested  to  me  by  my  experience  and  observa- 
tion. 

I  have  done  this  in  the  belief,  that  there  was  no  other  so 
good  way  to  reach  the  public  mind, — no  other  so  efficient 
means  of  influencing  public  sentiment.  And  it  is  upon  this 
enlightened  public  sentiment  that  we  are  to  rely,  not  only  for 
the  impulse  to  progress,  but  for  the  means  of  progression. 

These  subjects  were  considered  somewhat  in  full  and  in 
some  connection  throughout  the  four  last  reports,  the  85th, 
86th,  37th,  and  38th,  very  briefly,  as  a  matter  of  expediency, 
and  as  the  best  way  of  securing  their  perusal.  Copies  of  these 
Reports  can  still  be  obtained,  and  I  would  refer  those  interest- 
ed in  our  views  upon  these  subjects,  to  them. 

At  the  present  time,  I  know  of  no  better  way  to  promote 
the  object  I  have  thus  had  in  view,  than  by  quoting  from  an 
admirable  article  upon  "  Insanity  and  Hospitals  for  the  In- 
sane," prepared  for  the  "  National  Almanac,"  by  Pliny  Earle, 
M.  D. 

Dr.  Earle  is  one  of  the  veterans  in  this  speciality,  and  his 
statements  and  opinions  are  always  received  by  the  profession, 
at  least,  with  entire  confidence  and  great  respect.  The  whole 
article  is  one  of  great  merit,  and  is  deserving  of  the  widest 
circulation. 

I  would  earnestly  commend  it,  as  found  in  that  admirable 
periodical,  as  worthy  of  the  greatest  respect  and  consideration. 

The  article  in  question,  is  based  upon  the  returns  made  in 
the  Census  of  1860,  of  the  number  of  the  insane  and  the 
idiotic  in  the  several  States  and  Territories. 

We  learn  from  the  Table  into  which  Dr.  Earle  has  conden- 
sed the  returns  of  the  census,  that  the  whole  number  of  the 
insane  in  the  United  States  and  Territories,  is  23,999,  and  the 
whole  number  of  idiots  is  18,865.  The  proportion  of  the 
insane  in  our  population  is  therefore  one  to  every  1,310,  and 
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the  proportion  of  the  idiotic,  is  one  to  every  1,667  of  the 
inhabitants, 

Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  make  the  returns  of  the 
insane  and  idiotic  in  the  census  of  1860  more  complete  and 
accurate  than  ever  before.  While  the  general  results  of  the 
census  may  be  safely  depended  upon,  there  are  and  probably 
always  will  be,  as  Dr.  Earle  remarks,  numerous  obstacles' to 
the  acquisition  of  an  accurate  census  of  persons  of  either 
defective  or  disordered  mental  faculties.  It  is  unnecessary  in 
this  place  to  particularly  specify  these  obstacles.  Most  of 
them  will  be  obvious  on  a  moment's  reflection. 

It  is  evident  that  some  errors  have  arisen  from  want  of  obser- 
vance of  the  true  difference  between  insanity  .  and  idiocy. 
According  to  the  technical,  medical  definition,  an  idiot  is  a 
person  whose  mental  faculties  have  been  from  birth  of  a  very 
low  grade.  While  an  insane  person,  is  one  in  whom  those 
faculties  have  become  disordered  or  impaired  subsequently  to 
the  time  of  birth. 

;The  whole  number  of  insane  persons  in  the  six  New  England 
States  is  4,577,  while  the  whole  number  of  idiots  in  the  same 
States  is  2,296.  The  population  of  these  States  as  given  by 
the  same  census  is  3,135,273,  which  gives  the  ratio  of  one 
insane  person  to  every  685  and  one  idiot  to  every  1,365  inhab- 
itants, or  672  insane  persons  and  337  idiots  to  the  State  of 
Connecticut.  This  does  not  tally  with  the  returns  of  the 
census  for  this  State,  but  it  is  self  evident  that  the  same  rela- 
tive proportion  of  insane  and  idiotic  persons  are  to  be  found 
in  Connecticut  as  in  the  New  England  States  taken  as  a 
whole. 

The  distinction  between  insanity  and  idiocy,  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  latter  class  in  this  State  have  become  of  late,  mat- 
ters of  special  interest  to  us.  A  school  for  idiots,  has  been, 
for  some  little  time,  established  at  Lakeville  in  this  State, 
and  the  happy  and  remarkable  results  which  have  been  ob- 
tained by  the  devoted  efforts  of  its  able  superintendent,  Dr. 
Knight,  has  created  such  an  interest  in  the  public  mind,  as, 
I  hope,  will  soon  lead  to  its  being  placed  on  a  permanent 
basis.     The  established  fact,  that  the  idiot  child  is  capable  of 
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great  development  and  improvement,  as  shown  in  this  and 
other  schools  for  imbeciles,  proves  conclusively,  to  my  own 
mind,  that  much  more  may  be  accomplished  in  the  large 
class  of  demented  patients  in  our  Lunatic  Hospitals,  than  has 
yet  been  attempted  and  by  very  much  the  same  means  as  are 
mainly  relied  upon  in  those  schools. 

"  To  say  nothing  of  idiots,  the  census,  as  we  have  perceived, 
imparts  to  us  the  knowledge,  startling,  indeed,  to  any  one 
whose  attention  may  never  before  have  been  directed  to  the 
subject,  that  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States  there 
were,  in  1860,  twenty-four  thousand  persons  afflicted  with  a 
disorder  which,  in  most  cases,  debars  them  from  social  inter- 
course, destroys  their  power  of  usefulness  to  their  fellow 
men,  renders  them  a  burden  to  either  their  friends  or  the 
public,  and,  more  than  this,  and  worse  than  all  the  other  con- 
sequences, divests  them  of  the  healthy  use  of  those  mental 
faculties  which  are  the  prerogatives  of  man  alone,  and  which, 
to  him,  are  the  greatest  blessing  conferred  by  the  ever  loving 
Father  and  Creator  of  the  human  race." 

After  denning  insanity  and  speaking  of  its  origin  and  char- 
acter, Dr.  Barle  remarks,  "  that  it  is  not  the  regular  employ- 
ments of  mankind  which  are  the  most  prolific  causes  of  insanity. 
It  is  rather  those  habits,  customs  and  other  influences  which 
minister  to  his  appetites,  stimulate  his  passions,  and  most 
powerfully  operate  upon  his  sentiments. 

These,  more  than  anything  else,  either  exhaust  or  depress 
the  vital  or  nervous  energy.  Intemperance  of  all  kinds,  de- 
bauchery, self-abuse,  all  high  popular  excitements,  whatever 
may  be  the  subject,  these  excite  and  exhaust  the  nervous 
energy;  and  grief,  anxiety,  troubles,  difficulties  and  disap- 
pointments greatly  depress  it.  To  these  influences,  then,  we 
may  rightfully  look,  as  among  the  most  powerfully  exciting 
causes  of  the  disorder  in  question.  Now,  although  the  alleged 
causes  of  insanity  as  published  in  the  reports  coming  from 
the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  can  not  be  relied  upon  as  entirely 
accurate,  or  perhaps  as  very  nearly  accurate,  on  account  of 
the  frequent  difficulty  of  positively  ascertaining  the  cause  in 
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individual  cases,  yet  they  may  be  regarded  as  approximations 
towards  the  truth." 

He  then  compares  the  ten  causes,  to  which  have  been  as- 
signed the  largest  number  of  the  cases  which  have  been  trea- 
ted in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  insane  at  Philadel- 
phia, in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  near  New  York,  and  in 
the  Massachusetts  State  Hospital  at  Worcester. 

The  two  first  Institutions  are  near  the  principal  Cities  in 
the  Country,  and  receive  from  them  a  large  proportion  of 
their  patients,  while  the  last  is  near  the  center  of  a  State, 
and  the  largest  part  of  its  patients  is  derived  from  the  agri- 
cultural and  other  laborious  classes  of  the  population. 

I  have  added  to  these  the  numbers  under  the  same  ten 
prominent  causes,  as  shown  by  the  last  Report  of  this  Insti- 
tution, which  takes  a  position  somewhat  between  the  three 
other  Hospitals. 

These  causes  are  so  nearly  identical  in  all,  nine  out  of 
the  ten  being  precisely  alike,  that  the  general  result  is  not 
affected  by  the  slight  discrepancy 
the  following  table.

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  9,473  cases,  being  the  total  of 
all  the  cases  admited  in  these  four  institutions  wherein  the 
causes  of  insanity  are  given,  7,591  or  four-fifths  of  the  whole* 
were  the  result  of  some  one  of  these  ten  causes  and  "  that  all 
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these  causes  are  such  as  exhaust,  debilitate  or  depress  the 
vital  or  nervous  energy." 

Only  1,882,  or  one-fifth  of  the  whole"  number  of  cases,  are 
attributed  to  all  the  other  numerous  remaining  causes. 

These  startling  facts  are  certainly  most  interesting  and 
suggestive. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  that  the  whole  number 
of  Lunatic  Hospitals  in  the  United  States  is  forty-seven,  (47.) 
The  whole  number  of  patients  remaining  in  these  Hospitals 
at  the  time  of  the  last  received  accounts  was  10,859. 

"  The  capacity  of  the  present  public  institutions  of  the 
country  may  be  stated  at  eleven  thousand.  There  are  sever- 
al private  establishments  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane, 
but,  being  comparatively  small,  their  aggregate  means  of 
accommodation  would  not  essentially  increase  that  number. 
The  number  of  insane  persons  in  the  country  being,  accord- 
ing to  the  census,  about  twenty-four  thousand,  it  appears  that 
there  are  accommodations  in  the  hospitals  for  less  than  one- 
half  of  them.  No  less  than  thirteen  thousand  are  debarred 
from  the  benefits  of  those  establishments,  and  must  be  other- 
wise provided  for.  Where  are  they  ?  A  large  number  are 
in  the  poor  houses  of  counties  and  towns,  some  are  in 
prisons,  and  doubtless  many  remain  with  their  relatives  or 
friends.  We  have  the  evidence,  only  too  abundant,  that 
a  number,  far  from  inconsiderable,  are  still  subjected  to 
the  privations  and  severities  of  cells,  cellars,  hovels,  straight 
jackets,  manacles,  and  other  means  of  coercion  and  restraint, 
such  as,  with  the  present  state  of  knowledge  of  the  proper 
treatment  of  insane  persons,  should  only  be  known  as  the 
abolished  barbarisms  of  a  by-gone  time."       *         *         * 

"  Experience  has  proved,  beyond  the  necessity  of  a  further 
discussion  of  the  subject,  that  the  method  of  treating  the  in- 
sane which  presents  the  greatest  hope  and  probability  of  their 
restoration  is  that  which  is  pursued  in  the  modern  hospitals 
expressly  erected  for  that  purpose." 
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"The  treatment  of  patients  at  the  hospitals  for  the  insane  is 
composed  of  two  classes  of  curative  agents,  and  hence  is  said 
to  consist  of  the  medical  and  the  moral  treatment.  The  med- 
ical treatment  consists  in  the  administration  of  medicine  as 
in  other  diseases.  And  here  it  is  important  to  observe  that 
there  is  no  specific  medicine  for  the  cure  of  insanity.  In  each 
case  such  medical  remedies  are  employed  as  are  indicated  by 
the  bodily  symptoms,  precisely  as  in  other  forms  of  corporeal 
disease.  The  moral  treatment  consists  of  the  wholesome  dis- 
cipline of  a  well-regulated  household,  regular  hours  for  food 
and  for  sleep,  manual  employments,  reading,  lectures,  and 
other  intellectual  exercises  and  entertainments,  and  various 
recreations  and  amusements,  both  within  doors  and  without. 
The  great  object  of  this  treatment  is  to  procure  a  healthful 
exercise  of  the  body,  to  abstract  the  mind  from  its  delusions, 
to  win  back  the  patient  to  the  regular  and  useful  habits  and 
practices  of  his  former  life.  So  important  is  this  branch  of 
treatment  that,  other  things  being  equal,  that  hospital  will  be 
the  best  which  possesses  and  keeps  in  operation  the  most  elab- 
orate means  of  pursuing  it.  And  so  extensive  have  these 
means  become  in  some  of  the  hospitals,  that,  what  with  libra- 
ries, museums,  newspapers,  lectures,  musical  instruments, 
horses  and  carriages,  bowling-alleys,  billiard-tables,  &c,  that 
even  a  sane  man  to  whom  a  somewhat  retired  situation  is  not 
distasteful  may  there  find  plentiful  resources  for  the  leading  of 
a  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  intellectual  life. 

Reader,  call  not  such  places  'mad  houses.'  Conjure  up 
no  fanciful  visions  of  dungeons,  whips,  and  fetters,  in  connec- 
tion with  them !  Throw  aside  the  names,  the  prejudices,  and 
the  errors  of  the  past!  Forgive,  even  if  you  can  not  forget, 
the  cruelties  which  once  were  practiced  in  the  receptacles  for 
the  unfortunate  insane — receptacles  which  from  the  very  prac- 
tice of  those  cruelties,  and  hence  on  account  of  the  officers 
and  employees,  might  properly  have  been  called  '  mad  houses,' 
rather  than  because  the  persons  confined  therein  were  suffering 
from  mental  disorder.  The  hospitals  are  now  under  a  gov- 
erment  widely  different,  in  principles  as  well  as  in  practice, 
from  that  of  those  receptacles.     Of  their  superintendents  it 
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may  be  said — and  we  speak  from  a  personal  acquaintance  with 
thirty  of  them,  and  from  much  knowledge  by  correspondence 
and  otherwise  with  most  of  the  others — that,  as  a  whole,  they 
are  a  highly  respectable  class  of  intellectual,  well  educated 
physicians,  kind  in  disposition,  and  ambitious  to  bring  their 
hospitals,  each  and  all,  to  the  highest  point  of  perfection  in 
everything  which  will  promote  the  cure  of  their  patients,  with 
the  maximum  of  the  comforts  and  amenities  of  life,  and  the 
minimum  of  every  thing  which  carries  pain  either  to  the  body 
or  the  mind  of  a  fellow-being.  Perhaps  we  can  not  more 
briefly  and  fully  express  our  opinion  of  the  usefulness  of  these 
establishments,  aside  from  the  great  question  of  the  cure  of 
their  patients,  than  by  the  statement  of  our  belief  that,  were 
all  their  inmates  transferred  this  day  to  their  homes  and  the 
other  places  whence  they  came,  the  amount  of  restraint,  coer- 
cion, and  severity  which,  upon  any  day  a  week  hence,  would 
be  resorted  to  in  the  management  of  them,  would  be  fifty  fold 
greater  than  it  is  to-day  in  the  hospitals,  and  that  in  the  course 
of  a  year  the  number  of  suicides  would  be  ten  times  as  large 
as  it  would  have  been  had  they  remained  where  they  now  are. 

Inasmuch  as  every  person  is  liable  to  an  attack  of  insanity, 
it  is  desirable  that  all  should  know  by  what  means  it  may  be 
avoided.  Science  has  furnished  no  preventive,  and  the  meas- 
ures which  are  best  calculated  to  act  as  such  are  those  which 
characterize  a  life  governed  by  prudence,  moderation,  a  good 
judgment,  and  sound  common  sense.  It  is  rational  to  conclude 
that  the  most  certain  method  of  preventing  the  attack  of  any 
disease  is  to  preserve  one's  self  from  the  influence  of  the 
causes  of  that  disease.  "  He  who  would  evade  the  intermittent 
fever  must  not  expose  himself  to  the  malaria  whence  the  in- 
temittent  originates.  We  have  seen  that  the  sources  of  in- 
sanity are  in  the  customs,  habits,  and  other  influences  of  civ- 
ilized life.  The  necessary  inference  is,  that  if  we  would  escape 
insanity  we  must  lead  a  life  as  near  to  nature  as  is  possible 
amid  all  the  surrounding  artificialities  of  civilization. 

It  has  been  shown  that,  descending  more  nearly  to  particu- 
lars, the  approximate  causes  of  the  disorder  are  those  acts  or 
agents  which  exhaust  or  depress  the  nervous  power,  and  con- 
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sequently  debilitate  the  whole  system.  The  man,  then,  who 
would  secure  immunity  from  insanity  must  either  wholly  avoid 
those  acts  or  agents,  or  preserve  a  constant  watchfulness  to 
prevent  himself  from  being  subjected  to  their  operation  to  the 
extent  of  exhaustion  or  great  depression.  He  must  be  mod- 
erate in  all  things,  curbing  his  appetites  and  passions,  shielding 
himself  as  far  as  possible  from  the  manifold  causes  of  bodily 
disease,  remembering  that  nature  has  been  kindly  mindful  of 
her  children  in  supplying  them  with  an  exhaustless  fountain 
of  the  purest  drink,  without  either  fermentation  or  distillation, 
making  neither  gold  nor  power  nor  fame  his  god,  mistaking 
neither  nervous  excitement  for  religion,  nor  high  political 
agitation  for  a  healthful  preserver  of  good  government ;  tem- 
pering his  grief  by  a  prudent  judgment,  and  converting  his 
disappointments  into  counsellors  of  wisdom;  accepting  all  the 
blessings,  whether  physical,  intellectual,  or  moral,  which  a 
bountiful  Providence  has  bestowed  upon  him,  and  wisely  using 
them  'as  not  abusing'  them. 

A  few  words  upon  one  specific  point  of  this  subject,  and 
we  shall  have  finished.  Sleep  is  the  great  recuperative  agent 
of  nervous  power,  the  regenerator  of  vital  vigor,  and  conse- 
quently one  of  the  surest  preventives  of  mental  disorder. 
Perhaps  it  may  be  truthfully  asserted  that  so  long  as  a  per- 
son obtains  sufficient  sleep  he  will  not  become  insane.  Well 
has  the  poet  written  of  it  — 

"Tired  nature's  sweet  restorer,  balmy  sleep  I" 

And  no  less  truthfully,  though  somewhat  more  queerly  and 
ludicrously,  has  the  simple  Sancho  Panza  exclaimed,  'Blessed 
be  the  man  who  first  invented  sleep !  it  covereth  a  man  all 
over,  like  a  cloak ;'  and  the  honest  squire  might  have  added, 
'It  preserveth  the  mind  from  insanity,  as  the  cloak  preserv- 
eth  the  body  from  cold.' " 

If  any  apology  is  required  in  thus  embodying  such  liberal 
extracts  in  an  Annual  Report,  it  is  found  in  the  intrinsic 
value  of  the  matter  quoted,  the  greater  good  it  may  do 
through  the  larger  local  circulation  of  our  report,  and  the 
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great  and  urgent  necessity  of  just  such  pleasantly  and  forcibly 
told  truths,  to  antagonize  the  ignorance,  folly  and  error 
which,  in  addition  to  the  inevitable  misfortune  of  accident 
and  disease,  are  sending  every  year  such  a  terrible  amount 
of  recent  insanity  into  our  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  fill- 
ing so  many  households  with  fear  and  bitter  sorrow.

If  extra  accommodations  and  attendance  are  required,  they  will 
be  furnished  at  a  corresponding  additional  charge. 

No  patient  admitted  for  a  shorter  time  than  three  months;  and 
payment  for  that  term  only  is  to  be  made  in  advance  to  a  Manager. 

Subsequent  expenses  are  to  be  paid,  quarterly,  to  the  Steward. 

If  the  patient  is  removed  uncured,  before  the  expiration  of  thirteen 
weeks,  and  contrary  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintending 
Physician,  board  is  always  required  for  that  period ;  but  if  the 
patient  recovers  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for,  and 
leaves  with  the  full  approbation  of  the  Physician,  the  excess  is  re- 
funded. 

Letters  relating  to  the  quarterly  bills  and  clothing,  should  be 
addressed  to  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Holadat,  the  Steward.  Clothing 
and  packages  sent  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  should  be  sent  to  the 
care  of  the  Steward. 

All  letters  in  relation  to  the  situation  and  health  of  the  patients, 
&c  &c,  will,  of  course,  be  addressed  to  Dr.  John  S.  Butler,  the 
Superintendent. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  Dr.  Butler,  the 
Superintendent,  previous  to  the  patient's  being  brought  to  the  Retreat, 
in  all  cases,  whether  the  Governor's  order  for  aid  is  granted  or  not. 
A  brief  statement  of  the  case  should  accompany  the  application. 

STATE  APPROPRIATION. 

An  annual  appropriation  is  made  by  the  State,  for  the  aid  of  those 
whose  limited  means  prevent  them  from  availing  themselves  of  the 
benefits  of  the  Retreat. 

Applications  for  aid,  from  this  fund,  must  be  made  by  the  friends 
directly  to  the  Governor,  either  personally  or  by  letter,  and  should  be 
accompanied  by  certificates  of  the  character  and  necessities  of  the 
case.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
to  be  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  1863. 

In  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act  incorporating 
the  "  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles,"  the  following,  being  the 
second  annual  Report  of  the  Dirctors  of  said  Institution,  is  re- 
spectfully submitted. 

The  school  has  been  continued  during  the  year  past,  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  but  under  the 
immediate  care  and  management  of  Doct.  H.  M.  Knight,  the 
Superintendent,  and  the  continued  success  which  has  rewarded 
his  efforts,  in  the  moral,  mental  and  physical  improvement  of 
those  of  this  unfortunate  class  who  have  been  the  objects  of  his 
care,  have  tended  to  confirm  in  our  minds'  the  opinion  that  no 
one  of  our  Humane  Institutions  is  more  worthy  of  the  charities 
and  sympathies  of  the  benevolent,  or  of  the  fostering  care  and 
aid  of  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  than  the  one  whose 
claims  we  represent. 

The  buildings  at  present  occupied  by  the  school  will  accom- 
modate twenty  pupils  with  those  who  have  the  care  of  them. 
This  number  was  full  during  the  early  part  of  the  past  year,  and 
further  applications  for  admission  to  the  number  of  more  than 
twenty  have  necessarily  been  since  refused,  from  the  absolute 
want  of  room  for  their  accommodation. 

This  state  of  affairs  has  consequently  brought  the  minds  of 
the  Directors  to  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of  some  provis- 
ion for  the  accommodation  of  this  increased  number  of  appli- 
cants, and  they  could  not  hesitate  to  decide  that  if  the  institu- 
tion is  to  be  continued  as  one  of  the  permanent  establishments 


of  the  State  of  a  humanitarian  character,  which  should  be  entitled 
to  ask  and  receive  the  charitable  aid  of  the  benevolent  and  of 
the  State,  to  enable  it  to  afford  education  and  culture  to  those 
unfortunate  children  and  youth  afflicted  with  mental  imbecility, 
whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay  the  expense  of  education  at  a 
private  school ;  then  it  must  be  provided  with  a  home  of  its  own, 
with  such  buildings  and  conveniences  as  to  fit  it  for  the  purposes 
contemplated,  and  of  sufficient  extent  to  embrace  those  appli- 
cants whose  condition  should  entitle  them  to  its  benefits,  and 
with  capacities  for  enlargement  as  future  emergencies  and  ex- 
perience should  require. 

We  also  were  satisfied  that  a  moderate  quantity  of  suitable 
land  was  an  almost  indispensable  necessity  to  the  success  of  such 
an  establishment,  for  the  reason  that  the  simplest  kinds  of  agri- 
cultural labor  are  best  suited  to  the  imperfect  development  of  the 
mental  and  physical  capacities  of  the  pupils  of  the  institution, 
especially  in  the  earlier  periods  of  their  training,  and  for  the 
further  reason  that  the  amount  of  out-door  exercise  which  is 
an  indispensable  aid  to  the  physical  improvement  of  these  unfor- 
tunates, may  in  some  of  the  forms  of  agricultural  or  horticul- 
tural labor  be  made  both  interesting  and  to  some  extent  remu- 
nerative. 

The  property  now  occupied  by  the  school  consists  of  fifteen 
acres  of  excellent  land,  beautifully  located  in  the  village  of 
Lakeville,  with  good  buildings,  and  can  be  purchased  for  five 
thousand  dollars,  which  we  deem  a  very  reasonable  price  for  the 
property.  And  the  Executive  Committee  have  determined  to 
make  an  effort  to  raise  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
purchase  the  property,  and  to  erect  upon  it  such  additional 
buildings,  as  to  accommodate,  with  those  now  existing,  at  least 
fifty  pupils  with  their  necessary  attendants,  and  those  who  have 
charge  of  them. 

Plans  have  been  matured  by  which  these  additional  buildings 
can  be  erected  and  fitted  for  their  use  for  about  eight  thousand 
dollars.  The  entire  sum  needed  is  therefore  about  thirteen 
thousand  dollars. 

Within  a  recent  period  this  subject  has  been  presented  to  a 
few  of  the  benevolent  citizens  of  our  State  and  donations  solicit- 
ed to  aid  us  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  object.     About  five 


thousand  dollars  have  been  contributed  in  various  parts  of  the 
State. 

A  legacy  under  the  will  of  the  late  David  Watkinson  of  Hart- 
ford, to  the  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars,  will  be  available 
for  our  purposes  whenever  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
provided  from  other  sources.  We  therefore  need  but  the  further 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  enable  us  to  give  to  our  institu- 
tion a  home,  with  accommodations  for  fifty  pupils  ;  and  for  aid 
to  this  extent  we  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  and  confidently 
appeal  to  the  Honorable  General  Assembly,  to  furnish  that 
amount  by  a  grant  from  the  funds  of  the  State. 

Direct  and  systematic  efforts  for  the  education  and  training  of 
Imbeciles  were  first  made  in  this  country  about  seventeen  years 
since.  Two  schools  were  established  in  Massachusetts  at  about 
the  same  time,  one  by  a  single  individual,  and  the  other  by  the 
authority  and  with  the  support  of  the  State.  Both  schools  were 
looked  upon  as  experiments,  but  the  results  proved  most  con- 
clusively that  the  physical,  moral  and  intellectual  culture  of  im- 
beciles was  not  only  possible,  but  in  numbers  of  cases,  absolute- 
ly satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

Stimulated  by  the  success  of  these  schools,  other  local  Legis- 
tures  and  other  benevolent  individuals  began  to  make  efforts  in 
the  same  direction,  until  fifteen  States  have  either  established 
institutions  for  this  class,  or  made  provision  for  their  training  at 
special  schools  not  their  own,  or  recognized  their  duty  in  this 
behalf  by  taking  steps  towards  such  provision  or  establishment. 

We  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  that  from  what  has  been  accom- 
plished under  our  own  supervision  and  observation,  we  believe 
an  institution  of  this  character  ought  to  be  provided  sufficiently 
large  to  embrace  all  the  -children  and  youth  of  this  class  in  our 
State,  for  the  reason  that  we  confidently  believe  that  a  very  large 
portion  of  this  unfortunate  class  may  be  made  useful  and  self- 
supporting,  and  nearly,  if  not  quite  all,  inoffensive  members  of 
the  family  and  of  society. 

Our  State  has  done  much  for  the  other  classes  of  unfortunates  ; 
she  is  asked  now  to  do  a  little  for  this  one  more  unfortunate 
class,  heretofore  neglected,  with  not  enough  of  mental  capacity 
to  make  known  their  own  claims,  but  as  recent  experience  has 
demonstrated,  with  enough  of  the  germ  to  respond  to  kindly 
and  patient  culture. 
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We  would  also  respectfully  suggest  that  the  annual  appropri- 
ation for  the  indigent,  which  now  partially  provides  for  the  sup- 
port of  fifteen  state  beneficiaries,  should  be  so  increased  that 
thirty  may  be  received  if  that  number  make  application,  as  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  children 
belong  to  families  of  the  really  poor,  who  are  absolutely  unable 
to  contribute  to  their  support  at  a  training  school. 

"We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Doct. 
Knight,  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  exhibits,  in  more  de- 
tail, the  condition  and  progress  of  the  school,  and  in  so  doing 
we  should  do  injustice  to  our  appreciation  of  his  efforts  for  the 
improvement  of  these  unfortunates,  did  we  not  bear  witness  to  the 
zeal,  energy  and  industry  with  which,  without  pecuniary  advan- 
tage to  himself,  he  has  devoted  his  time  and  efforts  to  the  cause 
of  these  most  deserving  objects  of  sympathy.

REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT, 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Connecticut   School  for  Imbe- 
ciles : 

Gentlemen: — It  is  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  God  that  I  re- 
view the  operations  of  our  institution  since  my  last  report. 

Last  year  a  severe  epidemic  prostrated  nearly  all  of  our  pupils, 
and  death  entered  our  household,  but  during  the  year  now  clos- 
ing no  case  of  severe  disease  has  occurred.  The  general  health 
of  many  of  our  pupils  is  poor ;  the  standard  of  vitality  among 
imbecile  children  is  low ;  so  that  we  do  not  expect  to  find  in  an 
institution  such  as  ours,  that  vigorous  health  and  activity  which 
should  be  found  in  a  school  composed  of  children  in  a  normal 
condition.  And  yet,  our  pupils  give  unmistakable  evidence  of 
having  added  to  their  general  stock  of  health  and  vitality.  This 
must  be  so,  if  we  claim  for  them,  as  we  can,  good  progress  in 
school ;  for  the  great  principle  underlying  all  our  efforts,  and 
upon  which  we  base  all  our  hopes,  is,  that  the  feeble,  tardy  psy- 
chical development  of  the  child  is  dependent  upon  the  imperfect 
physical  development ;  and  science  announced,  and  experience 
has  fully  established  the  fact,  that  the  only  way  to  develop  the 
intellect  of  a  feeble-minded  child,  is  to  first  train  and  develop 
the  bodily  faculties.  These  children  possess  a  weak,  deranged 
nervous  system,  and  an  unsound,  defective  bodily  organization 
in  general.  Their  movements  are  sluggish,  involuntary,  pur- 
poseless ;  and  by  quickening  and  regulating  them — strengthening 
the  muscles  by  continuous  training  and  repeated  exercises — 
growing  also  a  power  of  will  and  attention  in  these  performances, 
we  prepare  the  way  for  mental  improvement. 

Our  whole  number  of  pupils  during  the  past  year  is  twenty- 
four. 
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The  number  connected  with  the  school  at  any  one  time,  is 
twenty. 

Five  of  the  children  have  imperfect  eyesight. 

Three  have  defective  hearing. 

One  is  very  deaf. 

Two  are  mutes. 

Four  are  semi-mutes. 

Ten  read  from  books. 

Six  others  from  printed  cards. 

Nine  study  geography. 

Seven  study  arithmetic. 

Eleven  practice  writing. 

We  have  a  singing  class  of  seven. 

Our  class  in  object-lessons  numbers  nearly  all  who  are  not 
mutes. 

Six  boys  work  upon  the  farm  when  not  in  school,  and  we  ex- 
pect their  labor  will  be  more  productive  this  year,  particularly 
in  the  vegetable  garden,  than  ever  before. 

Four  girls  can  sew ;  one  girl  has,  since  her  connection  with 
the  school,  pieced  three  coverlids.  Two  little  girls,  during  the 
winter  past,  have  pieced  a  coverlid  out  of  blocks  two  inches 
square,  and  during  the  same  time  one  of  them  learned  to  knit. 
Now,  all  of  the  girls  can  knit ;  one  has  done  all  the  plain  knit- 
ting of  fifteen  pairs  of  stockings  for  the  soldiers  and  home  mis- 
sionaries, and  ten  pairs  for  the  family.  One  does  light  house- 
hold service  ;  another  makes  the  small  beds. 

All  of  our  children  but  one  can  now  dress  and  undress  them- 
selves, comb  their  hair,  &c,  and  attend  to  their  personal  wants. 
The  feeling  of  satisfaction  which  has  accompanied  our  labors 
has  been  damped  by  the  fact  that  we  could  not  receive  all 
proper  subjects  for  whom  application  for  admission  to  the  school 
has  been  made.  Our  house  is  full ;  no  more  can  be  admitted 
until  provision  is  made  for  them  by  enlargement  of  the  premises. 
And  permit  me,  in  this  connection,  to  tender  my  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments for  the  prompt  faithfulness  with  which  you  en- 
tered upon  a  consideration  of  the  duties  involved,  when  the  ex- 
isting state  of  things  was  made  known  to  you.  It  is  earnestly 
to  be  hoped  that  the  efforts  put  forth  will  prove  entirely  success- 
ful. 
More  applications  have  necessarily  been  denied  since  our  vaca- 
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tion  in  August  last,  than  we  have  pupils  in  the  institution !  We 
may  well  believe  that  when  the  numbers,  condition  and  needs  of 
this  class  are  understood,  and  the  benefits  which  such  schools 
confer  are  appreciated,  a  benevolent  public  and  a  humane  Legis- 
lature will  respond  to  the  necessary  demand  for  means  to  enlarge 
and  carry  on  the  good  work. 

Our  cause  is  better  understood  and  appreciated  by  the  commu- 
nity each  year.  The  list  of  honored  subscribers  to  our  building 
fund  is  a  most  pleasing  evidence  of  the  growth  of  interest  in  it. 
The  General  Assembly,  also,  in  years  past,  by  the  reports  of  its 
"Joint  Standing  Committees  on  Humane  Institutions,"  by  the 
appointment  of  a  special  commission,  and  by  the  annual  appro^ 
priation  of  money  for  the  support  of  indigent  children  at  this 
institution,  has.  plainly  signified  its  confidence  and  interest. 

I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  a  portion  of  the  Governor's  message  relating 
to  this  subject,  in  1855 :  "  Your  committee  feel  that  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  them  to  attempt  to  show  why  idiots  should  be  trained 
and  instructed,  and  what  is  to  be  aimed  at  in  training'  them. 

"And  in  answer  to  the  first  query,  they  would  say,  1st,  That 
their  present  condition  is  painful  to  every  humane  heart.  2d, 
The  natural  tendency  of  idiocy  is  to  grow  worse  if  neglected. 
3d,  Their  present  condition,  whether  in  alms-houses  or  private 
families,  affords  no  opportunity  for  improvement.  4th,  Experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  they  are  susceptible  of  a  very  marked 
degree  of  physical,  mental  and  moral  elevation.  5th,  Knowing 
these  facts,  we  can  not  as  men,  as  philanthropists,  as  Christians 
withhold  good  from  those  to  whom  it  is  clue,  when  it  is  in  the 
power  of  our  hand  to  do  it.  We  might  enlarge  on  these  posi- 
tions, but  we  deem  it  unnecessary — all  of  them  have  been  demon- 
strated conclusively  in  the  investigations  in  Massachusetts  and 
New  York. 

"  In  reply  to  the  second  query,  we  would  say  that  the  objects  to 
be  sought  in  their  training  are  to  cultivate  habits  of  cleanliness, 
decency  and  order ;  to  prevent  and  root  out  vicious  and  debasing 
habits ;  to  moderate  their  gluttonous  appetite ;  to  lessen  the 
strength  of  the  animal  nature  generally  by  calling  into  activity 
the  higher  feelings,  emotions,  and  desires,  and  by  substituting 
constant  occupation  for  idleness. 
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"  The  physical  condition  of  the  idiot  must  be  carefully  attended 
to  ;  his  muscles  invigorated,  and  taught  to  be  under  the  control 
of  the  will ;  the  scrofulous  tendency  of  the  system  eradicated  or 
checked,  and  by  daily  exercise  in  the  pure  air,  and  suitable 
nutrition,  his  corporeal  frame  renovated  and  developed. 

"  His  social  affections  should  be  cultivated,  his  selfishness  over- 
come ;  and  what  will  be  the  hardest  task  of  all  in  most  cases,  his 
moral  nature  must  be  roused,  and  what  little  capacity  exists  for 
distinguishing  between  right  and  wrong  must  be  cultivated  and 
encouraged. 

"  "We  can  not  hope  that  the  majority  of  these  unfortunates  will 
be  raised  to  a  level  with  persons  of  ordinary  intellect,  but  all 
may  be  made  better  and  happier,  most  may  become  cleanly,  de- 
cent, temperate  and  industrious,  and  a  part  may  acquire  such  an 
amount  of  knowledge  as  will  qualify  them  for  self-support." 

I  doubt  not  that  an  application  to  the  Legislature  soon  to  as- 
semble, for  an  appropriation  of  $5000  to  add  to  the  equal  sum 
which  has  been  subscribed  by  individuals,  to  enable  us  to  erect 
the  needed  additional  buildings,  would  be  successful. 

It  may  be  remembered  by  many  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  1856,  passed  a  Resolution  appropriating  $15,000  for  the 
establishment  of  a  school  like  ours,  with  but  five  dissenting  votes. 
The  appropriation  was  lost  in  the  Senate  by  the  vote  of  its  Presi- 
dent. 

We  now,  by  the  aid  received  from  private  benevolence,  can 
make  provision  for  the  accommodation  of  more  pupils  with  an 
appropriation  of  $5000,  than  was  contemplated  at  that  time  by 
the  appropriation  of  $15,000. 

And  it  is  perfectly  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  State 
benevolence  to  make  such  an  appropriation.  Private  individuals 
assumed  the  trouble,  expense  and  responsibility  of  inaugurating 
and  establishing  both  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and 
the  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  and  subsequently  the  State  granted 
them  specific  privileges  and  pecuniary  assistance. 

The  State  has  granted  this  school  a  Charter,  appointing  men 
of  its  own  choice  to  the  control  of  its  affairs,  and  will  not  now 
hesitate,  I  believe,  to  afford  it  that  assistance  which  it  must  have 
in  order  to  carry  out  its  benevolent  design. 

We  have  nearly  or  quite  1000  feeble-minded,  imbecile,  or  idi- 
otic persons  in  this  State.     In  1856,  returns  from  towns  in  every 
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part  of  the  State,  embracing  less  than  one-half  of  the  population 
of  the  State,  numbered  550 ;  and  as  every  county,  and  indeed 
every  section  of  the  State  was  represented,  we  have  no  reason 
to  conclude  that  a  less  number  exist  in  those  towns  from  which 
no  returns  were  made.  More  than  one-fourth  of  them  are  under 
16  years  of  age,  and,  in  accordance  with  our  educational  laws, 
have  a  right  to  demand,  or  their  friends  have  for  them,  a  pro- 
vision for  their  education — or  so  much  education  as  they  are 
capable  of  receiving.  No  hesitation  need  be  felt,  therefore,  in 
providing  for  55  or  60  pupils. 

Such  provision  will  only  supply  the  present  urgent  demands 
of  those  who  are  fully  alive,  already,  to  the  great  benefits  which 
can  be  conferred  upon  their  unfortunate  friends  or  children. 
The  time  will  come  when  a  still  larger  provision  must  be  made 
for  this  class  in  our  State.  This  philanthropic  enterprise  will 
not  be  allowed  to  move  backwards ;  the  change  in  the  condition 
of  these  children,  so  possible  and  so  desirable,  is  in  our  own 
power  and  keeping,  and  as  philanthropists  and  Christians  we  can 
not  deny  our  responsibility. 

We  are  asking  for  no  uncertain  future  good.  This  report  re- 
cords the  operations  of  the  fifth  year  of  our  school.  Our  period 
of  infancy,  so  to  speak,  has  been  sufficiently  protracted  to  insure 
a  healthy  growth. 

All  connected  with  the  School,  your  own  Board,  those  engaged 
in  its  daily  conduct,  and  all  frequent  visitors,  together  with  the 
parents  and  friends  of  the  children,  express  satisfaction  with  the 
general  progress  and  improvement  of  the  pupils ;  and  this  testi- 
mony of  parents  is  the  more  pleasing  from  the  fact  that  many 
feeble-minded  children  seem  to  the  eye  of  a  fond  father  or 
mother  more  hopeful,  than  to  one  who  has  had  experience  in 
the  training  of  such  children. 

If  further  evidence  of  the  necessity  and  importance  of  our 
work  were  needed  than  our  own  experience  furnishes,  ample 
testimony  may  be  found  in  the  yearly  reports  of  similar  larger 
institutions  in  various  States. 

I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we  shall  have  more  room,  not 
only  that  we  may  receive  more  pupils,  but  that  we  may  more  per- 
fectly classify  them  and  provide  suitable  work-rooms  or  shops. 
Several  of  our  boys  are  fully  capable  of  learning  simple  trades, 
and  may,  if  facilities  are  furnished  them,  attain  such  proficiency 
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as  to  be  entirely  able  to  support  themselves  through  life,  under 
proper  supervision.  And  in  such  cases  this  is  the  highest  argu- 
ment in  our  favor,  except  the  cultivation  of  the  moral  nature ;  for 
labor  is  a  law  of  our  being,  and  promotes  health  and  happiness, 
while  idleness  brings  disease  and  misery  upon  its  votary,  and 
entails  it  upon  offspring.  Besides,  productive  labor,  sufficient  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  producer,  is  better  for  any  class,  and  better 
for  the  State,  than  consumption  without  production. 

The  cultivation  of  the  moral  faculties  is,  or  should  be,  the 
highest  aim  of  all  our  labors. 

A  feeble  child,  with  darkened  intellect  and  perverted  sense, 
possesses  a  soul,  and  its  capacities  are  not  alone  measured  by  the 
capacities  of  the  body.  Christian  parents  who  mourn  over  the 
imbecility  of  a  child,  may  rejoice  that  when  the  bars  of  this  prison- 
house  are  removed,  their  child  may  sing  the  song  of  the  redeemed, 
and  enjoy  to  its  full  the  happiness  of  Heaven,  in  company  with 
the  mightiest  intellects  gathered  from  earth. 

There  are  but  few  of  these  children,  whose  minds  have  been 
awakened  at  all,  to  whom  the  story  of  the  Cross  and  the  love  of 
Christ  does  not  present  attraction,  and  possess  an  interest  which  is 
surprising,  and  which  demonstrates  in  a  peculiar  manner  the 
divine  condescension,  in  the  adaptation  of  His  truth  to  the  com- 
prehension of  the  feeblest  and  most  ignorant. 

We  have  the  most  pleasing  evidence  that  several  of  our  pupils 
have  given  their  hearts  to  the  Saviour.  Others  comprehend  that 
if  they  reach  Heaven,  all  troubles  and  imperfections  will  be 
removed. 

A  little  girl  who  was  mute  when  she  entered  the  school  but 
can  now  converse  intelligently,  although  she  can  not  enunciate 
distinctly,  in  a  recent  conversation  with  her  teacher  said,  "  I 
couldn't  talk  when  I  came  here:  when  I  go  to  Heaven  I  shall  ask 
God  to  make  me  talk  plain,  and  I  shall  ask  Him  to  make  Jamie 
(referring  to  a  boy  who  is  entirely  mute)  talk  too ! " 

The  plan  proposed  for  the  enlargement  of  our  premises  is  quite 
in  accordance  with  my  own  judgment.  In  a  former  report  I  said, 
".Cottages  accommodating  families  of  twenty  or  twenty-five  can 
be  erected  at  small  cost, — while  a  large  building  capable  of  accom- 
modating one  hundred  or  one  hundred  and  fifty  children  must 
necessarily  be  expensive.  The  cottage  plan  admits  of  more  per- 
fect classification.      The  institution  can  be  completely  organized 
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at  first,  and  subsequent  additions  will  not  interfere  with  the  con- 
venience of  inmates."  I  have  recently  seen  the  plans  of  a  large 
institution  for  imbeciles  now  in  process  of  erection  at  Larbert  in 
Scotland,  midway  between  the  cities  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow, 
which,  while  intended  to  accommodate  two  hundred  pupils,  is 
being  constructed  in  four  separate  buildings,  connected  with  a 
fifth  or  central  building  only  by  corridors. 

Our  State  appropriation  for  the  indigent  is  all  used.  If  our 
school  is  enlarged,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  our  annual  appro- 
priation should  be  increased,  so  that  a  larger  number  of  poor 
children  may  partake  of  its  benefits.  According  to  the  returns 
of  1856,  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  imbeciles  in  the  State  are  pau- 
pers— many  others  belong  to  poor  but  worthy  families. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  N.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  for  a  valuable  sewing 
machine,  which  materially  lightens  the  labor  of  manufacturing 
clothing,  bedding,  &c. 

I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  many  friends  who  have 

kindly  considered  the  claims  of  our  school,  for  personal  courtesies 

and  generous  contributions.

ADMISSION   OF  PUPILS,  &C. 


Feeble-minded  children,  who  are  so  peculiar  or  deficient  in 
intellect  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  educated  at  any  ordinary 
school,  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  parents,  or  next  friends  of  those  in  whose  behalf  applica 
tions  are  made  for  admission  as  pupils,  are  expected  to  make 
answer,  in  writing,  to  such  questions  as  the  Superintendent  may 
prescribe. 

All  pupils  will  be  expected  to  come  provided  with  a  good  sup- 
ply of  neat  and  substantial  clothing,  of  dark  color,  and  plainly 
marked  with  child's  full  name. 

Proper  bonds  for  the  supply  of  clothing,  payment  of  bills  quar- 
terly in  advance,  and  removal  when  required,  must  be  signed  by 
a  responsible  representative  of  applicant,  and  a  surety. 

There  will  be  a  vacation  during  the  month  of  August,  at  which 
period  all  pupils  must  be  removed  by  the  parents  or  guardians, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Superintendent. 

In  cases  of  indigence,  applications  may  be  addressed  to  his 
Excellency  Governor  Buckingham,  for  aid  from  the  State  appro- 
priation. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  pupils,  and  all  other  general 
correspondence,  should  be  directed  to  H.  M.  Knight,  M.  D., 
Lakeville,  Conn.- 

A  healthy  location,  a  special  system  of  instruction  and  train- 
ing, devoted  teachers  and  faithful  attendants,  render  this  Insti- 
tution a  desirable  residence  for  all  feeble-minded,  peculiar,  or 
deficient  children.

REPORT 


OP  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE   OF  THE   HARTFORD   HOSPITAL, 

PRESENTED   TO   THE   CORPORATION   AT   THEIR   ANNUAL 

MEETING,   APRIL   13TH,   1863. 

In  our  former  published  reports  will  be  found  an  ac- 
count of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  Hartford  Hospital 
from  its  foundation.  In  the  report  of  1862,  the  charter 
was  published,  together  with  many  particulars  in  regard 
to  the  working  of  the  Institution.  Your  committee  do 
not  consider  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  facts  published  in 
former  reports,  but  would  refer  to  them  for  any  desired 
information,  respecting  the  government  and  working  of 
the  Institution. 

During  the  past  year,  but  few  soldiers  have  been  admit- 
ted, who  have  not  received  their  discharge  from  the  army, 
and  those  that  were  admitted  were  removed  to  the  Hos- 
pital at  New  Haven,  as  soon  as  their  condition  would  per- 
mit. 

The  Hospital  at  New  Haven  is  a  United  States  Hospital, 
and  the  expenses  are  paid  directly  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment. The  expenses  of  the  soldiers  at  the  Hart- 
ford Hospital  are  paid  by  the  State,  and  charged  over  to 
the  United  States  Government. 

During  the  past  year  some  repairs  and  improvements 
were  demanded  for  the  judicious  and  economical  manage- 
ment of  the  Hospital.  A  fence  has  been  placed  about  the 
grounds,   at   an  expense  of  $253.63.     A  barn  has  been 
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erected  at  a  cost  of  $806.61.  A  large  range  has  been 
placed  in  the  Institution.  The  sewerage  has  been  extend- 
ed, together  with  other  repairs  and  improvements  at  a  cost 
of  $384.  The  coming  year  will  require  other  improve- 
ments. 

It  is  desirable  that  trees  and  shrubbery  should  be  placed 
on  the  Hospital  grounds.  It  was  thought  expedient  to 
apply  to  Mr.  Jacob  "Weidenman,  for  a  plan,  which  shall  be 
the  future  guide  in  laying  out  these  grounds,  whenever  it 
shall  be  considered  expedient  to  plant  trees  and  shrubbery 
or  lay  out  walks.  By  so  doing  the  labor  of  each  year  may 
be  added,  as  circumstances  permit,  until  the  whole  plan  is  • 
perfected,  according  to  the  design  of  the  artist. 

During  the  past  year  the  Steward  and  Matron  have  re- 
signed their  situation  at  the  Hospital.  They  were  faithful 
to  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  and  performed  their 
duties  with  kindness  to  the  patients  and  acceptably  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  services  of  Mr.  William  P.  Corrin  and  wife  have 
been  procured,  and  they  now  occupy  the  position  of  Stew- 
ard and  Matron,  for  which  they  are  peculiarly  qualified, 
having  had  many  years  experience  in  public  institutions. 

The  Physicians  appointed  by  the  directors  have  cheer- 
fully performed  their  duties,  free  of  expense,  and  faithful- 
ly complied  with  all  the  demands  of  the  Institution.  In 
all  difficult  cases,  they  have  united  their  counsels,  that  the 
patient  might  receive  the  full  benefit  of  their  professional 
skill  and  experience.. 

The  property  of  the  Institution  consists  of  the  Hospital 
site,  and  edifice,  which  is  free  from  incumbrance.

Average  cost  per  week,  of  patients,  is  $5.44.  The  expense 
of  working  the  institution  is  not  increased  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  patients  accommodated.  The  sala- 
ries, and  cost  of  fuel  are  the  same,  whether  the  institution 
accommodates  12  or  50  patients,  neither  is  the  amount  of 
help  but  little  increased  by  the  increased  number  of  pa- 
tients. 

The  expense  of  working  the  institution,  including  board,

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The  whole  number  of  deaths  was  15,  out  of  164  medi- 
cal and  surgical  cases.  Three  others  were  received,  one 
of  whom  died  before  arriving  at  the  Hospital,  the  other 
two  survived  but  a  few  hours  after  admission,  and  received 
no  medical  treatment. 

Of  the  15  who  received  treatment,  three  were  cases  of 
confirmed  consumption  when  admitted,  two  were  in  a 
hopeless  condition  from  accident,  and  lived  but  one  week 
each. 

The  Committee  would  tender  their  most  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments to  the  many  citizens  who  have  kindly  re- 
membered our  sick.  The  Soldiers'  Aid  Society,  who  have 
so  faithfully  labored  in  their  noble  cause,  have  most  gen- 
erously contributed  to  the  wants  of  the  Hartford  Hospital. 

If  the  paper  publishers  in  Connecticut  could  realize  the 
consolation  and  comfort  which  the  sick  and  disconsolate 
receive  by  reading  the  Hartford  Daily  Times  and  Courant, 
sent  to  the  Institution  free  of  charge,  they  would  hasten 
to  share  in  the  blessings  which  are  always  bestowed  upon 
the  cheerful  giver. 

The  names  of  many  ladies  and  gentlemen  might  be  ad- 
ded to  this  list,  who  have  kindly  remembered  our  inmates, 
not  only  by  their  frequent  visits,  but  by  many  remem- 
brances which  are  so  warmly  appreciated  by  those  who  are 
destitute  of  the  heartfelt  affection  of  relatives  and  kindly 
greeting  of  friends. 

In  looking  over  our  list  of  Vice  Presidents  for  life, 
and  Life  Directors,  we  find  many  names  marked  with  a 
star,  which  reminds  us  of  those  who  have  passed  away, 
and  built  for  themselves  monuments  more  lasting  than 
marble.  Out  of  93  Life  Directors  in  1855,  15  are  marked 
with  a  star. 

During  the  past  year,  E.  G-.  Ripley,  Esq.  is  numbered 
with  the  dead.  As  a  business  man,  but  few  were  his  equals, 
and  he  was  classed  among  the  first  of  our  many  noble  and 
generous  citizens. 
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Most  cordially  does  the  Hartford  Hospital  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  $10,000  from  A.  S.  Beck  with,  Esq.  Long 
will  his  memory  be  cherished  by  the  sick  and  destitute. 
He  has  most  earnestly  been  engaged  in  assisting  the  Sol- 
dier's Aid  Society,  not  only  by  his  counsels  and  successful 
efforts  to  procure  aid  from  those  who  are  friendly  to  the 
cause,  but  he  has  personally  contributed  most  liberally  for 
the  relief  of  Connecticut  soldiers.
